Shelby County is on the 
brink of an ambulance crisis, 

The Hoffman-Rockco 
Funeral Home in Montevallo, a 
firm that has provided 
emergency ambulance service 
for a number of years 
terminated this service at 
midnight Sunday. 

W. R. Price who operates 
the Central Shelby Ambulance 


Service based in Alabaster 
indicates he will probably 
withdraw from the ambulance 
business by the first of the 
year, 

James Gill, owner operator 
of the Harpersville Wrecker and 
Ambulance Service told the 
Reporter Tuesday, “I have no 
intention, right now, of going 
out of ‘business, but if things 
don’t get better, | don’t know 


how I'll buy a new ambulance 
next year, as required by law.” 
The apparent reason for the 
problems in the ambulance 
industry is “inability to collect 
our bills”. 
Two years ago legislation

Members of the Shelby 
County Board of Education 
took a school bus ride during 
their regular monthly meeting 
last Wednesday, to determine 
which North Shelby areas will 
receive expanded bus service. 

Residents of Indian Valley, 
Indian Hills, Wooddale, 
Chandalar South and Oak 
Ridge Estates have asked that 
school buses come into their 
areas rather than pick up and 
deliver at subdivision 
entrances, 

Inverness students will also 
require service to Pelham 
schools, since the board voted 
at a called meeting the week 
before to allow them to change 
from the Chelsea zone. 

Indian Valley parents had 
their request for bus service 
into their area granted by 
action taken at the same 
meeting, when board members 
voted to have a bus proceed 


down 'ndian Valley Road to 
the last feasible turnaround. 

Routes for picking up at 
Inverness, the Inverness 
Apartments and Indian Valley 
were worked out on the bus 
trip, 

A ride through portions of 
Indian Hills and Wooddale 
convinced board members that 
it would be unsafe for buses to 
travel through the two 
subdivisions. Superintendent of 
Education Elvin Hill and 
Transportation Supervisor 
Sherrel McClure have, for some 
time, contended that hills in 
the area are too steep for buses 
to negotiate. 

However, Board Chairman 
Joe Dean had asked that a 
route into Wooddale from the 
Helena highway be considered, 
saying this would eliminate 
some of the steeper grades, But 
after traveling the proposed

MONTGOMERY: - -While there is a lot of public 
dissatisfaction with the current legislature (so what else is 
new?) there hasn't been any great shouting and clapping for 
joy over the beginnings of what may be the greatest 
turnaround in the history of the state in the administrative 
department, 

That turnaround actually began with the formation 
of the Governor's Cost Control Survey which Gov. George 
Wallace set in motion by executive order on November of 
1971. 

Aimed al improving the effectiveness and economy of 
Alabama government, the study took about a year and its 
recommendations have been implemented to a large degree, 
many by executive order, some by legislative action in 1973 
and some other action due to be taken this year. 

But the large grey area of government- - -the steadily 
building bureaucracy and the lack of real administrative 
control over it- -was touched on only briefly by the CCS. 

In separate section, the CCS report said: 

“The present structure (of the executive branch) does 
not provide direct lines of accountability to the Governor 
as the chief executive officer of the state. It also limits 
efficient management of state services. This reduces the 
governor's ability to establish a coordinated delivery system 
for these services and makes it impossible for the citizens of 
Alabama to hold the chief executive officer responsible for 
the performance of state agencies, departments, and 
programs, 

The CCS called for one of the five super agencies to 
be Finance and Administration, but made no specific 
recommendation for a new budgeting department or a new 
budgetary system, 

But as a follow-up to the CCS, Gov. Wallace formed 
the Governor's Committee of Fiscal Responsibility and that 
group engaged a national accounting firm to redesign the 
state’s budgeting system 

That has now been done and the pian is in the hands 
of the committee, 

What is proposes, briefly, is to place state agencies on 
a “programmed” budgeting system instead of the present 
“line item” system. 

Al present, state agencies simply ask for “X” 
number of dollars, using as a base for their claim the last 
budget appropriation to the agency and a plea that the 
rising cost of living. if nothing else, was the basis for the 
new and higher request. 

Actually, department and agency chiefs sought larger 
and larger appropriations each biennium because this 
enabled them to expand their bureaucratic empires and to 
increase their stature in the bureaucratic community, 

There was never any real inquiry as to the quality of 
service they were providing. 

In programmed budgeting, emphasis is on the quality 
of service and agency chiefs will be required to explain how 
the last appropriation was spent and to justify each dime of 
the new appropriation. 

That’s an over-simplification of the process, but put 
into practice, it will save millions upon millions of dollars 

The governor has also recently appointed a blue 
ribbon committee to look into state government 
reorganization at the executive level. If this committee 
recommends something along the lines of what the CCS 
recommended, and if Gov, Wallace will “bite the bullet” 
and put it into effect, it could well be his greatest 
accomplishment for this state. 

ft would also go a long way toward silencing criticism 
from other ambitious men that George Wallace could not 
he expected to run the federal establishment when he 
hasn't done too good a job of running his own state.

Girl’s athletics sparks differences

Interscholastic athletics for 
gitls in Shelby County schools 
sparked a difference of opinion 
between Superintendent of 
Education Elvin Hill and some 
members of the County Board. 
of Education at a board 
meeting last week 

Several women physical 
education teachers, 
representing the Shelby 
County Girls’ Sports 
Association (SCGSA), 
approached the board in June, 
asking for sanction to plan 
interscholastic high school 
competition in two sports, 
volleyball and track and field 


They also requested 
supplemental pay for time they 
would put into these 
endeavors. 


Asked by board chairman 
Joe Dean to prepare a job 
description stating just what 
they would do for the extra 
pay, the women later presented 
the board with their “Job 
Description for Women 
Coaches” listing, besides 
volleyball and track and field. 
cight other activities, including 


cheerleading, for which 
supplements were requested 

The amounts of the 
supplements range from $200 
to $350 per year, depending on 
the activity the coach’s years 
of experience, and the time 
each sport would require. 

Board member Bill Cosper, 
who has expressed his support 
of expanded sports activities 
for girls, brought the matter up 
at both of the board’s August 
mectings 

At last week's meeting, 
Cosper reiterated his claim that 
board members should take 
some action on the SCGSA 
request, saying, “I am 
concerned about this coaches’ 
thing. 1 think we should do it 
before we get all this adverse 
publicity.” 

At this, Hill picked up the 
ball, claiming, “None of these 
teachers were hired as coaches, 
1 think they started this 
business for the supplement.” 

The superintendent stated 
that the girls are taught the 
sports which their teachers 
want expanded into extra 
curricular endeavors, in their 
physical education classes. 

However, Cosper reminded 
Hill that high school physical 
education teachers are planning 
a full competitive schedule in 
sports which receives board 
sanction, “That is the only way 
1 would be in favor of it,” 
Cosper said, “I am not in favor 
of paying them a supplement if 
they are going to fool around 
at Physical Eduction and call 
up one another and say, ‘Let's 
play 020. Wi 

SCGSA President Dot 
Bishop recently states that a 
girls’ volleyball schedule has 
already been worked up for the 
county’s high schools, She 
predicted no difficulty in 
carrying out plans the teachers 
have for volleyball and later, 
track and field, because of a 
mandate brought about by a 


; Federal regulation, Title IX, 


which forbids sexual 
discrimination in public school 
athletics. 


Board member Elaine 
Hughes, a strong advocate of 
the teacher’s proposals, asked 
what the women need to do to 
receive the board's sanction 
and said that she feels the 
teachers deserve compensation 
for extra hours they would 
spend on the programs they 
hope to initiate, 

Hill replied that this could 
present problems because 
cheerleaders, for example, 
sometimes meet every day 
during the summer. He added 
that some principals are also 


concerned about where money 
for equipment needed for the 
programs would come from. 
The superintendent 
contended that many teachers, 
such as those who direct school 
plays, put in extra time. “My 
biggest concern is that we are 
going to have to pay everybody 
for everything they do after 


* school,” he remarked.

Boothton rape 


Two sets of brothers 
from Bessemer are in Shelby 
County jail at the Reporter's 
press time Tuesday night, 
charged with the Monday night 
rape of a young married 
woman, also from Bessemer.

_THE BEST IS YET TO HAPPEN 

You don’t have to wonder any longer. Things have 
been mightyrough during 1975. In fact, this has been the 
toughest year on the American people in the past 25 years, 
The reason I can say that is that 1974 was our hardest year 
in the past 24, and 1975 is outdoing 1974 in milking the 
family bank account down to almost nothing. 

Last year total income in the United States was up 
nine percent, but that is no reason to rejoice because 
inflation and the prices of goods we bought increased 11.6 
percent. So — we went in the hole 2.6 percent for last year. 
As to the value of the dollar, you may not have noticed but 
the experts stopped comparing modern dollars with those 
of 1939, Now they compare today’s dollar with 1949. 
During the 25 years from 1949 to 1974, the purchasing 
power of the dollar dropped 52 cents. In other words, if 
you use the dollar of 1949 as 100 cents, your 1974 dollar 
bought only as much as 4& cents bought back in 1949. 

The biggest bite out of the American income in 1974 
was, of course, in taxes. That removed 22.8 percent of our 
money, usually before we ever saw it. And don’t forget that 
millions of people work for wages low enough that they 
pay little or no income tax, while far more millions in the 
middle-income bracket and in the wealthier levels had to 
pay the taxes for themselves and for the less fortunate, as 
well, 

In the last ten years Social Security has increased 283 
percent. That’s right! Over a ten year span Social Security 
has averaged increasing 28.3 percent per year for ten years. 
Social Security is so deep in red ink that taxes will have to 
go up sharply. In fact, back on June 18 of this year, two 
experts on Social Security told a Senate Committee that 
withholding taxes for Social Security had to be increased 
sharply and rapidly if the system was to be saved at all. 

The same thing happened to income taxes. Because 
many wage increases brought a flood of cheap dollars into 
the federal tax treasury, there was an increase in 1974 of 
170 percent in federal income tax collections. State and 
local taxes rose even faster and higher — 266 percent. And 
still states and cities are crying from fear of bankruptcy. 

Across the country, we who are the consumers spent 
2.3 percent less in 1974 than they year before, and that is 
the first time since World War II that we failed to exceed 
the previous years buying total. 

The decline in the purchase of automobiles, houses 
and furnishings began in 1974, and has accelerated sharply 
in 1975. To begin with, these items had been priced right 
out through the roof. At the same time jobs started to 
disappear and many Americans chose to sit tight, see what 
happened next, and hope for the best. 

The best is yet to happen because 1975 has a Federal 
budget deficit which is unthinkable, a 9.2 percent 
unemployment rate, just a very modest easing of inflation, 
and numerous increases in our various utility bills.

onthe drawing boards. 
Contracts are expected to be 
let during October. 

Construction began early 
this summer on the school’s 
new Business Administration 
building. Located adjacent to 
the present Comer Hall, this 
new classroom building is 
expected to cost 
approximately $600,000. 

Initial site preparation 
began last week on an addition 
to Wills Hall, the building that 
houses the College of 
Education. When complete the 
university expects to spend 
some $450,000 onthis 
addition. 

The George C. Wallace 
Speech and Hearing Center will 
be doubled in size during the 
coming academic year, Cost of 
expanding this facility will be 
approximately $250,000, 


Final touches are being 
completed on the new 
permanent building of the 
university's Traffic Safety 
Center, An estimated $225,000 
is being spent on this center. 

Other projects underway or 
planned for the near future

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Some thoughts on the First Lady

What is a First Lady? 

In these post-Watergate days of “letting it all hang 
out,” the President’s wife, Betty Ford, is stepping into the 
arena with an openness that is refreshing to some people 
and offensive to others. 

The public's reaction to some of her recent remarks 
On marriage, marijuana, abortion, her daughter, the 
women’s movement, and a host of other issues raises 
interesting questions about the role of the First Lady of the 
United States, What are her rights, if any, and why do we 
have such in institution anyway? 

The role played by the First Lady has become no less 
than a position in government like the Vice President or a 
member of Congress, Her activity in political life is 
expected and her influence is, perhaps more widely felt 
than we have realized in the past. There are certain unique 
obligations and expectations placed on the wife of the 
President ,..or are there? 

Professor William Cobb of the University of 
Montevallo responded to these questions with an intensity I 
had not expected. On Betty Ford’s “candid” interview he 
said, “I think it’s the most refreshing thing that's come out 
of Washington since Bobby Kennedy was alive! It’s 
wonderful. I think she’s a wonderful mother to Susan. 
Coming after the phony, Barbie-doll attitdue toward Tricia 
and.,.Julie. She’s the greatest First Lady since Eleanor 
Roosevelt.” Then, settling into a comfortable leather 
recliner he went on to say, “She’s the First Lady of the 
land and, by the same token, the First Mother of the land.” 

A more conservative opinion came from Mrs. Mildred 
Harris, a soft-spoken secretary on the University ot 
Montevallo cmapus: “I think she should respect the dignity 
of her husband’s position. .and I think it wan an unkind 
thing to do to her daughter.” 

Most of the people I talked with agreed that 
“personally” they didn’t care what the First Lady did or 
said. “She’s a separate person,” one young mother told me, 
“She has the right to speak her own mind as much as any 
other woman,” said another, One middle-aged, mother of 
three felt that the Pfesident’s wife received too much 
attention: “I think they ought to have the privilege to lead 
their own life. I don’t think that much should be expected 
of her, how she dresses or what goes on in her home,” 

One of the best ideas I heard came from a retired 
professional woman who suggested that we find another 


term for the woman who happens to be married to the 
President. Somehow, “First Lady” is neither fair to her or 
fair to the rest of us. That term implies some sort of ideal, a 
model that other American women should try to pattern 
themselves after. But women today are trying to shake off 
such stereotyped images. 

Another point that was brought out was that for a 
man to succeed in politics, or anywhere, for that matter, his 
wife must, in the words of William Cobb, “assume the role 
of an asset.” One lady I talked with was more specific. She 
said, “As a hard fact of political life I think she should be 
careful (about what she says in public). I think her remarks 
lost ten votes...at least, But I respect her for being candid.” 

I agree with that. I wonder, though, if there aren’t 
limits to what should be expected of a wife in the name of 
her husband’s career, And when assuming “the role of an 
asset” becomes a consuming, full-time career in itself that is 
demanded by society, it seems to me that society, in this 
case the Federal government, should recognize that role for 
what it is. Betty Ford is more than the President’s wife. She 
holds an important, governmental position.

couple and Bebee has dutifully 
learned to keep house around 
the many automobile parts 
which are often spread 
throughout her kitchen. 
George’s affinity for the 
cars dates back to his years as 
an engineering student at the 


University of Alabama, when 
he bought the first in a long 
line of Studebakers he has 
owned, 

Asked what he finds so 


intriguing about this particular 
make, he launches into a 
glowing account of its merits 

“T guess it is the design of 


the Studebaker,” he begins,

that they pioneered such things 
as self-adjusting brakes and disc 
brakes, 

The Griswolds are members 


of the Studebaker Drivers 
Club, an international 
organization of Studebaker 


fanciers and the couple, along 
with their two-year-old son, 
Georgie, attended a national 
meeting in Dallas this summer. 

Bebee, the history buff of 
the family, supplies some 
background. information from 
a few of the many- volumes 
they have acquired on the 
subject of their favorite car. 

The Studebaker brothers 
went into business in 1852, she 
revealed, when their first 
wagon sold for $175, she said, 
Studebaker was the largest 
wagon builder in the world. 

The company also made 
carriages, Bebee went on, 
pointing out that Studebaker 
carriages once carted around 
such notables as Maximilian, 
Abraham Lincoln and Buffalo 
Bill. 

The brothers’ first car, an 
electric model, was produced 
in 1902 and in 1904 they built 
and séld their first 
gasoline-powered vehicle, a two 
cylinder job with a 16 
horsepower engine. 

George's collection now 
includes seven Studebakers and 
a Packard. Studebaker lovers 
are also taken by Packards, he 
explained. His is a 1941 
limousine 

Some of his cars are kept at 
his parents’ home in Bluff Park 
for want of space in his own 
yard. A recent acquisition is a

Getting parts for his 
reclaimed cars is a perpetual 
problem, George said, and junk 
dealers are not the least bit 
sympathetic to his cause. They 
don't like to let people get 
parts from junked cars, because 
they apparently feel that if 
they start they will be beseiged 
by parts hunters, 

So, George said, many of 
the cars are crushed for metal, 
a real source of frustration to 
old car collectors, 

He and Bebee have had 
other Studebakers which had 
to be left behind in California, 
Texas and Louisiana where 
they lived when George 
worked with an aerospace 
engineering firm 


Bebee said it was during 
their stay in Texas that they 
became involved in the 
Studebaker Drivers Club and 
while there, the two were 
editors of the North Texas 
Wheel, a publication for 
members the Dallas-Fort 
Worth area. 

George is now employed by 
Southern Services and the 
couple moved last year from 
Birmingham to their home in 
Chelsea Estates. 

George’s ultimate goal is to 
get all of their cars restored 
and in driving condition and he 
and Bebee work nearly every 
evening on some phase of the 
project. 

Right now, the primary 
target of their effort is a 1954 
Connestega station wagon 
which they hope to have 
gussied up and running in time 
to drive to next year's 
convention.

Play-off rules 


remain unchanged 


“There will be no changes 
this season in the 
championship paly-off system 
for Alabama high school 
football teams,” says Herman 
L. “Bubba” Scott, executive 
Secretary of the Alabama High 
School Athletic Association. 

Last year we switched to a 
system, in which play-off 
participants are determined on 
an area or regional basis rather 
than on a point scale. Presently 
a school is not required to play 
all the schools that are both in 
its class‘and in its area or 
region in order to qualify for 
the championship program. 
For example, if a school 
schedules only three of the five 
teams in its area or region, then 
the other teams in the area or 
region can “designate” two of 
that school’s other opponents 
in its class or above as area or 
regional games,” said Scott. 
“In this way the school can 
qualify for the championship 
program.” 

Scott added, however, that 
this was the last year that a 
school could have a 
“designated” area or region 
game. Beginning next year he 
said, “Each school that wants 
to qualify for the 
championship program must 
schedule all the schools that 
are in its class and in its area or 
region.”

He said that while 
participation in the program is 
not mandatory for every 
school in Alabama, more than 
300 schools in Classes A, 2A, 
3A, and 4A are eligible to 
participate this year. Identical 
to last year the 1975 play-offs 
will involve four rounds of 
competition culminating with 
the crowning of the state 
champion on December 5, 
1975 in each of the respective 
classes, 

First round games are 
scheduled for November 14, 
with the second round set for 
November 21 and the third 
round or the semi-finals to 
follow on November 28. The 
dates for the play-off games 
apply to all four classes. 

Areas and regions were set 
up geographically with the idea 
of minimizing team travel, 
especially during the play-offs, 
and of insuring that the state 
finals for each class would be 
between a south Alabama 
school and a north Alabama 
school. 

As it now stands, Class A, 
2A, and 3A schools are divided 


into eight regions, each 
comprising two areas. First 


round play-off games will 
feature competition between 
the 16 area champions and will 
porduce eight regional 
champions from the respective 
classes. In the second round 
the eight regional winners will 
pair off with the four 
winners advancing to the 
semi-finals. The two semi-final 
winners will be the southern 
sub-state and the northern 
sub-state champion and these 
two will meet for the state 
championship of their 
respective class.

The state 
average for each of the three 
consecutive years showed the 
Alabama student to be six 
months below the national 
average

Waste basket evidence 


Detectives suspected that Mur- 
ray, staying in a downtown hotel, 
was involved in illicit gambling. 
One evening they checked the 
contents of his waste basket after 
it had been removed from the 
room by a maid. Sure enough, 
they found telltale numbers slips. 


When the case came to court, 
Murray's lawyer objected to this 
evidence on grounds of “unrea- 
sonable search and seizure.” He 
pointed out that the detectives had 
no warrant to search the waste 
basket 

But the court found the evi- 
dence admissible and Murray 
guilty 

“Once the discarded items were 
outside of the room,” said the 
court, “they were in the public 
domain 

As a 


rule, the constitutional 


protection agaimst unreasonable 
search and seizure does not apply 
to articles that have been aban- 
doned. This is true even though 
they were abandoned under the 
pressure of pursuit. 

In another case a speeding mo- 
torist, noticing a police car fol- 
lowing him, tossed a package of 
narcotics out the window into an 
open field. 

Police retrieved the package 
And again, a court ruled that the 
evidence was valid. The court said 
the man had clearly abandoned 
possession of the package before 
the police picked it up 

But there must also be an in- 
tent-to-abandon. Another man, 
sitting in a taxi, dropped a box of 
pills on the floor when a police- 
man walked up. Here too the offi

The little stream 
babbles along for a ways before 


pouring off a sheer drop. And 
underneath the cascade is a 
huge overhang forming a 
natural shelter large enough to 
hold hundreds of people. 


Falling Rock’s canyon and 
cave-like overhang, nearly as 
wide as a football field, bear a 
Strong resemblance to Russell 
Cave in north Alabama. 
Because of the similarity some 
history buffs have suggested 
that the big shelter would be 
an excellent place for an 
archeological dig. 


Over millions of years huge 


‘chunks of the conglomerate 


rock have been falling, 
resulting in a natural home for 
primitive man. Several city 
residents have been trying to 
interest archeologists in 
Studying the site for quite 
some time. 

Yet even if Falling Rock has 
little importance to the story 
of early man, it is still a place 
of unusual beauty. It is located 
on the second dirt road to the 
left on county road 22, about a 
mile and a half from Dogwood, 

Davis Falls is another spot 
which has been a favorite spot 
for at least two hundred years. 
When the settlers arrived in the 
Montevallo area around 1813 
and 1814, the Indians still had 
their playground near Davis 
Falls. Even sixty years 
afterwards tomahawks, pipes, 
and cther relics were found in 
the “olympic area.” 


Unlike Falling Rock, Davis 
Falls is actually more of a 
shoals area, where the water 
flows down a stairway of rock, 
rather than making a_ wild 
plunge. At one time the falls 
area was equipped with picnic 
tables, which are seldom used 
any more. Perhaps the reason is 
because the dirt road is so bad, 
even worse than the one to 
Falling Rock. 


For those who want to risk 
the rutted, but passable road, it 
is located on county road 10. 


The dirt road is on the right, 


some one and a half miles from 
the college golf course, just 
west of Aldrich. 


Of course there are plenty 
of other sights to see in and 
around Montevallo. The 
sinkhole located not far from 
Shelby Academy; the many old 
houses in town; King House 
and other buildings more than 
a century old on the campus; 
Brierfield and Bulldog Bend in 
Bibb County; Wilton, 
previously known as 
Birmingham Junction and later 
Bismark; and the remnants of 
the vast coalfields. . 


Unlike many towns, 
Montevallo thas never had the 
misfortune of forgetting its 
past. Every year as new college 
students pour into town they 
once again discover the quaint,

Even if all the research turns 
out favorably however, the 
new method would not come 
close to solving the nation’s 
gasoline needs, According to 
initial estimates, Southern 
pines can probably supply only 
about two days’ needs each 
year.

1976 will ‘be an election year 
affecting quite a few highly 
responsible positions, we were 
asked the question “Why 
Election Day Always Falls in 
November’’--We had never 
thought about it-and certainly 
did not kiiow--but we :ambled 
around until we found a bit of 
history surrounding this 
particular event. 

The National Geographic 
Society in an issue some years 
ago--quoted Alexander 
Duncan, Whig representative 
from Ohio, who wrote the 
presidential election day law in 
1845: “Harvesting is over then, 
and winter has not yet made 
the roads impassable.” 

However, until 1872, 
each state fixed its own date 
for voting for Congress and 
often it was not the same as 
presidential election day,

Between 1845 and 1872 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, and 
Indiana voted in October for 
representatives. Even today | 
believe it is Maine, by special 
exception and because of an 
early winter, votes in 
September for all offices 
except presidential electors. 

The geographical society 
threw some light on other 
historical items. 

Voting as a citizen’s 
privilege goes back to the 
ancient Greek city-states. Some 
public officials were elected 
viva-voce---by voice 
vote---though more were 
chosen by lot. 

Romans voted on waxed 
wooden slabs, and later by 
white and black balls, The 
word “ballot” itself derives 
from the Italian “ballotta,” 


meaning “little ball.” 
Following English 
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rleaders pose with their firs place 
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custom, the American colonists 
voted aloud, although as early 
as 1634 Massachusetts was 
using a paper ballot. The voter 
had to bring his own piece of 
paper, 

Arkansas still voted viva 
voce in 1846, Missouri and 
Virginia until the Civil War. 
Secret voting for Congress 
became federal law in 1875, 

Now, with that bit of 
history of the ballot, we hope 
that in this democratic form of 
government under which we 
revolve and have our elections- 
- that all eligible citizens will 
fulfill their individual 
responsibility and exercise 
their priceless heritage of 
freedome of choice and boost 
our voting record when the 
time for expressing preference 
by pulling the lever comes

mosquito 


is encephalitis cause 


by E. F. Sloan 
Shelby County 
Health Department 
Many questions have been 
asked about encephalitis and 
what measures can be taken to 
prevent this mosquito-borne 
disease. 


The frequent rains during 
the past several months here in 
Shelby County have filled 
every abandoned tin can, old 
tire, pot-hole, and low area, 
providing unlimited breeding 
places for mosquitoes. There 
millions of these 
potentially dangerous pests 
flying around.

No area seems to be free of 


them and it becomes a test of 
endurance to sit in the yard in 
the evening. 

Probably of 
mosquitoes are nothing more 
than pests and are incapable of 
transmitting diseases to 
homans. Some of them can 
transmit encephalitis through 
their bite, but they must first 
have bitten an animal, usually a 
a is infected, and there 
is only one type of mosquito 

that is known to transmit the 
disease here in Shelby County. 
As a matter of information it is 
the Culex tarsalis. This 
mosQuito, however, is present 
in most communities. 

There have been no cases of 
mosquito-borne encephalitis 
reported in Shelby County and 
hopefully there will be none, 

Preventive measures, 
however, involve every 
individual and include, (1) 
destruction of larvae by 
eliminating breeding places, 
such as containers holding 
water, and (2) screening of 
houses to prevent the entry of 
mosquitoes. 

Control measures consist of 
the above but also including 
killing adults by spraying with 
insecticides, and through the 
use of insect repellents. 
Obviously, preventive measures 


most these 


should before the 
mosquito breeding season 
begins, because by the time the 
mosquitoes are on the wing the 
hazard is present and the 
control measures are generally 
not too effective. 

Massive, wide-area spraying 
with toxic materials is not 
recommended, even if it was 
feasible, for the side effects of 
the spraying could be more 
harmful than the mosquitoes. 
The removal of standing water 
is not only impossible in a 
county-wide area but would be 
very ineffective in controling 
this particular mosquito, if it 
were possible. 

The mosquito has always 
been with us and will stay with 
us until cold weather and frosts 
reduce their number. 

Next spring they will be 
back, but their numbers can be 
reduced by applying proper 
preventive measures.

in terms of our sense of the pas- 
sage of time, He said: “If a man 
sits beside the girl of his dreams 
for an hour, it may seem no 
longer than a few minutes. But 
if he sits on a hot stove for ten 
seconds, it may seem like an 
hour.

Time has a way of moving 
more swiftly for the old than for 
the young. One year in the life 
of a 70-year-old person is less 
than one and a half per cent of 
his life. But one y: ar in the life 
of a 10-year-old is 10 per cent 
of his life. A grandfather and 
his grandson will have different 
subjective responses to the pas- 
sage of time. 

Alvin Toffler explains the rel- 
ative meanings of time to per- 
sons of different ages. He says: 


At Vocational Center-- 


“Two hours in the life of a 4- 
year-old may be the felt equiva- 


lent of 12 hours in the life of 
her 24-year-old mother. Asking 
the child to wait two hours for 
a piece of candy may be the 
equivalent of asking the mother 
to wait 14 hours for a cup of 
coffee.” 

But, what can we do to make 
time last longer as we grow 
older? Robert Ornstein, a psy- 
chologist, says that length of 
time is determined by what we 
experience, learn, and perceive 
—by all of the stimuk we are 
subjected to. He compares the 
human brain with a computer. 
The more “inputs” the brain re- 
ceives, the more fully we live. 
And, with increased experiences, 
our sense of time is lengthened. 


Not too late to enroll

Word of mouth is supposed 
to be the best form of 
advertising. It seems to hold 
true with the adult classes held 
at the Shelby County Area 
Vocational Center. Night 
classes started a little over a 
year ago with only 2 handful of 
students, and each semester 
they add about thirty percent 
more than they had enrolled 
the time before. 

This fall's session of adult 
classes is expected to have the 
biggest enrollment yet, predicts 
vocational center director 
Charles A. Knowles. 
Registration began Tuesday 
night in Columbiana, as adults 
came from all over Shelby and 
adjoining counties. 

Knowles said that it’s not 
too late for adults who want to 
register in any of « dozen areas. 
If enough people sign up, 
classes will be held in areas 
ranging from air conditioning 
to welding. In previous sessions 
enrollment was large enough to 
support classes in only a 
handful of areas. 

Classes offered inciude 
drafting, business and office, 
child care, food preparation, 
and horticulture; auto 
mechanics, auto body repair, 
air conditioning and welding, 


and television & radio repair; 
industrial electricity, masonry, 
and building construction. 
Classes will be held in the areas 
with a large enough 
enrollment. 


The most popular choices in 
other semesters included 
business and office work, 
electricity, welding, and 
drafting. Knowles and the 
vocational center staff hope to 
include some of the other nine 
areas this time, or in coming 
sessions. 

In the past the child care 
unit was intended to double as 
a baby sitting service for 
parents in class, but there was 
not enough demand for the 
course, and not a big enough 
supply of children. 

In other semesters the 


vocational center has enjoyed 
the cooperation of many 
industries which pay the $40 
enrollment fee upon their 
employees’ successful 
completion of a course. Quite a 
large percentage of the adult 
students attend classes under 
such a system. 

This fall classes are limited 
to 15 people per class, unlike 
previous classes which were 
often twice as large. 

Knowles hopes that this 
year's enrollment will top last 
year’s, giving them a chance to 
offer more courses. And 
because of word of mouth, 
more and more people are 
deciding to enroll, For those

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So his advice to older persons is 
to live their lives to the fullest— 
with all the emotions and per- 
ceptions possible to them. With- 
out activity, mental and physical, 
one day merges into another in 


a dull gray monotony—and time * 


becomes a meaningless void. 

It is no contradiction to say 
that the more we do, the more 
time we have. A person who 
says he or she has no time to 
garden, to read, to call on neigh- 
bors, to go to the theater, to help 
out in a community project 1s 
letting time escape into nothing- 
ness, Some of the busiest people 
in the world find time to read 
books, go to the theater, visit an 
ailing friend, and join in com- 
munity projects. Compared with 
those persons who never have 
the time to do anything, they 
live several lifetimes. One day in 
their lives may be worth ten days 
in the life of a person who sits 


despondently in a corner, think- 
ing that life has passed him by. * 

During our early and middle 
years, we look upon time as an 
all-important element of our 
lives. During our school days, we 
have classes to attend, papers £ 
write, sports to engage in. Latev, 
after we are married, we have 
the daily demands of a job, the 
care of children, and a thousand 
and one chores around the 
house. We see the need to ra- 
tion our time, to use it wisely 
and effectively. 

Then, before we know it, we 
are retired from our workaday 
jobs. More often than not, the 
husband now spends much more 
time at home. As one woman 
put it when her husband re- 
tired, “I now have half as much 
money and twice as much hus- 
band.” The temptation is to 
adopt the philosophy that time 
is no longer important, to put 
off doing things, to look to the 
past rather than the future. 

The most important requisite 
of successful retirement is good 
management of time. We need 
to make a conscious effort to 
budget our time—to keep phys- 
ically fit, to manage our finances, 
to renew ourselves, and to ex- 
pand our mental and spiritual 
horizons. By so doing, we can 
stretch the time of our later years 
—and “prime time” will be a 
rewarding, satisfying time.

gradually, You may notice 
signs of abdominal pain and 
restlessness in your pet. He 
may begin vomiting, have 
difficulty in breathing, or begin 
yelping and running aimlessly. 
Signs of drooling, trembling 
and convulsions could appear, 
or your pet could quickly lapse 
into a coma, 

If you suspect that your pet 
has been poisoned, act rapidly. 
Call your veterinarian at once. 
Since some poisons enter the 
blood-stream almost 
immediately, any delay in 
getting medical aid for your 
pet could prove fatal. 

Pet injuries resulting from 
burns are also fairly common 
around the home. Whatever the 
degree of the burn, it is very 
painful. Cats, for example, are 
so fond of warm spots that 
they may jump on a hot 
surface and scorch their 
footpads. A pet can be burned 
by hot liquids spilled from the 
table or stove. . . by nosing 
into an electric current. . . or 
by some chemical or corrosive 
substarice. 

If your pet suffers a serious 
burn or scald, cover the area 
lightly with a clean, dry 
dressing such as sterile gauze, a 
handkerchief, sheet or towel. 
Keep your pet warm, dry and 
quiet, as he may be in a state 
of shock. Then rush him to 
your veterinarian.

Another unusual arrangement affects enrollment at 
Montevallo’s schools, With renovation going on at the high 
school, the middle school received the 8th grade and the 
elementary school took grade 5 from the middle school. In 
effect this means that each school keeps roughly the same 
students it had the year before, excepting the first graders 


and last year’s seniors.

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Tax for schools 
facing voters 


by Nancy Duncan 

Supporters and opponents 
of a proposed one percent sales 
tax for education in Shelby 
County are winding up their 
campaigns this week in 
anticipation of next Tuesday’s 
countywide referendum. 

Registered voters have the 
chance to go to the polls 
September 16 and indicate 
whether or not they are willing 
to pay that extra penny on the 
dollar to bolster funds for 
education. 

The issue has been widely 
debated since the Shelby 
County Commission, on June 
9, agreed on a 3 to | vote to 
hold a referendum on the 
proposed tax. Tne local Board 
of Education had asked that 
the commission either levy the 
tax or call for an election on 
the matter, 

The board set the date at 
the commission’s request. 

Supporters of the levy say 
that additional revenue is 
needed now because of 
inflation and rapid growth in 
the county, while opponents 
charge that with proper 
management, present school 
funding would be adequate. 

A group composed of 
educators and parents active in 
the cause of education 
organized the Shelby County 
Council for Education in the 
Spring, with the stated intent 
to work for passage of 
legislation favorable to local 
education and on behalf of the 
sales tax. 

Some persons opposing the 
levy, who formed the Shelby 
County Concerned Citizens, 
have voiced concern that any 
further taxation will impose a 
hardship on persons with low 
or fixed incomes. They have 


also stated that a countywide 
property reappraisal is 
expected to increase and 
possibly double local ad 
valorem revenue. 

According to Shelby 
County Tax Assessor Tommy 
Snowden, this increased 
revenue will not be realized 


until at least a year after the- 


reassessment survey is 
completed, or in October 
1977, 

“If everything is on 
schedule, I will put it on the 
books in October 1976 and it 
will be the following October 
before they start collecting on 
it,” he explained. 

The Board of Education 
receives 12 of the 30 mills 
collected in property taxes. 
This, plus the board’s share of 
beer tax, results in school 


revenue of some $1,454,000 
annually, based on the latest 
collection figures available 

Members of the Concerned 
Citizens group, at 4 meeting 
last month, quoted Snowden as 
saying that the reappraisal, 
when completed, will double 
ad valorem collections. Asked 
to elaborate on this claim, the 
tax assessor said he had based 
his original projections on what 
he had understood the increase 
in Chilton County to have 
been when property 
reassessment there 
completed. 

However, he said, he has 
since learned that the taxes 
increased by forty percent 
instead of doubling in Chilton 
County.

Knowles said that he often 
calls from county 
industries who are looking for 
workers.

Next he cited welding as a 
field where “readily 
available.” He noted however, 
that this field has its ups and 
downs.

Some of the best salaries 
being paid in the county are 
going to workers trained in 
refrigeration and air 
conditioning, Knowles says. 
The area vocational center has 
been offering courses to high 
school students and adults in 
these subjects since the center 
opened three years ago, 

Knowles also said that the 
building and construction 
trades have been offering good 
jobs to graduates of the center, 
despite the fall-off in new 
home construction. He said 
that job offers keep coming in, 
which might indicate that with 
training and skills a worker will 
fare better than his untrained 
neighbor. 

Another phase of the 
vocational center’s work is to 
Set up training programs for 
local industries. There is almost 
no area Of training the school 
could not cover, given 
sufficient time, Knowles 
indicated. 

Last year a group of 
individuals requested training 


for ward service in hospitals. 
The vocational center set up 
classes at Thompson High 
School for the group, most of 
whom were from the Alabaster 
area, They also spent 16 hours 
of the class time at Shelby 
Memorial Hospital, getting 
on-site training.

Septic tanks reflect 
rapid county growth 


New septic tanks usually 
mean new growth, and that is 
the way the county is 
interpreting the monthly 
figures submitted by Frank 
Sloan, county sanitarian, 

Sloan told the County 
Commission Monday that 
septic tanks were installed at 
62 new houses in August alone 
and at 24 new mobile homes. 
A total of 17 new septic tanks 
were also installed at existing 
houses and at new and existing 
businesses, bringing the August 
total to 103 

The health department 
official pointed out that for 
the year 1975 to date, a total 
of 657 septic tanks have been 
installed, with 373 of these at 
new houses and 203 at new 
mobile homes, 

Sloan estimates that 2,016 
new people have moved to 
Shelby County to occupy these 
homes in 1975, He uses the 
figure of 3 and a half persons 
per home to arrive at the 
estimate 

The health department's

Comment

MONTGOMERY--The current state of affairs in the 
State Prison System is prima facie evidence of the fact that 
gomehow, some way, Alabama must come to a reordering 
of priorities. 

The continuing crisis in the mental health field is but 
another sign that somewhere in the vast state operations, 
emphasis was placed upon the wrong things, and at the 
Wrong time. 

A great portion of the state’s available revenues over 
the past 20 or 30 years has gone into the building of 
highways and the building of junior colleges and ‘trade 
schools. 

The annual debt service of the state is approaching 
four per cent of total outlays, and while this is not fatal, it 
is a steadily growing figure, 

It is four times the amount we spend on correctional 
institutions of all kinds. It is greater than we spend for 
hospitals and institutions for the handicapped. It is 65 
times what we spend on libraries, 35 times what we spend 
for recreation. It is slightly more than we spend on general 
government--the executive, judicial and legislative branches 
combined. 

Now the spending of money on highways and 
educational institutions is really an investment in the 
future, Better highways means better commerce and better 
schools are supposed to mean better educated children and 
more productive workers which means better revenues for 
the state in the form of various taxes. 

But there is a growing feeling that somehow the scales 
have gotten out of balance and that instead of putting more 
money into the heavy side, we've got to take some from the 
heavy side and put it onto the light side. 

Because nearly everyone agrees that in the matter of 
taxes, the end has not only been reached, it is somewhat 
over stretched. 

It would be difficult to find a state legislature which 
knows anything, collectively, about fiscal responsibility. 
Individual members will proclaim a great need for fiscal 
responsibility, but when the pork barreling begins, they will 
be right up there pushing and shoving for their “rightful” 
share for the folks back home. 

Gov. George Wallace has at work a “Governor's 
Committee for Fiscal Responsibility” and it’s a pity the 
body wasn’t functioning back when Gov. Wallace got that 
balloon note highway bond issue passed and when that 
junior college and trade school program began to snowball. 

In all fairness to Gov. Wallace, the State of Alabama, 
like all states, is faced with the task of “matching” federal 
monies for this program and that and had we not had 
highway bonding monies available, the state would have 
lost a great amount of federal dollars, particularly on the 
Interstate system. 

Now the largest problem is matching the federal 
government's largesse in the field of Medicaid and Medicare. 
In fiscal 1973-74, the state spent $144.4 million on health 
and sanitation, and $111 million of that total was on 
Medicaid. 

Is that too much? Evidently not, because the requests 
for the next fiscal year are even higher. Or could the state 
cut out some of the services it now provides with matching 
federal dollars? 

Those are the types of questions which are going to 
have to be answered, and quickly. The problem seems to be 
like the problem of belling the cat-no one in charge seems 
to have the inclination to go ahead and get the job done. It 
is a political cat, and anyone who tries to hang a bell on 
it is liable to get badly clayed. 


County tallies costs 


How have inflation and expansion affected the 
operation of local schools? The Shelby County Department 
of Education answers this question with figures compiled 
for an information sheet prepared to point out fiscal needs 
for education in the county. 

Utility bills have nearly tripled during the past five 
years, jumping from $8,770.74 per month in 1969-70 to 
$25,752.30 a month during the 1974—75 year. 

Gasoline purchased for school buses doubled in cost 
between 1972 and 1974, with $28,897.47 spent in 1972, 
while it took $59,127 to keep them rolling in 1974. 

The county purchases ten new school buses cach 
year. Those bought in 1972 cost $8,130 each for a total of 
$81,300. New buses put into operation this year were 
$12,558 apiece or $125,580 for the ten.

Thinking Things Over. . . 
. Local Comments on Contemporary Issues 
by P. L. Matteson 

This past Labor Day was celebrated in grand fashion 
throughout Shelby County with barbecues and craft fairs 
galore. 

A more serious side loomed overhead, however, as 
George Meany, the crusty, 81 year old president of the 
AFL-CIO, continued to support the boycott of sales of U. 
S. grain to Russia. 

No doubt «bout it, the American consumer was the 
helpless victim of the infamous Russian Wheat Deal of 
1972. But does that mean that now, in 1975, we should 
resist trade with Russia? Is George Meany giving the 
American public an accurate view of the problem? 

According to William B. Marxsen, Assistant Professor 
of Economics at the University of Montevallo, “Mr. 
Meany’s remarks tend to oversimplify and obscure the 
issues. He’s making it seem as if the American public can 
only expect to lose.” 

But Marxsen points out that foreign trade would 
mean numerous benefits for our own economy and, as far 
as grain sales are concerned he said, “the big winner would 
be the American farmer because he could expect to receive 
high prices for his crop.” Mr, Marxsen feels that a repeat 
performance of the 1972 “ripoff would be “highly 
unlikely.” 

He said, “We are now monitoring exactly how much 
the Russians are buying over a specified amount, 10, 
bushels, I think. And there’s an awareness on the part of 
the public, the farmers and the government that didn’t exist 
before.” 

Wayne Blankenship, a wheat and soybean farmer near 
Columbiana, also is in favor of trade with Russia. “I like the 
idea of trading with the Russians. It’s necessary to trade 
with foreign countries. Without it, I don't see how the 
American farmer can survive.” 

One point brought out by Blankenship is uncertainty 
the farmer has to live with. “You never know what you're 
going to get for your crop.” Blankenship feels that foreign 
trade would alleviate some of this uncertainty.

“We must depend on foreign markets...we do have a 
surplus,” But he added that “there are many farmers who 
depend on grain for their livestock and they feel that sales 
to Russia will hold prices up and that holds their own cost 
of production up.” 

Mr. Blankenship, a leader in a new group in Shelby 
County called Young Farmers, also expresses frustration 
over the rising costs of production. “My costs have doubled 
over the past three years,” he said. “And that’s one reason 
for Young Farmers. We want to inform the consumer.” 

But what about the consumer? What effect would 
grain sales to Russia have on the cost of a loaf of bread? 

“the amount of wheat in the average loaf of bread is 
about a nickle’s worth,” said Mr. Blankenship. He feels that 
the major cost to the American public is the cost of 
advertising. 

Professor Marxsen agrees that the consumer would be 
affected, however slightly. “The cost of food would rise, 
especially grains,” he said. “There would be some 
inflationary impact. But, “he added quickly, “the Russians 
would pay higher prices along with everyone else,” 

He also points out that they would be paying with 
American dollars or foreign currencies converted into 
American dollars. “This would improve the balance of 
payments,” he said, “which will strengthen the American 
dollar on foreign exchange markets.” 

“The result of this,” continued Mr. Marxsen, “is that 
foreign goods will become cheaper to Americans, offsetting 
the inflationary impact of the grain sales. In other words,” 
he said with a smile, “even though food prices can be 
expected to rise, the price of Russian caviar will come 
down.” He added, in a more serious tone, that the cost of 
other foreign goods such as foreign cars would also, 
ultimately become cheaper to Americans. 

With all these potential benefits, why does George 
Meany continue to support the boycott on sales of U.S. 
grain to Russia? 

“It is more political than anything,” said Mr 
Blankenship. “I don't see where they have the right to

Mr. Marxsen agreed, “I! think Americans still think of 
the Russians as sinister and not worthy of the fruits of our 
labor. And | think Meany is capitalizing on this. He is 
cloaking an essentially political sentiment in economic 
justifications. . and rather erroneous justifications at that.” 

George Meany apparently is not giving the American 
public the full picture. He has concentrated on one negative 
aspect of the grain sale, the possibility of rising food prices, 
and has ignored the many beneficial aspects. 

This country needs foreign trade. We need it for our 
farmers and we need it for ourselves. It is a question of 
economics, not politics.

center farther away. 

The Shelby-Chilton Mental 
Health Center has achieved 
quite a bit in their short 
history, Jackson stated. He 
noted that-last year the center 
made 4,800 contacts in the 
two counties. He indicated that 
this would not have been 
possible without enlarging the 
staff. 

In the past year or so the 
center has employed a 
pharmacist and a psychiatrist 
in part-time capacities, in 
addition to the growing full 
time staff. 

The director concluded 
that, in order to better serve 
both Shelby and Chilton 
Counties, he feels that the 
center and its board of 
directors have made the right 
decision in moving to their new 
40 by 80 foot building. The 
move, which is still several 
months away, will better fulfill 
the agency's needs, 
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the 1965 agreement it had with 
Longview Lime Company 
concerning building a road and 
bridge over a quarry. As an 
alternate demand, the group 
wants the present temporary 
road to be made permanent. 

Commission Chairman 
Conrad Fowler pointed out 
that the county had already 
entered into a_ three-year 
extension of the 1965-75 
agreement and that nothing in 
effect could be done until the 
end of the three years, short of 
breaking the contract, Seale’s 
attorney asked if the 
Commission would allow the 
residents of the community to 
discuss future action 
concerning the roads. Fowler 
and Commissioner Doug 
Ballard both indicated their 
willingness to talk with the 
residents. 

Ballard said he had talked 
with several people in the 
community before he proposed 
the three-year extension, and 
thought there would be no 
opposition to the move. 

The Commission’s financial 
adviser, James I. Harrison, met 
with Commission members to 
study investments possibilities 
on the money raised from the 
sale of jail bonds. The funds 
will not be required at once. 
Harrison indicated that local 
banks had not expressed much 
interest in handling the money. 
Commissioner Doug Bal.ard, 
who is also chairman of the 
board of Shelby State Bank, 
stated that he wanted the 
county to realize the highest 
rate of interest regardless of 
where it was placed, as long as 
security was assured. 


Commissioner J. E. “Ned” 
Bearden, who is also chairman 
of the board of the First Bank 
of Alabaster, agreed with 
Ballard on the point. 

The Commission moved to 
invest the proceeds in 12 
month U. §,. Government 
treasury bills. 

Sheriff Red Walker asked 
the Commission to buy six 
engraving vibrator needles to 
help the residents of high 


burglary areas mark their 
belongings. Commissioner 
Bearden moved that the 
needles be. purchased at once. 
It passed unanimously, 

Mrs. K. B. Nickerson was 
reappointed to the county’s 
Hospital Indigent Committee. 

In the light of all the 
business and several delegations 
that appeared, it was afternoon 
before the Commission could 
hear the regular report from 
James Ray’s public works 
department. 

Ray reported that 
Columbiana police officer Billy 
Fields caught two men who 
had broken into the county 
shop compound with the 
intent of stealing a battery and 
siphoning gas from county 
vehicles. 

The break-in occurred at 2 
p.m. last Sunday. One of those 
apprehended is out on bond, 
and the other is still in jail, Ray 
said. 

Ray requested merit raises 
for two men who have pursued 
further training on their own 
time. “‘By improving 
themselves, they improve their 
value to the county,” Ray said. 
The Commission voted to 
increase Wilbur P. Bryan’s 
salary by $11 bi-weekly and

regular employment by 10 
persons in the last 10 months. 
The decrease has been through 
attrition.

An auto mechanics teacher 
is on the way for the Shelby 
County Vocational Center. 

Harry Northern of Vincent 
has served as a substitute 
teacher of the much-in-demand 
course since school opened, 
“Without him, we'd have had 
to close down the class,” 
Charles Knowles, director of 
vocational training told the 
Reporter. 

On Monday, Knowles 
expects a fulltime teacher to 
take over the classes, but he 
was not at liberty to reveal the 
name at present time. 

‘“*The trouble is, a 
journeyman in the field can 
make more money than the 
state department pays an 
instructor,” Knowles says. He 
has been interviewing 
prospective teachers through 
the sumiwer and had reached 
agreements with three or four, 
but contracts failed to 
materialize for various reasons. 

But on the whole, Knowles 
says the vocational center is 
providing much needed 
training to the youth and 
adults of Shelby County. 
Students at all county public 
high schools may choose to 
attend the vocational center 
half a day, and their local high 
school half a day 

In a recent survey Knowles 
found that 72 percent of the 
vocational school graduates 
have jobs or are pursuing 


* further education in the field 


they studied at the vocational 
center. 

A new course in health 
occupations education is being 
offered this year. It is open to 
high school juniors, to give an

available in health occupations. 
Knowles says some of the class 
time will be spent at the 
hospital and at doctors’ and 
dentists’ offices. 

Miss Phyllis Armstrong is 
teaching the class, with 10

The many other courses 
taught at the vocational center 
are at near capacity 
enrollment, Knowles said. 
There are 470 high school 
students enrolled in the 
daytime courses on the 
Columbiana campus. 

Adults also signed up in 
large numbers for the night 
school classes that begin this 
week at the school, Knowles 
added. 

Adults can choose from 
several classes: auto body and 
fender; welding; industrial 
electricity; refrigeration and air 
conditioning; drafting, 
bookkeeping and accounting 
and two business and office 
education classes. 

The minimum number 
required for an adult course is 
12 students, and teachers like 
to keep the maximum at about 
17, so they can offer individual 
instruction,

Council members also

in a trade. Major notes that 
because of this, virtually every 
student who asked for 
assistance was placed in a job, 

Welders were the most 
successful in getting a job, 
mainly because of the number 


of local iron and steel 
industries. Other trades in 
demand included masonry, 


electrical work, and other skills 
needed to- keep construction 
moving in Shelby County. 

There was a demand for 
more draftsmen than the 
schools could supply last year, 
and there was no problem in 
finding jobs for business and 
office workers. 

The county coordinator 
pointed out that placement is 
not something that is 
important during a student's 
senior year or after graduation. 
Rather, the student “ should 
be prepared with proper 
curriculum so that placement is 
the culmination of his high 
school career.” 

Major explained that within 
the past three or four years, 
career education has been 
increasingly emphasized in 
Alabama schools. Nowadays 
even elementary and middle 
school students are being 


exposed to career education, 
and county high schools are 
becoming more involved with 
job awareness. 

Major notes that almost 
every high school in Shelby 
County now has some sort of 
“career day,” and that some 
have had great success in 
bringing in professionals to 
explain their various fields. 

With this increased emphasis 
on career education, Major 
feels that students are 
becoming more aware of their 
future. ‘While we've not 
gotten 100 percent of them 
involved, we're working on 
getting them interested in 
occupations,” he added. 

While Shelby County ~ 
continue to send about 
percent of its high ae 
students on to college, the 
placement program will try to 
help better the future of the 
other 70 percent as well. 

“We don’t like to separate 
the idea of placing a student in 
a job after graduation and 
placing them in further 
education,”’ the placement 
coordinator explained. “Our 
job is to educate them for a 
career and to help them to go 
into that career.”

Meat processing plant 


going up near Montevallo

Construction of a meat 
processing plant which will be 
operated by Tommy Baker, 
Sr., John Baker and Mrs, J. 
Frank Baker, is underway on 
the Baker farm on Dargin Road 
near Montevallo. 

The plant, which is 
scheduled to be completed by 
December, will be the only one 
of its kind in the county. 

According to Tommy 
Baker, the reason for starting 
the plant was that the family 
had been losing money for two 
years due to the price spread 
between what the farmer gets 
for his meat and the retail 
price. 

“There’s no justification for 
such a price spread,” stated 
Baker. “‘The farmer today 
takes such a beating, and the 
main reason for building this 
plant is just so we can survive.” 

The plant is intended to give 
the consumer a break because 
it will house a retail outlet. 


The business will be called 
Quality Meats, Inc., and will 
cover approximately 4,000 
square feet. A state inspector 
has been assigned to the plant, 
and he will examine all the 
Baker’s beef and hogs as well as 
that brought in by individuals 
to be processed.

In addition to the main 
plant, which includes the 
holding area where the animal 
is. inspected; a slaughter-house; 
chill cooler where the meat is 
aged; and a boning room where 


the meat is ground and 
wrapped; there will also be a 
smokehouse. 

Weiners, summer sausage, 


and baloney can be made in 
this fully automatic, stainless 
stee] room where humidity and 
amount of smoke can be 
carefully controlled 


The Bakers have been in the 
dairy business since 1906, and 
according to Baker, “We 
haven't missed a day of milking 
since then.” 

Baker also noted that the 
Baker & Sons Dairy in 
Birmingham is one of the two 
dairies that still delivers milk

Dead men tell no tales 


by Marcia Sears 

Dead men tell no tales. 

And one man who was 
trying to get people to listen to 
his tales, is now dead, killed 
instantly by the swift blade of 
a knife within the walls of a 
federal penitentiary, 

Donald Eugene Smith, 
whose trail as a burglar, bank 
robber and armed robber 
crossed Shelby County many 
times, died as the result of a 
stab wound to the throat last 
Wednesday morning in the 
federal prison at Marion, 
Illinois. 

Only eight days before, the 
Columbus, Georgia Enquirer 
had published a letter from 
Smith in which he said that 
organized crime had so much 
influence over federal, state 
and local authorities that the 
mob prevented his being tried 
for murder 

Was he a marked man after 
that statement appeared in 
print? 

Or did he die for some 
other reason - unrelated to his 
criminal past? 

The Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and officials of 
the prison are investigating. At 
presstime, six days after 
Smith’s death, they still had 
not completed theirs 
Investigation 

Smith had confessed to the 
murder of Harold Dean Zyble, 
whose body was unearthed in 


a shallow grave a few hundred 


yards from the Valleydale 


Road in north Shelby County, 
From his cell in an Atlanta 
prison, Smith drew a map to 
show authorities where the 
grave was. On January 20, 
1970, an attorney from 
Columbus, Ga., named James 
Finley went to the location. 
accompanied by FBI agents, 
Sheriff Red Walker, District 
Attorney James Sharbutt, 
Chief Deputy Joe Roden, 
acting coroner Bob Bolton, a 
State toxicologist and three 
representatives of the Shelby 
County Reporter : 
After digging in several 
places unsuccessfully, the 
group was about to abandon its 
search, when Joe Roden found 
the pocket from a pair of 
men’s trousers and said, “Dig 
here”. In a very short time, the 
outlines of a body were visible 
After six months, and a study 
of dental records the body was 
identified as being that of 
Zyble, He was from Detroit, 
Mich., was an Army deserter 
and was wanted on charges of 
armed robbery

Zyble was killed and buried 
on or about May. 1, 1969, 
Ronald Eugene Smith said that 
he told authorities about the 
body in September of that 
year, 

As the story unfolds, it 
appears that Smith and Zyble 
had stayed with a friend, 
Donald Forrester, who was 
renting a house on the 
property near the grave. There 
is some indication that the 
group used the house as a 
hideout while committing 
robberies in the Birmingham 
area, 

The property was owned by 
Bess Free, who lived on the 
place in another house. A few 
months after Zyble’s body was 
found, Bess Free’s house went 
up in flames in the middle of 
the night, burning her and one 
of her dogs to death. 

Sometime in October of 
1969, Donald Eugene Smith, 
Don Forrester and two other 
men were arrested while 
attempting to rob the Fourth 
National Bank of Columbus, 
Ga, Smith was said to be a 
native of Columbus 

Smith sent to the 
Atlanta federal prison, then to 
the Marion, Ill. prison. He was 
serving an aggregated sentence 
of 56 years for armed bank 
robbery and taking hostages,

A recent study by the

The 
amendment requires that it be put into operation by 1977. 
If the legislature does not do its duty, then a statewide vote 
costing a half million dollars will have to be called, or a 
special session of the legislature would be needed, even 
more costly 

The people overwhelmingly demonstrated that they 
want court reform. Time for argument on the issue is over. 
It seems to us it is the clear responsibility of the House and 
Senate to get this legislation passed.

Manson, Neo-Nazi Group Linked

WASHINGTON - The recent 
attempt to assassinate President 
Ford has thrown the spotlight on 
a secret prison society called the 
“Aryan Brotherhood.” an all- 
white cult of 200 California 
prison inmates 

Investigators believe that the 
“Brotherhood” was used to pass 
messages from convicted mass 
murderer Charles Manson to 
Lynette “Squeaky” Fromme, the 
Manson disciple who pointed a 
loaded .45 caliber pistol at Ford 

Our sources emphasize that 
there is no hard evidence of a 
Brotherhood-Manson-Fromme 
conspiracy to kill the President 
Nevertheless, an official in- 
vestigation of the Aryan 
Brotherhood has been launched 

At this point, little is known 
about the mysterious organiza- 
tion, which seems to espouse a 
nebulous, neo-Nazi philosophy 
California prison authorities de- 
scribe the group as “dedicated 
largely to racism but also in- 
volved in hoodlum activities, in- 
cluding murder contracts.” 

The Aryan Brotherhood, offi- 
cials believe. has been responsi- 
ble for at least a dozen murders 
behind California prison walls 

Charles Manson's association 
with the Brotherhood puzzles 
penal authorities 

They share much the same 
philosophy. Manson publicly 
proclaims his love for blacks but 


privately derides them as “nig- 
gers.” He has also expressed ad- 
miration for Adolf Hitler who, 
Manson once said, “had the best 
answer to everything.” 

For a while, apparently, the 
group protected Manson from 
other inmates. In return, he in- 
structed the girls in his “family” 
to provide sexual favors to 
Brotherhood members who were 
released 

Now, however. Manson is said 
to fear the Brotherhood wants to 
kill him. “As near as we Can un- 
derstand.” a San Quentin official 
told us, “he’s on the outs with 
them now. The Aryan Brother- 
hood could be trying to squeeze 
Manson out of the picture and 
take over his family.” 

According to our sources, 
members of the Aryan Brother- 
hood have been visiting 
“Squeaky” Fromme upon their 
relvase from prison. She. in turn. 
has been trying to use them to 
contact Manson 

These are the pieces of the 
puzzle authorities have assem- 
bled so far. It remains to be seen 
whether the final picture will 
depict a conspiracy to kill the 
President

can Jews have cautioned Israeli 
officials to soft-pedal their re- 
quests for U.S. aid. Too much 
pressure, the Jewish advisers 
fear. could create a backlash

tioning, for example, why they 
should send Israel more than $8 
billion but refuse to save New 
York City from economic col- 
lapse. 

Or they may ask why they 
should pay for the oil that Israel 
buys from Iran at the same time 
that their own gas prices are 
Boing up. 

Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger has suggested softly 
on Capitol Hill, meanwhile, that 
Congress cannot grant billions in 
military aid to Israel and turn 
down the request of Jordan's 
King Hussein, a staunch Ameri- 
can friend, for a Hawk missile 
antiaircraft system 

Egypt's President Sadat has 
also become pro-American. And 
he has quietly sounded out 
Kissinger for $250 million in eco- 
nomic aid and favorable terms 
for the purchase of up to $1 
billion in arms. Sadat is eager. 
for example, to refit his Soviet- 
made air force for American- 
made parts. 

It looks as if the next Arab- 
Israeli showdown may occur on 
Capitol Hill. 

Economic Sabotage: The 
economic recovery of the in- 
dustrial West could be 
sabotaged by another disastrous 
oil price increase. 

We have checked the secret 
intelligence reports, therefore, to 
find out whether an increase is 
likely. We have also spoken to 
several leading Arab oilmen. 

All the oil producing coun- 
tries, except Saudi Arabia, are 
pressing for a price hike. The 
Saudis alone are trying to delay 
the increase, at least until the 
end of the year. 

Seven of the oil countries, led 
by Algeria and Kuwait, want a 
drastic increase of $2 per barrel 
on October 1. They contend that 
a $2 adjustment is necessary to 


/ 


keep up with inflation. The Shah 
of Iran, meanwhile, has already 
called for a hefty price boost. 

Some of the oil countries 
would accept a more moderate, 
$1-per-barrel increase. But there 
is no chance, according to our 
sources, that the disagreement 
will break up in the oil cartel. 
Their united stand has brought 
them fabulous profits. So they 
are expected to reach a com- 
promise. Most likely, they will 
raise prices at least $1 per barrel 
on October 1. 

This will mean higher gas 
prices and a slower economic 


recovery. 
Puddle Factory: Several 
years ago, we coined the phrase 


“Puddle Factory” as a synonym 
for the federal bureaucracy. As 
time passes, the term grows 
more appropriate. To wit: 

— On May 6, 1975, President 
Ford called on “all federal 
civilian and military personne!” 
to economuze. At the Agriculture 
Department, Secretary Earl Butz 
passed on the Presidential plea 
with a cover memo of his own. 
All his employes, he said, were 
expected “to reduce Government 
costs.” Six days later, the Depart- 
ment's Farmer Cooperative Ser- 
vice distributed another memo 
“The balloting is over, the votes 
have been counted,” it stated, 
“and all necessary clearances 
have been obtained--we will in- 
stall Muzak and give it a try.” 

— Several weeks ago. the 
Department of Transportation 
gave the state of California half a 
million dollars to study motorcy- 
cle safety. Four days later, 
another Transportation office 
started proceedings to block all 
federal funds to California. The 
reason: the state has no law re- 
quiring motorcycle riders to 
wear helmets.

Montgomery--You'll soon be hearing about the “sine 
die” adjournment of the 1975 session of the Alabama 
Legislature and all that means is that one day before long, 
the legislature will adjourn “without date” for reconvening. 

Based upon its record to date, ind the seemingly inane 
antics of the legislature, the general public attitude is that a 
sine die adjournment might be more worthwhile if it was 
“without date” FOREVER. 


But alas, legislatures have a way of happening to us, 
ready or not, and it would not surprise many people if the 
body is back in session shortly after Gov. George C, Wallace 
returns from his “inspectin” trip to Europe in October. 


Sen Bob Wilson of Jasper delivered a sort of warning 
to the body last week in a Finance and Taxation 
Committee hearing in which he decried the manner in 
which Senate committees are operating. They are not, Sen. 
Wilson said, operating as they were designed to 
operate--doing the investigating the questioning and 
bargaining on crucial legislation, so that when the bills 
studied by the committee come to the floor, the committee 
meinbers will have a good idea of what the legislation is all 
about.and can vote on it intelligently and advise their 
colleagues about the legislation. 


If Sen. Wilson's peroration made any impact upon the 
Finance and Taxation Committee, it was not easily 
detected. His remarks were very true and incisive, they cut 
to the heart of the legislative problem. But they did not go 
far enough. 


In the closing days of this session, there will be many 
impassioned pleas by many legislators, particularly in the 
Senate, to “Let's get down to work” and one cannot help 


but wonder where these pleadings were in the early days of 


the session, when day after day sessions were ended in a fit 
of pique, adjournments were made capriciously and 
vindictively. 

Citizens must not judge a legislature by the number 
of bills it passes. It would be far better, probably, to judge 
it on the number of bills it does not pass. 


But this legislature knew, when itcame into session, 
that there were some critical needs in the state which only 
the legislature could solve. And capriciously abrogating 
those responsibilities is the basis on which this legislature 
will be judged. 


There is no denying that some of the problem is a 
clash of personal ambitions, with many members of the 
legislature keeping one eye on loftier political posts and not 
as they should be to the business of the day. 


The General Fund appropriations bill, authorization 
for the financing of all state operations except education, 
will be passed this week, possibly some $20 to 30 million 
out of balance. The education appropriations bill is another 
matter, however, and it is quite possible that bills created 
by the inaction in the early days, will bring about that sine 
die ajournment without passage of the education bill. 


That would mean another special session this winter, 
and with the annual sessions amendment now in effect, and 
the starting date for the 1976 legislature coming as early as 
Frbruary, around-the-calendar sessions, at least for this 
fiscal year,are a distinct possibility. 


It was said here earlier this year that the possibility of 
diverting education monies to hard-pressed agencies funded 
from the General Fund will probably be more attractive to 
lawmakers as the summer wears on. 

Well the summer has worn on-it's almost over, And 
for the Alabama Legislature, it’s time to “fish or cut bait.”

Their views are that if the pills were really 
able to miraculously increase gas mileage in our 
automobiles, why haven't the major automobile 
manufacturers already produced them or at least 
recommended their use, since millions of dollars are spent 
each year in research to improve their products, 

Despite claims of reduced gas mileage through use of 
the pills in your gas tank, our investigation into the maticr 
has revealed that the best way to save on gas is to simply 
keep your car well-tuned and adopt good driving habits.

years, It is very difficult for 
personality, spiritualand moral 
values, and emotional maturity 
to grow under teen marriage 
circumstances. 

These circumstances are the 
‘stuff that divorces are made 
of,”’ In teen marriages, usually 
everybody involved gets hurt, 


Romance {s the girl-bride first, her baby,

have to speak slowly.” Hinds 
said, “and a little sign language 
becomes 


sometimes 


necessary.” 


Hinds revealed that the 
government provides $300 for 
each person in a Vietnamese 
family and he had used the 
money he'd received toward 
buying them a washer and 
dryer plus an air conditioner 

When asked what they liked 
to eat, Hinds said “rice, they 
eat it morning, noon and 
night.” Mrs. Hinds said that 
another favorite dish is cabbage 
which they call “sau.” 

For entertainment, the two 
families enjoy a good game of 
cards, and Hinds and his wile 
often join them in a game of 
spades. According to Hinds, 
Tung has a lot of musical talent 
and can play the piano, guitar 
and “can even compose.”

Calera finds new water source 


by Reporter Staff 


Calera is on the verge of 


expanding its water service, 
with development of a new 
well, pending a loan from the 
Federal Housing Authority. A 
city spokeman reports that the 
city’s search for a new water 
supply was successful, 

For the better part of a year 
Calera has been drilling test 
holes in hopes of finding a new 
well site, but for a long time 
the wells were dry or not 
sufficient for the city’s growing 
needs. 

The water board has now 
located an excellent well site in 
the Spring Creek area near 
Shelby Academy, said a city 
official. The well will be 
developed later, contingent 
upon a grant or a loan from the 
federal government. 

The engineer’s estimate 
shows that at least $558,000 
will be needed to complete 
planned water improvements, 
and the city has requested that 
amount from the FHA, City 
officials are hoping for a

decision from the agency 
within a month’s time, 
The city will possibly seek 


the funds from another source 


if they do not receive the full 
amount of the loan from FHA. 
The recently—completed 
Brentwoodsewer addition, 


combined with growing water 
needs, will eventually add 
hundreds more customers to 
Calera’s water system.

‘The drawdown of Lay 


Lake is necessary,” Huffman 
said, “in order that we can 
perform maintenance and 
make certain improvements at 
Logan Martin Dam.”’ 
Improvements at Logan Martin 
will include the addition of 
more rip-rap on the toe of the

This work is expected to 
start about Nov. 3, with the

Huffman said the drawdown

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ABOUT IT 


Now that school is back in 
session, I've been thinking 
of how today's public 
schools have changed from 
the little one-teacher 
country schools of my 
boyhood days 

The school was more of a 
community institution in 
those days than it is today 
In fact, it was the center of 
many things that happened 
in the community 

I went through the first 
five grades in a one-teacher 
school which had about 20 to 
25 pupils in the first six 
grades 

The teacher would call 
one class at a time to the 
front of the room to recite 
their lessons, while the rest 
of the students were sup- 
posed to be studying or 
working lessons at their 
seats 

And at least once a month, 
or perhaps more often, 
there was a_ special 
program held at the school 
where parents could come 
and see what their children 
were doing 

The teacher was usually 
an unmarried woman or 
man who ‘boarded’ with 
some family in the com- 
munity during the school 
term, and this was con- 
sidered a great treat for 
that family because it gave 
the children in that home an 
opportunity for extra 
closeness and time spent 
with the teacher 

The school trustees really 
and truly ran the school, 
and when the teacher 
needed any help of any kind, 
all she or he had to do was 
call on one of the trustees, 
and the matter was taken 
care of 

When the crops were laid 
by in the Summer, the men 


& } Rs 
of the community gathered 
at the schoohouse to clean 
up the grounds and paint the 
building and get everything 
ready for the opening of 
another school term 

They also brought their 
axes and crosscut saws and 
wagons and went to the 
woods and cut plenty of 
firewood to fuel the big 
biack pot-bellied stove in 
the school house during the 
following Winter 

Teachers had discipline 
problems with students in 
those days just as they do 
today 

But I cant = ever 
remember an incident when 
parents fussed and fumed at 
the teacher if their kid 
misbehaved and got a 
whipping, as is so often the 
case these days 

Any kid who got a 
whipping in school could 
look out for a harder one 
when he got home 

And if the teacher ran into 
any real discipline 
problems, the school 
trustees or other parents 
came to the rescue 

I wouldn't advocate our 
returning to such schools as 
we had in those days, but I 
wish we could preserve 
some of the deep-rooted 
virtues which they had 

Educators in those days 
had few of the sophisticated 
teaching tools and 
techniques which are 
commonplace in our schools 
today 

But when all is said and 
done, you can't do very 
much to improve on a good 
solid teacher-student 
parents relationship in a 
disciplined atmosphere 
That's what public schools 
are mostly about. Or should

Montevallo City Council 


considering sales tax 


Members of the Montevallo 
City Council's finance 
committee are studying 
possible revenue sources in an 
effort to balance next year's 
deficit budget 

The 1975-76 budget, 
adopted earlier this month 
projected expenditures 
exceeding income by more 
than $50 000 

During Monday night's City 
Council! meeting members of 
the city’s finance committee 
indicated that some measures 
should be taken early in the 
fiscal year to offset the 
projected imbalance 

Three possible sources of 
additional revenue were 
outlined by committee members 
including increasing the city’s 
ad valorem tax from five mills 
to 10 mills establishing a 
garbage fee and imposing a 
gross receipts tax. The 


| suggested gross receipts tax or 


sales tax would be a one 
percent tax administered by 
the State Department of 
Revenue. 

Increasing the city’s ad 
valorem tax from five mills to 
10 mills would produce less 
than $20,000, according to the 
finance committee's estimates. 
The change would necessitate a 
referendum 

Imposing a garbage fee 
would produce an estimated 
$25,000 according to 
estimates. One objection 
voiced to a garbage lee, stated 


that it would adversely affect 
persons on a fixed income 
more than a sales tax. 

Other possible revenue 
sources discussed include a 
re-evaluation of services 
rendered by the City of 
Montevallo to nearby 
communities including the 
University of Montevallo. The 
discussion brought out the fact 
that Montevallo’s police 
department maintains a 24 
hour radio communication 
service used by the City of 
Wilton, the University of 
Montevallo, Shelco Rescue and 
Fire units and the Pea Ridge 
fire department, 

The finance committee was 
instructed to present an outline 
and evaluation of such services 
at the October 13 meeting of 
the city council. 


In other matters pertaining 
to Montevallo’s finances, 
council members vited to 
transfer $8,000 from the city’s 
gas fund to the general fund. 

City Clerk Kenneth Bailey 
informed council members that 
an increase in the cost of 
natural gas purchased by the 
city is expected by October 15. 
Bailey indicated that Southern 
Natural Gas, the city’s supplier, 
has notified the city that the 
cost of natural gas will increase 
between ten cents and 13 cents 
per thousand cubic feet. 

Council members instructed 
the city engineer to prepare a 
new schedule of natural gas 
rates to be adopted in the 
event the increase materializes. 
The new gas rates would apply 
to all consumers of gas, 
domestic and industrial.

may soon be funded

Day Care Center’s story 
‘A heartwarming success’ 


A heartwaraming success 
story was included in the 
otherwise dry and sorrowful 
budgets that the County 
Commission received Monday, 

It came from Mrs. Ursula 
Reid, director of Day Care 
Services, a United Way agency 
which operates the day care 


center at Almont near 
Montevallo, 

Mrs. Reid told the 
Commission: 


“During the three months 
of operation many good things 
have happened to the children 
and their families. 

‘All 64 children presently 
enrolled have now received 
their immunizations. Six 
children had never been 
immunized and 50 children 
had only part of the series of 
required shots. 

‘Quick intervention on our 


part prevented an impetigo 
epidemic. Twenty children and 
nine of their brothers and 
sisters were taken to Children’s 
Hospital for treatment of 
impetigo, Ten were found to 
have strep infections which if 
not immediately treated, could 
have resulted in rheumatic 
fever or serious kidney 
involvement. 


‘The weight gain of the 
children is astounding, The 
average weight gain of the 
children during the period of 
June 10 to August 10 has been 
1% pounds. However, three of 
our children have gained three 
pounds each, one gained four 
pounds, and one registered a 
whopping six pounds. Yes, the 
children were hungry and 
continue to be in need of well 
balanced meals in sufficient 


quantities, 
‘Mentally, the children are 
alert and their language 


efficiency, basic to all learning 
has improved, 

‘We are grateful to the 
cooperating agencies such as 
the Department of Pensions 
and Security, the Health 
Department, as well as our 
staff and the people whose 
financial contribution make 
this service possible.” 


Mrs. Reid submitted 
alternative budgets. The first 
budget proposes keeping the 
day care center at its present 
size with an appropriation of 
$15,000 from the county.

Road question gets ‘sticky’ , 


When is a road a public road 
and when is it a private road? 
A sticky legal issue has 
come up on this matter for the 


Indian Ridge Development 
Company, 
Allan Spiegel and Mike 


Harper, representing the 
company, asked the County 
Commission to clarify that 
roads leading from Indian 
Creek Trail into the new 
subdivision, Indian Ridge 
Estates, are public roads, 

But it may take lengthy 
study and a court test before 
the issue is decided. 

Spiegel says that the people 
who live in the subdivision 
adjoining his, are harassing 
truck drivers, equipment 
suppliers and workers who are 
trying to get to the site of his 
new subdivision. They have put 
up signs forbidding use of the 
road and have installed gates 
across the road 

The location of this activity 
is in North Shelby County on 
New Hope Mountain. Indian 
Creek Trail parallels Valleydale 
Road and Cahaba Valley Road. 
It is usually entered by 
Caldwell Mill Road. 

Spiegel says there is another 
entrance to his new 
subdivision, but it is a 
circuitous route over the 
mountain. 

The County Commission 
sympathized with Spicgel’s 
problem, and asked him to 
provide whatever legal material 
he has, so the county attorney 
can study the, matter and 
advise the Commission. 

Owners of the property 
adjoining the closed roads, 
have land titles “to the center 
of a public road”, according to 
Spiegel. He maintains that 
some of the deeds 
mention “public road” that the 
road is in fact public. 
Landowners maintain that 
since their property goes to the 
middle of the road, they also 
own the road, 

The Commission verified 
that the county refused to take 
over the roads in that

MONTGOMERY--What’s happening in the Alabama 
Legislature in its dying days of the 1975 session is also 
happening to other state legislatures around the nation and 
it might be called the “Baker vs, Carr Syndrome” or 
possibly the “One-man, One-Vote Virus.” 

Baker vs. Carr was the Tennessee suit which brought 
about the U.S, Supreme Court ruling which established the 
one-man, one-vote principal--the principal that every man’s 
vote must count just as much as any other man’s vote. 

The Tennessee case was born out of the 
malapportioning of that state’s legislature, with rural 
counties of the state controlling the operation of the 
branch, including the apportionment of state revenues 
among the counties. 

The 1975 Legislature in Alabama is the first one to sit 
simee the 1974 reapportionment, which tore apart 
established political subdivisions and established legislative 
districts along census tract lines. 

» What this did was to tear down a great many long 
established political power structures right down to the 
county level. Individual political bosses no longer 
coitrolled, through their control of county political 
st 324 the election of members of the legislature. 

A man who might control the politics in rural county 
“A” now finds, that while he might control county politics, 
his domain encompasses only a small portion of certain 
legislative districts. 

The votes he supposedly controls might well be 
represented in two, three or four legislative districts, and 
are grouped in those districts along with voters from two, 
three or four other counties. 

What all this has produced is a legislature of 105 
individual House members and 35 individual senators 
without any allegiance to speak of to anyone back home 
but the people. 

That, in theory, is fine. But in practice, the people 
have a-bad habit of not giving a hoot about the actions of 
the legislature until after the fact. 

Special interest groups will come to Montgomery to 
lobby for or against passage of any particular bill which 
helps or hurts them, They don't give a tinker’s dam about 
the rest of the business before the legislature. 

We have discussed previously the total lack of 
leatlership in the body itself--140 individuals all “doing 
their own thing” as the expression goes. There was a time 
when a lobbyist, or a special interest group of some kind, 
could establish rapport with four or five members of the 
House and two or three senators and be reasonably assured 
that the legislature would do them no great violence. 

Those days appear to be gone forever. Perhaps it will 
eventually prove to be for the best. Surely the theory of 
one-man, one-vote is equitable, But the millenium has not 
arrived at this writing, nor does it appear to be anywhere in 
the immediate future.

our Courthouse’ 


Letter to Editor: 

Come on, Columbiana residents! Let’s be 
constructive. If our old Courthouse were destroyed, it 
would be a terrible waste for our city and a great loss to the 
county as a whole. Can we, with good conscience, destroy a 


building filled with one-hundred and twenty-one years of 
history? 

The original building was built in 1826 when the 
county seat was moved to Columbiana from Shelbyville. It 
was a simple wooden structure that proved to be unsuitable 
for the needs of the county, In 1854, it was replaced by the 
Jeffersonian, cross-shaped building now being used as our 
City Hall. This building has met many needs. It has been 
our County Courthouse, housed our first fire department, 
housed our County Health Department, was used as a 
boarding house, housed our County Library and is now 
City Hall. We feel it can be our first County Museum. 

This building is part of our American heritage. It 
could, this year, offer a focal point for Bicentennial 
activities in our town. In the years to come it could serve as 
a place of local cultural interest. 

True, City Hall is not the Taj Mahal. But, once 
restored, it could be a very attractive building. There are 
five interior chimneys, but the fireplaces they served have 
been removed. At one time brick relieving arches could be 
seen, but have been plastered and painted over. Some of the 
windows have been completely bricked over. There is a 
well, which at one time served as a public drinking well, 
Originally, there was a double staircase which led to a small 
balcony and to the door that led to the inside of the 
building. The well was located under the left staircase. What 
an attractive and interesting building this could be, once 
some of its original features became evident. 

True, our City Hall is “in a bad place.” It has been for 
one-hundred and twenty-one years. But we feel its position 
is a distinction that any visitor to Columbiana finds unique 
and interesting, 

A traffic hazard? False, In its 121 years, there has 
never been a serious accident as a result of its location, We 
feel that our traffic situation could be solved by careful 
planning. 

This building is listed in the National Directory of 
Historical Places. Can we really consider its destruction? 

“The overall condition of the building is good, but 
the additions and alterations have made a maze of the floor 
plan,” quote from National Register of Historic Places, 
“The Columbiana City Hall is in good condition and offers 
an interesting representation of the history of the city and 
county governments,” quote from Historical Sites-Blount, 
Chilton, Shelby, St. Clair & Walker. 

We feel our old Courthouse gives our town a charm 
that it would certainly miss if the building were destroyed. 

Restore or destroy? We have until October 1 to make 
our decision. Please, lets save our old building. We have 
nothing to lose and much to gain by voting YES,

There are a staggering number of incorrectly 
registered vehicles in Alabama says Colonel E. C. Dothard, 
Director of the Alabama Department of Public Safety. The 
same serial number has been used to register two or more 
vehicles in at least 28,000 cases. This means more than half 
of these vehicles are registered with incorrect numbers. 

There are 1,400 vehicles registered with tl: 
six-cyliner firing order number. This occurs when the owner 
does not know the serial number of his vehicle, goes out, 
raises the hood and reads what he thinks is the engine 
number, In most cases this is the only number he can find 
on the engine, so he thinks it is the correct number. 

There is no way of knowing how many vehicles are 
tegistered with digits having been transposed, dropped or 
added. This occurs when a number is misread when the 
vehicle is being registered or when paperwork for the 
transfer or sale of the vehicle is done. 

Motorcycles are also improperly registered in a 
number of cases. This occurs quite frequently when the 
model number alone is used to register the motorcycle. The 
sequential production number alone is used in many cases. 
To properly register motorcycles, both the model and 
Sequential numbers are to be used. With the use of both 
numbers, the motorcycle will be registered with the correct 
serial number, 

If your vehicle is stolen and it is not registered with 
the correct serial number, chances are good that the vehicle 
will not be recovered. This creates problems for law 
enforcement officers when stopping vehicles on the 
highway. An officer may know the vehicle is stolen, but his 
hands are tied when the theft report has an incorrect serial 
number which does not correspond with the number he is 
checking. The officer may have to let the thief in your 
vehicle go because the vehicle was not registered with the 
proper serial number. 

It is a violation of Alabama law to misrepresent, 
remove or falsify an identification number of a vehicle. A 
person found guilty can be fined not less than $500 nor 
more than $5,000, or be imprisoned for not less than one 
year, nor more than ten years, or be both fined and 
imprisoned. 

Colonel Dothard asks that each person, before buying 
his 1976 license plates, check the serial number on his 
vehicle against his last years license receipt and against the 
bill of sale or title. If the serial number on the vehicle is 
different from that on the paperwork, get the correct 
number from the vehicle and have the papers changed 
before buying new license plates. 

If the car is a 1968 model or newer the serial number 


can be found in the left corner of the windshield on the 
dash and can be seen by looking through the windshield 
from outside the car. The serial number on cars 
manufactured before 1968 can be found on the drivers 
door or door post. If the vehicle is a General Motors 
product, the serial number will be on a stainless steel plate 
attached to the door post and can be viewed by opening the 
door and looking forward at the post that comes down 
from the windshield. This plate will be below the level of 
the dash. 

The location of the serial number on foreign made 
cars varies, There are too many different locations to go 
into detail, If the serial number cannot be located or the 
vehicle, does not have a serial number plate, call your local 
police, sheriff or State Troorer for assistance in locating the 
number.

Fiscal planning begins

The Columbiana City * 


Counci! dealt with matters 
pertaining mainly to next 
year's budget and their 
upcoming move into their new 
city hall, Since last Thursday 
was their last meeting of the 
fiscal year, the meet centered 
around louse ends for the year 
and next year’s receipts and 
expenditures, 
Representatives from 
National Standard opened the 
meeting with a petition 
requesting the city to exempt 
them from ad valorem taxes on 
planned expansion. The 
spokesman noted that similar 
petitions had been presented to 


the state and county 
governments, 

The tire textile 
manufacturer has received 


exemptions on expansion 
projects several times since 
they have been in Columbiana 
The N-S spokesman explained 
that ast additions to the plant 
are continuing to become 
eligible for taxation, and that 
the most recent expansion 
completed in July will 
eventually be taxable. 

Understanding that this 
routine property tax 
exemption would apply only 
to work under construction, 
the council agreed to follow 
through and have the city 
attorney advise them before 
filing deadline of 
September 30 


the 


The council then listened to 
Sue Phillips, chairman of the 
city library board. Mrs. Phillips 
explained that last year’s 
appropriation of $12,000 was 
not enough for their needs, and 
that the deficit was made up 
by county assistance.. Adding 
that the county is urging a 5 
percent salary increase for 
employes. the chairman said 
that the city board hopes the 
council will appropriate 
$15,000 for the library in the 
upcoming budget 

Dave Walker of the Youth 
Aid Bureau appeared to ask the 
council for $400 for his 
Walker pointed out 
that at present the agency gets 
95 percent of its money from 
the federal government and the 
balance

He explained that the grant

about S percent a year, with 
the cities increasingly funding 
the YAB.

The council next opened 
bids on paving the cemetery 
road and a parking lot across 
from the city hall on old 
highway 25. The $3,980 bid 
from Central Alabama Paving 
was accepted, with Dunn 
Construction and Watts 
Construction trailing behind 
with bids within six dollars of 
each other. County engineer 
James Ray agreed to check 
over the bids on the following 
morning 

The council extended the 
drapery bid deadline until 
September 25. Six bids have 
been received on drapes for the 
new city hall building. 

The council next gave 
permission for Mrs, Dan Cosby 
to build a house on a 70x 150 
foot lot. The had 
been raised about whether this 
conformed with city zoning 
regulations, but former mayor 
Wales Wallace, Jr., had told 
councilmen that this restriction 
applied to new subdivions, and 
not to existing lots

Mayor Bolton next read a 
letter from the county 
commission. The commission 
commended city officer Billy 
Fields for apprehending two 
individuals stealing gas at the 


county shop. 

The council next discussed 
the request for office space 
from the Shelby-Chilton 
Mental Health Center. The 
center had requested two 
offices in ‘the new city hall. 
The city council agreed that 
there would be sufficient 
room, and authorized city 
clerk Kathryn Franks to 


negotiate with the center 
concerning rent 
Councilman Lewis Walker 


asked the council to consider 
changing the voting procedure 
on the fate of the old city hall, 
He said that he had been told 
by some voters that they felt

Alabama Forest Supervisor 
Arthur D..«Woody has 
announced that the U. §. 
Forest Service is initiating 
plans for a forest wide, 
Off-Road Vehicle plan for the 
National Forests located in 
Alabama. 

The proposed plan will 
require district rangers to 
designate areas and trails where 
off-road vehicles will be 
allowed, curtailed to some 
degree or prohibited. These 
designations are to be 
completed for all four national 
forests, comprised of seven 
ranger districts. 

Woody states public 
comments are invited on the 
criteria for establishment of 
use zones, kinds of trails needs 
or specific trails or areas to be 
open or closed to off-road 
vehicles.

Oil Change: Good Place To Start 


Being an automotive do-it- 
yourselfer isn’t nearly as diffi- 
cult as you might think. All you 
need are a few basic tools. and 
good mstructions 

A good place for a novice 
mechanic to start is with an oil 
and oil filter change 

You will need wu wrench to 
take out the drain bolt on the 
oil pan and a pan to catch the 
old oil. An inexpensive filter 
wrench for removing the com- 
mon screw-on oi) filters is a 
worthwhile investment. 


Make sure your car is parked 


on level ground, securely 
blocked and with the parking 
brake fully set. The engine 
should be warm so old oil 


doen't stick around to contami- 
nate the new oil 

Crawl underneath and un- 
screw the drain plug from the 
engine oi pan. While the oil is 
draining into any catch pun, re- 
move the oil filter, drain the oil 
from it and toss the filter into 
a trash can 

When the oil has finished 
draining, put the drain plug 
back TIGHTLY but not so tight- 
ly as to strip the threads. Re-

Run the engine for about five 
minutes and don't accelerate 
above an idle until the oi] warn 
ing light has been out for sev- 
eral seconds, After the oil has 
circulated through the engine, 
switch off the ignition, check 
underneath for leaks, then re- 
check the dipstick level to make 
sure it's up to “full,” 


Clean up, take an old funnel, 
pour the drained oil from your 
catch pan into plastic milk jugs, 
and haul them to 9 gas station

Davenport. The long-discussed 
system includes the treatment 
plant, outfall lines, and the 
laying of collection lines 

Bids will be let next month 
for the collection line phase of 
the project. This will include 
around 85,000 linear feet of 
eight and four-nch sewer lines, 

323 manholes, and other items 
including sand, concrete, and 
replacement paving. Bids for 
this phase will be opened 
October 23, 1975 

Mayor Davenport told the 
Reporter that the sewage 
treatment plant is almost 
ready, and that it will be put in 
use after a final inspection 
When it is ready, the old plant 
will be closed down and the 
new one will process sewage 
from the present system. 

The new plant will be 
capable of handling a million 
gallons of sewage a day. It is 
totally automatic, with 
alternate operations equipment 
and an auxiliary generator in 
case of a power failure. 

Davenport said that progress 
is slow on laying the outflow 
lines. Pipe has been laid north 
of the treatment plant, past 
Industrial Road. Rocky ground 
in that direction has slowed 
work down so much that the 
contractor has already missed 
the completion date. 

The mayor estimates that 
this phase of the improvement 
project will not be completed 
earlier than three months. He 
notes that two more of the 


lines will soon be underway 
near John Allen Branch and 
Siluria Textiles.

MONTGOMERY .- - - The present legislature might 
well be called the “grasshopper” legislature since it has 
frittered away the entire spring and summer playing games, 
singing songs and dancing from dawn ‘til dawn. 

Now that winter’s fast approaching, the grasshoppers 
are suddenly concerned but alas, it’s too late to lay in a 
supply of goodies for the long, hard winter. 

In abruptly adjourning the Senate last Thursday, on 
the fourth day from the end of the session, Lt. Gov. Jere 
Beasley showed an uncommon amount of intestinal 
fortitude. He was saying to the House, “OK, so you don’t 
want to give me $150,000 for my pet committee and you 
don’t want to cut Atty, Gen. Bill Baxley’s budget by 
$300,000, we'll just not pass a budget at all.”” 

Now Beasley will issue all sorts of blandishments 
about it all, saying he has no interest in the matter, that all 
he wants is what's good for the people. 

And Baxley will probably rant and rave about how

To be sure, the 
dissidents, and rabble rousers, the kooks have been around 
and have had the opportunity to be heard. But the voices of 
reason, of responsibility and good judgment have 
prevailed...and will continue to prevail so long as the press 
is free. 

They have prevailed because the citizens have been

unfair the lieutenant governor is. And George Wallace will 
summon up a few crocodile tears about how sad it is that 
the legislature does not function as it should. 


But hold on a minute, Remember the old caution 
that in politics, nothing is ever exactly as it seems. 

And try this ploy on for size - - - 

The legislature fails to pass a budget bill, for either 
thé general fund services or for the financing of education. 

The governor then asks Atty. Gen. Baxley for an 
advisory opinion on the legality of continuing state services, 
including education, on the basis of the present budgets. 

Baxley advises the governor that he can legally do 
this 

And what does that mean? 

First of all, it means that Gov, Wallace has settled the 
score with Dr. Paul Hubbert, chief of the Alabama 
Education Association, who dared to oppose the governor's 
funds diversion plan and who has repeatedly demonstrated 
that he wields more influence with the legislature than the 
governor does. It has been felt all along that some day, 
somehow, Wallace would take care of Dr. Hubbert. 

If the education budget of 1974-75 is continued for 
another year, then there will be no $1,000 a year raise for 
teachers and no big increases in other programs so 
beneficial to teachers. 

Secondly, it means that Gov. Wallace will also “get 
even” with Lt, Gov, Beasley, who is attempting to set up 
his own reorganization of state government plan, 
apparently in direct conflict with the governor's plan. 
Wallace also has a few other scores to settle with the 
lieutenant governor, and Baxley will be more than anxious 
to help him in that endeavor. 

Meanwhile, what about badly needed legislation in 
several areas? “Oh well,” the lawmakers seem to be saying, 
“we'll worry about that tomorrow.”

UN evaluation urged by Allen 


An in-depth investigation of the role of the United 
States in the United Nations has been demanded by 
Alabama's Senator Jim Allen. He said, “there is a growing 
body of opinion throughout the U.S. that believes the best 
interest of the Nation would be better served if we 
withdrew from the United Nations organization.” 

Urging a reassessment of American support for the 
U.N., Senator Allen said that “The common-sense 
American sees that the U.S. is being villified and mocked 
by nations that expect the benefits of our society to flow 
to them as a matter of right, whether or not they give our 
country the respect and courtesy it is due.” He expressed 
his fear that U. S, security is being severely damaged by 
participating in the U.N. General Assembly which is falling 
more and more under control of Russian - influenced 
third-world nations 

In a Senate speech following his introduction of a 
Resolution calling for the investigation, Senator Allen 
described demands made by small nations at two U.N, 
meetings, demands which he said “would have the 
profoundest effect on this country.” The developing 
countries demanded: higher prices for their commodities; 
preferential tariff treatment of their exports; their right to 
nationalize of eXxpropriate property regardless of 
international law; industrial nations cancel out debts of the 
poorer nations; an increase in foreign aid; and 4 major voice 
in the operations of various international funds even though 
the small countries made little or no financial contributions 
to those funds. 

“And who is expected to foot the bill? The United 
States, of course,” Senator Allen asserted. 

The Senator questioned “the great public relations 
myth that the U.N, is a force for peace in the world.” He 
pointed out that during the first 25 years of the U, N,’s 
existence there were 75 armed conflicts between Nations. 
“The reason that the U, N, does not condemn terrorism is 
that many of its current membership support such violent 
activity,” he said. 

Senator Allen cited figures which show that since its 
creation, the U. N. has spent more than $4.7 billion of the 
U. S. taxpayers. dollars. “The United States pays 25 
percent of the U, N. budget, and this is the highest paid by 
any Nation,” he declared, and he compared this to the 
Russian assessment which he said is “12.9 percent-when it 
pays.”’

Sheriff favors merit plan 


Letter to Editor: 

Your front page article ‘Politicing Bill Dead", was read 
by me with interest. As usual, Mrs. Sears comments were 
that Mr, Fowler and myself were on opposite sides; and in 
this case Mr. Fowler for this, and myself against it. It seems 
that her comparisons always place Mr. Fowler in a favorable 
light, and myself as sheriff, in an unfavorable light. Let me 
explain my position for Mrs. Sears benefit. First, 1 do not 
seem to find that the present bill in effect bothered them in 
any manner, last year when I was running, even though 
politicing was illegal; but now, with election year coming 
up, when Mr, Fowler will be running, they seem to be of 
grave concern. Second, I was in a meeting with Mr. Fowler 
three or four months ago; and he was talking about this bill 
as well as others; and, to my knowlege, he wrote this bill 
that is in effect; and also the one that has been introduced 
in the Legislature. In this meeting with Mr. Fowler, I 
certainly expressed my opposition to his trying to run a 
defacto personnel and classification board, within the 
county commission. I very strongly urged him to have a civil 
service system, within this county; and said that I would 
support such a system, if all elected officials and employees 
would come under the same requirements. This would 
include an anti-politicing or electioneering section, which 
all civil service systems include. Mr. Fowler chose to walk 
out of this meeting; and also said that he was against a civil 
service system in Shelby County at this time. | have polled 
most of the county employees in the courthouse, as well as 
many who are employed in the highway department; and 
find that all seem to be in favor of a civil service system. 
Also, I have expressed this to the legislative delegation; that 
I would strongly back proper civil service system, with a 
proper board; and I will support a proper civil service 
board; but not one that will be dominated or run by 
political figures, rather than a civil service system with an 
independent board.

Garbage plan reviewed 


by Shelby Co. Health Dept. 

In March of 1974, a garbage collection program was 
established for people in the rural areas of Shelby County. 
This program was established in accordance with the 
Alabama Solid Waste Disposal Act of 1969 and its 
amendment in 1971. 

This program had many problems to overcome and 
received much criticism in its early stages of development. 
It also received praise from many people who, for the first 
time, are now receiving a regular weekly garbage collection 
service. 

The program is based on a private enterprise system 
with a private collector having exclusive franchise rights to 
operate a solid waste collection service within a given rural 
area of the county, The basis for the service offered to the 
residents of the county by the collector is one pickup per 
week at roadside for $3.90 per month. 

There are three (3) sanitary landfills now in operation 
for proper disposal of all solid waste generated in the 
county. These landfills are presently staying open seven (7) 
days a week, twenty-four (24) hours a day and are operated 
at no charge for anyone who wants to use them, 

All cities in the county either own their own 
equipment and operate their own collection service or 
operate a garbage collection service through a contract with 
a private collector. All solid waste collectors, both city and 
private, must obtain a permit from the Health Department 
to operate a collection service in the county. 

The Alabama Solid Waste Disposal Act authorizes all 
county governing bodies to make available to the general 
public collection and disposal facilities for solid waste. This 
has been accomplished by the garbage collection service 
that is now being offered to everyone in the rural areas of 
the county. 

This act also requires any resident, business, industry, 
place of assembly, etc., who does not wish to subscribe to 
this collection service to make application to the health 
department for a “certificate of exception” from that 
service. This “certificate of exception” insures the health 
department that solid waste will be regularly and properly 
disposed of in a manner approved by the health 
department. This program includes part-time residents as 
well as full time residents of Shelby County. 

All certificates of exception that have previously been 
issued expired September 30, 1975, and must be renewed. 

This program has resulted in the elimination of many 
roadside and woodland dumps. Much of the solid waste 
that previously ended up in illegal dump sites is now being 
properly disposed of at a county landfill.

Alabaster named 


for lime industry

What's in a name? 

A name usually means a 
great deal when a town is 
named, and in the case of 
Alabaster, the name was well 
chosen. 

Consider the names of other 
Shelby County towns. Pelham, 
Vincent, Helena, Harpersville, 
Shelby, Wilsonville, and even 
Columbiana were named after 
people. Montevallo was named 
after mountains and valleys; 
Siluria, after a geological 
stratum of rock: Calera, for the 
Spanish word meaning “lime 


kiln”; and Alabaster for a 
s . 
mineral. 

The dictionary defines 


alabaster as ‘a somewhat 


translucent, hard variety of 


calcite, found in large masses 
formed by the deposition of 
calcareous particles in caverns 
of limestone rocks. These 
concretions have a foliated, 


fibrous, or granular structure, 
and are of a pure white color, 


or are striped or spotted with 
shades of yellow, red or 
brown.” 

Alabaster was indeed named 
for its limestone industry. The 
Alabaster lime rock plant was 
begun in 1927. At that time 
the surrounding community 
jwas small in comparison to the 
booming towns of Keystone, 
Siluria, and Saginaw. But as the 
industry grew by supplying 
TCI, so did the village grow 
too, 

By 1933 the plant was more 
than a quarry. Lime was being 
processed on the premises, and 
the “Calcareous” industry was

Public Service 
Commissioner Juanita 
McDaniel has written the 


Federal Power Commission 
urging that agency to renew 
Alabama Power Company's 
licenses for Mitchell and Martin 
Dams on the Coosa River, and 
to also approve the company’s 
request to add new 
hydroelectric generating 
Capacity at these two projects, 
totaling 145,000 kilowatts, 


In her letter, Commissioner 
McDaniel pointed out that the 
consumers of the State benefit 
greatly by hydroelectric 
generation and that the 
development and utilization of 
these resources will help to 
reduce fuel adjustment costs. 


The original fifty-year 
licenses expired for Mitchell 
Dam on June 26, 1971 and for 
Martin on June 8, 1973. 


Pending action on the 
applications the Power 
Company has received, from 
the Federal Power 
Commission, annual licenses 
for the continued operation of 
these projects. 


In response to her inquiry, 
Commissioner McDaniel 
received a letter last week 
Stating that both applications 
are currently under active 
study by the staff. 


However, due to the recent 
failure of the Bouldin Dam. 
FPC has instituted a study of 
all dams under license to the 
Alabama Power Company, 
which includes Mitchell and 
Martin, to determine that the 
projects are safe and adequate 
for the protection of the public 
interest. 

It was further stated that as 
soon as this study is 
completed, in the next few 
months, action will be taken 
on the relicensing of Mitchell 
and Martin Dams.

By a vote of 80 to 79, 
Columbiana’s ‘Save the 
Courthouse” committee won a 
victory at the city council 
meeting Thursday night.

council after the vote, “It is 
painful for me to even think of 
destroying something 120 
years old like this building.” 
Others on her committee said 
that if it were torn down they 
could not help but cry. 

The building was listed in 
the National Register of 
Historic Places earlier this year, 
sponsored by the County 
historical group. W. Warner 
Floyd, executive director of 
the Alabama Historical 
Commission, took a personal 
interest in restoring the first 
permanent Shelby County 
courthouse, and guaranteed 
state and federal funds. 

Later in the year the 
Legislature approved an initial 
appropriation of $30,000 for 
the renovation of the building. 
The historical society's 
archtect had estimated that at 
least this much would be 
needed to begin renovating the 
building. 

Mayor Bob Bolton told the 
four women that three years 
ago the city had an architect 
and a contractor appraise cost 
of revamping. At that time 
they were told it would take 
$150,000, including the cost of 
a new roof and putting steel 
support girders under the 
two-story structure, 

The council knew that even 


if the building could be put in 
tip-top shape, it would still not 
adequately serve as a city hall. 
For that reason they voted to 
move out after building a-new 


city hall with plenty of office = 


space and proper quarters for 


the police and fire 
departments. 
Bolton said he had been 


accused of making a big 
mistake by building the new 
city hall. He added that he 
thinks he made the only 
correct decision possible for 
the city’s best interests, and 


that he could care less about 
whether or not the old city hall 
still stands after they move

Sparkman for county reclamation 


Special to the 
Shelby County Reporter 
by Sally Sears 
WASHINGTON, D.C. John 
Sparkman reflected the 
contradictions of U.S. Mid-East 
policy in an exclusive interview 


with the Shelby County 
Reporter this week. 
As head of the Senate 


Foreign Relations Committee, 
Alabama's senior senator is 
uniquely able to take the pulse 
of U.S. Mid-East relations. 

His comments revealed an 
eagerness to get out of the 
arms selling business, while at 
the same time supporting U.S. 
personnel involvement. 

Sparkman endorsed 
Congressional approval of the 
new Sinai pact establishing the 
probability of U.S. 
peace-keeping technicians 
being stationed in the 
Mid-East. “I am_ particularly 
interested in the fact that both 


American technicians be used 
in the Quick Alarm System,” 
he stated, adding “I do not 


think that it will lead to 
military involvement.” 
The presence of U.S. 


“technicians” in the Mid-East 
has often been equated with 
the ‘‘advisors” we sent to 
Vietnam in the early 60's, but 
Sparkman sees their presence 
as vital to our pledge to 
“maintain a balance between 
Israel and her neighbors, the 
Arab countries.” 

At the same time the US, is 
selling weapons to Israel and 
Lebanon, U.S. guns are firing 
at each other. “To be perfectly 
frank with you, | hope that 
before too long we can work 
out a system whereby we get 
out or come nearer being out 
than we are now in the whole 
field of selling arms to other 
nations,” Sparkman confided. 

He then commented on a 
of issues of 


number 


international and domestic 
importance. The question of 
Detente with the Soviet Union 
is primarily an economic 
matter he believes. Wheat and 
oil trade-offs may be on the 
horizon as the U.S. exercises 
her strength in food 
production to buy the oil she 
needs, according to Sparkman. 
“If we have enough grain, for 
instance, for our own use and 
some left over to sell, there is 
no reason why there shouldn’t 
be an easy movement so far as 
that is concerned, Now, of 
course, the extent to which we 
will be able to carry that out is 
going to depend on what our 
production is going to be, year 
by year. It is bound to be 
controlled by the production 
we have.”’ Sparkman stated. 
The Alabama Senator then 
predicted a bright future for 
Alabama's own energy supply. 
He looked optimistically to

“There’s a car under there,” 
were the unbelievable words of 
officers at the scene of the 
wreck on Highway 25. 

Only a little chrome and a 
few traces of green metal

The driver of the 
automobile, Rev. Frank 
Morgan of Rt. 2, Columbiana, 
never had a chance 

Investigators surmise the 
sequence of events was as 
follows: 

The loaded gravel truck was 


heading southwest on 
rain-slicked Highway 25. It had 
gone through Wilton, passed 
Seaman Timber Company, 
crossed the viaduct and was 
heading up a slight incline. The 
car, driven by Rev, Morgan, 
was approaching, headed east. 

Suddenly the trailer 
jacknifed, blocking the left 
lane, It caught Morgan’s auto 
and pushed it back several feet.

Comment

MONTGOMERY---By the time this is in print, the 
Alabama Legislature will be in its regular session death 
throes, demonstrating once again that there is an 
overwhelming need in Alabama for a redesign of the 
law-making process, 

Never before, perhaps, was an Alabama’ Legislature so 
completely dominated by one individual senator, and this 
somewhat dubious distinction must rest upon the shoulders 
of Russellville’s Sen. Joe Fine. 

Throughout the session, Fine has had firm control of 
the votes of at least 22 other senators on all procedural 
questions--when to adjourn, when to recess, which bills 
would be taken up for debate. etc. 

It was the Fine “team” which early prevented the 
repeal of the “S o'clock rule,” the ill advised rule change 
made in the 1973 session which automatically adjourned 
the upper chamber at 5 p.m. each day for the first 20 
legislative days. 

Time and again, the Fine-Beasley forces adjourned 
the Senate without moving a single piece of legislation and 
the early days of the session were simply frittered away. 

In the last three legislative days, many a senator went 
to the microphone to urge the body to “quit this fooling 
around and discharge our responsibilities.” One wonders 
where those senators were when the quick adjournments 
were being rammed through. 

Senators are individuals, free to make their political 
alliances as they see fit, so this is not a question of 
motivation. But when a legislative session accomplishes so 
little, nearly everyone is looking for reasons. And 
inevitably, the search turns to the group which has the 
majority of the votes. 

The Beasley-Fine team had full control of the chair, 
of the Rules Committee and the Finance and Taxation 
Committee and thus enjoyed about as much raw, naked 
power as any group has ever held in the upper chamber. 

There were eight senators who consistently stood in 
Opposition. 

They opposed arbitrary rulings from the chair and 
they opposed “special interest” legislation when it 
subverted the public interest. 

The eight “white hats” if they may be called that, 
were Sens. John Baker of Rainsville, Ronnie Flippo of 
Florence, Sid McDonald of Arab, Finis St. John of 
Cullman, Bill King of Huntsville, Lionel W. “Red” Noonan 
of Mobile, C. C. “Bo” Torbert of Opelika and Robert T. 
“Bob” Wilson of Jasper. } 

There was some legislation passed which will benefit, 
the general public, despite the tenor of the great outpouring 
of “letters to the editor” which graced the daily press 
during this session. Those letter writers roundly criticized 
this legislature as being self-serving and serving the special 
interests. 

But that, like all blanket indictments, isn’t 
completely fair. — 

And this evaluation of the Beasley-Fine combine does 
not take issue with how any of them voted on the issues at 
hand. The problem is that they simply did not let issues 
come to a vote and joined hands to make the system 

, Practically inoperable. 

What legislation that did pass got nowhere near the 
kind of careful debate and conscientious probing lawmakers 
should give to bills before them. Most of it passed because 
of a “swap out arrangement” - “you support my bills and 
I'll support yours.” 

In the atmosphere which prevailed on Goat Hill for 
most of the summer, there was very little careful 
consideration of anything. In the House, where slap-dash 
legislating is the general rule, there was more honest debate 
than there was in the Senate. 

On balance, the Legislature earned itself a “minus,” 
which is really carrying on a tradition. Without leadership, 
the law-making process can become an unholy mess. Which 
is exactly what happened.

The “Picture Driver License Bill” was approved 
by the Legislature on Sept. 25. In addition to providing for 
a photograph of the driver to appear on the license, this Act 
Sets out a time limit for renewing a license without the 
necessity of taking a driver's license examination. 

In other words, any license holder who has failed to 
renew his license within one year after the expiration date 
of his or her license, will be required to successfully pass a 
written examination and take the driving test.

Any person totally disabled who has been a bona fide 
resident of Alabama for not less than six months preceding 
the date of application may, upon the license fee of 
twenty-five (25) cents procure for himself a special annual 
fishing license. 

The applicant shall file his application with the 
person in the county in which he resides who has been duly 
authorized to issue this license -- in Shelby County persons 
should file application in the Probate Judge's office. The 
issuing officer receives a fee of 15-cents for this service. All 
license fees collected in this manner are deposited with the 
State Treasury Department to the credit of the game and 
fish fund. The name of the physician certifying applicant's 
disability shall be written upon the license.

Jaycee president urges 
Judicial Article passage 


Dear Editor: 

The citizens of Alabama have a serious and costly 
stake as to whether in these few remaining days in the 
regular session the legislature succeeds in enacting 
legislation which will implement the new Judicial Article. 

When the implementation legislation was introduced, 
it was sponsored by more than two-thirds of the members 
of both houses, illustrating the massive support behind the 
bill. The Senate approved the legislation by a 30 to 0 vote 
showing their overwhelming approval of the bill, but 
procedural maneuvers by various leaders in the House have 
kept the House from voting on the legislation, even though 
there are enough votes to pass the legislation. If that 
happens, and the Judicial Article is not implemented in this 
session of the legislature, the people of this state will lose in 
several ways, 

It will cost the state approximately one-half million 
dollars to hold a special election for new district judges if 
the implementing legislation is not approved. If the House 
does its duty and approves the bill now, scheduled elections 
can be held in conjunction with next year’s regularly 
scheduled elections at no additional cost to the taxpayers. 

But the large issue is whether the elected 
representatives of the people of Alabama are truly 
representative, The voters of the state approved the 
Constitutional Amendment reforming the judicial system 
by nearly a 2 to | vote in 1973, It is now the responsibility 
of the State Legislature to uphold its responsibility by 
impiementing the Judicial Article. The people of Alabama 
have already spoken. The Senate has met its responsibilities. 
The House shotild do likewise.

Local comments on contemporary issues

The chill of Autumn is in the air, and with it is 
football, 

Football is as much a part of American life as the 
fourth of July and, here in Alabama, maybe more 
important than that. 

But football is not all hot dogs and half-time shows. 
Every year we hear about some young man, somewhere, 
whose neck has been broken on the football field or who 
simply collapsed and never regained conciousness, 

Oftentimes the victims of these accidents hav: een 
high-school boys and, oftentimes, the accidents have been 
blamed on poor coaching. 

What is the liklihood of something like this happening 
in Shelby County? Are the boys getting proper coaching? Is 
there too much pressure put on the boys to win the game? 

. And why is football such an important part of high school 
life? 

Coach Larry Simmons of Thompson High School was 
asked to comment on Vince Lombardi’s famous quote, 
“Winning is everything, it’s the only thing.” “Well,” he said, 
“it may not be the only thing but it’s the most important 
thing.” 

Coach Fairley of Columbiana High School agreed that 
winning is extremely important. “You don’t know how to 
lose until you win,” he said, “and you don’t know how to 
win until you lose either. You've got to have both.” 

But, according to Coach Simmons, there is such a 
thing as “the wrong kind of pressure.” He talked about the 
pressure to “do your best, hard work never hurt anybody 
and that sort of thing.” He felt that this sort of pressure 
was good and that “in the long run, boys respect their 
parents for it.” 

“But there's a wrong kind of pressure,” Coach 
Simmons went on, “where a boy is denied the use of the 
car or the freedom to go out to a dance or something like 
that because he didn’t win. That's not good.” 

What about safety? “What are you prepared to do for 
a boy who collapses at practice or during a game?” 

Both coaches said they didn’t have as much as they 
would like to have in the way of emergency medical 
facilities. “But,” said Simmons, “there is always a doctor in 
the stands at the games and we (coaches) have had first aid 
training and we have the standard first aid kit.” Coach 
Simmons added that in his ten years of experience as a high 
school coach, the most serious injury he had encountered 
was a broken leg. 

The serious injuries that can, and have, happened on 
the football field are usually head injuries and are usually 
the result of incorrect tackling. Both of the coaches 
explained, the proper way to tackle is with the shoulder 
and the neck, not the head. “Butting,” that is throwing the 
body, head first, into the opponent is considered extremely 
dangerous. 

“What people don’t realize,” said Simmons, “is that 
when a boy works out and is in good shape the way these 
boys are, the neck muscles are the strongest part of the 
body.” He added that football equipment is better and 
safer than it used to be. “It has to be,” he said, “because 
the game has gotten more brutal.” 

Why is football, with all of its dangers, so important? 
Coach Fairley stressed the learning value of tne game. 
“Everything a boy’s going to have to learn about life, he 
can learn playing football.” he said. “It teaches them how 
to work for something. And it teaches discipline.” 

“It’s something everyone can take part in,” said 
Simmons, “It’s fun and, really, I think people like the idea 
of a contact sport.” 

It is fun. I could see that as I watched the 
Columbiana team running out to the practice field, slapping 
shoulders and laughing in the sunshine. 

With intelligent, responsible coaches, like the ones I 
talked with, in charge, | came away from these interviews 
feeling like high school football in Shelby County is a lot 
more than that. It looks about as safe as possible. I’m 
convinced of that. And, too, it looks like a good, healthy 
place to grow and learn about life,

Tax credit offered 


to eligible employers 


Private employers of public 


assistance recipients may now 


claim an income tax credit 
against wages paid these 
employees, the Shelby County 
Pensions and Security: Director 
unnounced recently. 

“Employers who meet 
certain requirements may claim 
a 20 percent tax credit against 
up to $5,000 in wages paid to 
recipients of Aid to Dependent 
Children,” Mrs. Nell Fulton 
explained 

The new credit applies only 
to wages paid between March 
2%, 1975 and July 1, 1976, 
according to regulations of the 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. The 
credit itself exceed 
$1 000. 

‘Employers must 
that the employee was 
continuously receiving ADC 
for the 90 days just before he 
was hired,” the director said.

In contrast to older laws, 
the new tax credit applies to 
employers of non-business or 
domestic workers, including 
maids, housekeepers and 
cooks, but is not applicable to 
migrant workers. 

Also, the employee must 
not have displaced any other 
person from employment, 
must have been employed full 
time for 30 consecutive days or 
more, and must be paid wages 
comparable to those received 
by other employees doing 
similar work, 

“This is a new tax credit 
and should not be confused 
with an older one affecting 
ADC recipients enrolled in the 
Work Incentive, or WIN 
Program,”’ the Director 
continued. She added, 
however, that the tax credit for 
employers of WIN registrants is 
still in effect.

“Who Killed J.F.K.2” a 
program that presents the 
evidence that Lee Harvey 
Oswald acted as part of a 
conspiracy when he 
assassinated President John F, 
Kennedy, will be presented at 
the University of Montevallo 
on Tuesday, October 14, at 8 
p.m. in Palmer Auditorium on 
the UM campus. 

The “Who Killed J.F.K.?" 
program, which has drawn 
-Standing room only audiences 
at colleges and universities 
from coast to coast, includes 
hundreds of rare slides and the 
famous Zapruder film, along 
with an explanation of the 
research into the assassination 
during the past 10 years, The 
hour-and-a-half presentation is 
followed by a question and 

answer period, 

‘’ Much of the written and 
photographic material, ignored 
by the Warren Commission 
undermines the belief that 
Oswald was a frustrated leftist 
loner who killed the President 
for no apparent reason. 

Two-thirds of the 
eyewitnesses to the Dallas 
shooting thought the shots 
came from the front, while 
Oswald was allegedly 
positioned behind the 
motorcade, Slides taken at the 
scene show human figures 
behind a wall on a grassy knoll, 
a possible source of the

Slides of Oswald in New 
Orleans and rare photos from a 
"Cuban exile training ground in 
Florida link him to the same 
government-endorsed 
espionage’ groups responsible 
for the Bay of Pigs invasion 
and the Watergate break-in. 

“Who Killed J.F.K.?” argues 
that the assassination was not 
the act of a maniac, but that 
Kennedy was killed by a 
conspiracy and that he was 
killed for a reason.

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Medical fund set up for plucky lad 


By Nancy Duncan 

A medical fund for a 
spunky young Spina Bifida 
victim, has been establishe¢ by 
officials of several Shelby 
County service agencies, 

Keith Emfinger, 8-year-old 
son of George and Betty 
Emfinger, has struggled since 
infancy to lead a nearly normal 
life, despite an awesome birth 
defect- which has required him 
to have five operations. 

Keith became known to 
may Shelby Countians when he 
served as the 1975 March of 
Dimes Poster Child, An 
account of his fight for life 
appeared in the Reporter last 
November. 

The impish, red-haired 
youngster now faces possible 
Surgery again, the latest 
operation proposed to correct a 
foot deformity. 

Keith had his first 
operation, performed to 
connect the nerves in his back, 
when he was two days old, 

Then, when he was six 
weeks, a tube was inserted 
through his skull into the brain 
cavity and then to the heart. 
This was required to allow the 
cerebiospinal fluid to circulate 
properly. This ‘‘shunting” 
procedure was repeated twice 
when he was older, 

His fifth operation was 
performed so a rubber bag 
could be attached to his 
bladder. Most children with 
Spina Bifida (there are some 
12,000 born each year) do not 
have the reflex action required 
to empty their bladders, so a 
method of urinary diversion 
becomes necessary to prevent 
kidney damage. 

Mental retardation, which 
occurs in some instances of 
Spina Bifida, was not detected 


in Keith’s case until after he 
had entered first grade. He is 
now enrolled in the trainable 
class at Thompson Elementary, 


Because Keith’s medical 
bills amount to a staggering 
figure every year, personnel 
with the local Crippled 
Children’s Society, Mental 
Health Center and Association 
for Retarded Citizens have 
started a fund to hopefully 
provide more financial aid than 
is presently available to the 
Emfingers. 


Working two jobs, George 
Emfinger finds himself in the 
frustrating position of earning 
too much money to qualify for 
assistance from many agencies,

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Vocational center offers high-level instruction

The Shelby County Area 
Voéational Center, located in 


Columbiana, has given an 
added dimension to education 
in the county for the past few 
years and director, Charles 


Knowles, is proud of services 
provided local students since 
the school opened its doors in 
1971,

Built with Federal 
Appalachian funds and some 
$200,000 in local bond 
revenue, the $1 million facility 
now has 465 high school 
students enrolled in courses 
offered two night a week, 

A tour of the modern, well 
maintained facility dispells the 
image of vocational education 
created by trade schools of the 


past. However, Knowles says 
that some people still have the 
misconception that vocational 
training is geared to the 
underachieving student, 

Referring to the center’s 
newest course of study, Health 
Occupations Education, 
Knowles said that to keep up 
in courses such as this, students 
must possess above average 
ability. 

“One of the things I feel 
people need to understand 
about our program is that it is 
a part of their high school’s 
program; that we teach these 
courses for the schools,” the 
director pointed out. 


Other courses offered by 
the center include: Drafting, 
Business and Office Education, 
Commercial Food Preparation 
and Services, Refrigeration and 
Air Conditioning, Radio and 
Television Repair, Ornamental 
Horticulture, Welding, 
Industrial Electricity, Masonry, 
Building Construction, Child 
Care and Guidance, Auto Body 
and Fender Repair and 
Automotive Mechanics. 

A college level course in 


Career Education, which will 
offer either graduate or 
undergraduate credit, is to be 
taught at the center as a part of 
Auburn University’s 
off-campus program, Knowles 
revealed, “This course will be 
related to what a lot of us are 
doing,” he said, describing 
himself as a “disciple of career 
education.” 

Students enrolled at the 
center are taken by bus from 
the county’s six senior high 
schools to Columbiana, where 
they spend either their 
mornings or afternoons. The 
minimum time required by the 
State Department of 
Vocational Education is 
two-and-a-half hours per day, 
Knowles said, adding that at 
the local facility, “we meet and 
Slightly exceed the minimum.” 

Each course follows a 
two-year program and classes 
are available to any high school 
junior or senior interested in 
pursuing them, 

The effectiveness of the 
training can be judged by 
follow-up information kept on 
all students who graduate, 
Knowles said. “When students

ASC committees are 
responsible for managing 
government farm programs on 
the local level. “To meet the 
needs of individual producers, 
ASC committee members must 
be concerned and responsible 
individuals,’ Smith said. 
“Shelby County farmers have 
the opportunity to nominate 
persons they feel will best serve 
the farm community.” Smith 
continued, Farmers will soon 
receive petition forms by mail 
and may begin submitting 
them to the county ASCS 
office this week, 

“A few basic considerations 
should be kept in mind when 
circulating petitions,” Smith 
said. In order to be valid, 
petitions must be limited to 
one nominee each, must 
include written certification 
that the nominee is willing to 
serve if elected, must be signed 
by at least three eligible farm 
voters in the ASC community, 
and must be received in the 
county ASCS office no later 
than October 28. 

A farmer may circulate or 
sign nominating petitions for as 
many candidates as he chooses. 
Anyone wishing to nominate a 
farmer for the ASC committee 
election may contact the 
county ASCS office for full 
details, including eligibility 
requirements for office holders. 

Smith believes that farmer 
nominations of candidates for 
the upcoming ASC committee 
election are very important. He 
said, “Farmers should petition 
for and elect those individuals 
they feel would do a good job 
as ASC committeemen.” 

“The election of concerned 
farmers to positions on ASC 
committee is necessary for 
good administration of farm 
programs.”

Gov't boosts county income 


(Special to the Reporter) 


How large a part does 
government play in the 
financial affairs of Shelby 
County residents? 

How much of their personal 
income comes from 
governmental agencies 
Federal, state and local - - via 
salaries and wages, social 
security, unemployment 
insurance, pensions, welfare 
payments and the like? 

According to the latest 
Statistics, a larger portion of 
personal income comes from 
such sources than ever before 
Locally and elsewhere across 
the country, the role of 
government has grown by leaps 
and bounds in the last few 
years 

To a large extent it is 
attributed to the recession, 
which has led to a great 
outpouring of public funds in 
an effort to turn the economy 
around and assist those who 
are most seriously affected by 
it. 

In Shelby County, it is 
estimated, based upon an 
up-dating of the latest 
statewide figures, about 
35-cents out of each dollar of 
personal income comes from 
government sources. In the 
past year it amounted to 
approximately $53,935,000 
after taxes, 

Of the 35-cents, it is 
calculated, some 23-ents is 
from Federal government and 
I2-cents from the state and 
local governments. 

The range, in other parts of 
the country, is from a low of 
22-cents, in Connecticut, to a 
high of 62-cents in the District 
of Columbia, where there is a 
high concentration of Federal 
employees. Nationally, the 
average is 29-cents. 

The findings are based upon 
reports from the Department 
of Commerce, the Tax 
Foundation and others. 

During the past year, the 
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ON YOUR 


figures show, some $345 
billion was disbursed to 
individuals in the United States 
by the various levels of 
government. 

Nearly half of it was for 
pensions, social security, food 
stamps, health insurance 
benefits and such, technically 
called “transfer payments,” for 
which no services were being 
rendered. 


In general, these transfer 
payments produced about $1 
out of every $7 of personal 
income. 


There is considerable 
concern among economists 
over the accelerating growth of 
such expenditures. They note 
that they are a major element 
in government budgets and are, 
according to the Tax 
Foundation, ‘“‘relatively 
uncontrollable.”

Eddie was taking his afternoon 
Siesta on a park bench when an 
Officer picked him up on a charge 
of vagrancy. A local ordinance 
forbade idling in a public place 
with “no visible means of sup- 
port.” 


But in court, Eddie urgued that 
the ordinance unconstitu- 
tional because it punished him for 
doing nothing at all. The judge 
agreed—and the case was dis- 
missed 

Vagrancy laws have been on 
the books for centuries. Their 
basic idea is preventive: that a 
person without an occupation is 
likely to turn to crime 


was 


But a rumber of courts in re- 
cent years have been invalidating 
vagrancy laws on the ground that 
the relationship between idleness 
and crime is too “iffy” to justify 
punishment 


“Vagrancy laws,” said one 
court, “may not be used as a 
short cut to avoid due process 
in the administration of criminal 


justice 


On the other hand, a vagrancy 
law might be upheld if the crimi- 
nal possibilities are relatively 
clear. In another case an ordi- 
nance condemned loitering, but 
Only in places where gambling or 
Prostitution was going on 

This time the ordinance was 
upheld when challenged in court. 
The judge said there was suffi- 
cient likelihood of crime in these

Columbiana 
First in Fashion 
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Columbiana Council okays budget 


by Willard Harrison 

The Columbiana council 
opens their new fiscal year 
with a budget about 14 percent 
bigger than last year’s, The 
council adopted the new 
budget and attended to a 
number of other issues at their 
Thursday night meeting. 

The meeting opened with 
the counting of ballots’ in the 
city’s “restore or destroy the 
courthouse"’ opinion poll, 
Details of the vote on the old 
city hall are contained in a 
Separate story. 

Of prime importance to the 
city was the adoption of the 
new budget. In the receipts 
column of the budget, the city 
anticipates greater revenue 
from the beer tax, sales, and 
general property taxes, plus 
more income from business 
licenses and fines & costs. 

A smaller revenue is 
anticipated for the coming 
year’s gasoline and ABC tax, 
motor vehicle licenses, and 


surroundings to justify a measure 
of prevention 


Sometimes a so-called “va- 
grancy” ordinance will be held 
valid simply because it broadens 
the meaning of the word. In an- 
other community the law said 
vagrancy included not only idle- 
ness but also disorderly conduct. 


When this law was applied to 
a man who caused trouble in a 
schoolyard, the court sustained 
it. The judge saw no objection to 
defining vagrancy as covering 
“overt misconduct which is vio- 
lative of the public peace.”

rent. Income from building 
permits and cigarette tax is 
expected to run about the 
same, 

This year the city also has 
budgeted $2,000 to be received 
from Federal Institutes Tax. 

The salaries of the mayor 
and council have remained the 
same, but the city clerk, 
general superintendent, and 
police department have 
received more money. 

Miscellaneous expenses 
include $30,000 for the 


‘ garbage department, $6000 to 


the park and recreation board, 
$13,500 to the city library, 
$800 to the Scouts, and $1205 
paid to the volunteer fire 
department. Councilman Rasco 
moved to adopt the budget. 
The motion was seconded by 
Councilman Walker. 

In other city business the 
council recognized the rapidly 
escalating garbage problem. 
Observing that some people’s 
garbage has not been collected 
in five weeks, the council 
agreed to search for the best 
remedy for the situation. 

Councilman Frank Owens 
brought up the request for a 
fair share of the city’s wrecker 
business, at the request of new 
wrecker operators. With four 
wrecking services operating in 
the city limits, the council 
agreed to call each of them of a 
pre-determined rotating 
schedule. 

The council was informed 
that Janet's Interiors had been 
awarded the bid for drapes in 
the new city hall. The firm's 
bid of $1105.25 was the lowest 
of some half-dozen bids, most 
of which were within a 
hundred dollars of each other. 

Councilman Jack Upchurch 
remarked that the pavement 
has still not been repaired in 
front of a new house on north 
Main Street, The Chelsea 
contractor who did the damage 
has still not repaved the spot. 


The council gave park 
commissioner William Rasco 
the go-ahead to inspect the Girl 
Scout building with city 
general superintendent Buck 
Falkner. Councilman Rasco 
pointed out that the building is 
in bad need of a paint job, and 
that complaints have been 
received about the leaking 
roof. He said that he and 
Falkner would check the 
building with the idea of 
seeking bids if they think it 


necessary. 
The mayor told the council 
that Mental Health director 


Jerry Jackson had looked over 
the offices in the new city hall 
and had verbally agreed to the 
$135 a month rent. Mayor 
Bolton said Jackson told him 
the two small offices “meet 
their needs just fine,” and that 
he feels sure Mental Health's 
board of directors will 
authorize them to rent the 
space. 

Since the city has 
committed space to the 
Shelby-Chilton Mental Health 
association,the council has to 
now decide who gets the other 
offices. Rather than combine 
the gas and water boards into 
one room, the council has 
vetoed Police Chief Howell 
Horn’s request for an upstairs 
office. 

Police commissioner Owens 
told his fellow councilmen that 
while the chief could use the 
room, “he can do without it,” 
Mayor Bolton agreed that

in a budget of $3,573,143 for 
the fiscal year 1975-76. The 
final figure is subject to a few 
minor adjustments. It is 
balanced, according to state 
law 

In forecasting the 
income, county officials 
estimate that ad valorem taxes 
will bring $73,000 more this 
than fast. And they 
estimate that $35,000 more 
may come tn trom 
fees and other taxes. 

But the gasoline tax, which 
used to increase every year, has 
been dropping for the last two 
years as people cut down on 
their driving. 

The Department of Public 
Works, which includes 
highways, operation of the

The Commission cited three 
major reasons for its action 
“First, there has been a great 
increase in use of the county 
highways by a rapidly growing 
population, by new and 
expanded industries, and by 
Sportsmen attracted by our 
fishing and hunting areas, 
“Second, funds for 
construction and repair of 
highways and bridges come 
primarily from the gasoline tax 
which has leveled off and is 
expected to decline (1974.75 
receipts fell $16,000 short of 
anticipation). 

“Third, a greater demand 
has been placed on the 
Department of Public Works 
by the mushrooming 
population of surburbanites.” 


The Commission called for a 
vigorous truck weighing 
program coupled with 
cooperation of law 
enforcement officers, the 
courts, and the public to 
prevent unnecessary 
deterioration of county roads. 

The ordinance set gross 
weights by axle to cover all 
sizes of trucks. The smallest 
mentioned in the ordinance 
Says that for a distance of 4 
feet between axles a truck can 
carry @ maximum load of 
32,000 pounds. For a truck 
with a distance of 43 or more 
feet between axles, the 
maximum load is 73,280 
pounds, 

In a letter 
every known 
company using trucks on 
Shelby County highways, 
County Engineer James Ray 
said, “Heavier loading increases 
danger of tire failure, 
accelerates brake wear and 
failure, causes excessive 
pressures on the gear train, and 
creates more strain on truck 
frames, steering etc. The driver 
has less control of a truck, 
particularly in hilly, 
mountainous terrain and on 
curving roads. Additionally, 
the 650 miles of paved Shelby 
County highways, with 288 
bridges, will not withstand the 
heavier truck weights.”

Ray indicated that in the 
past, Shelby County trucking 
firms and quarries have 
cooperated with the county 
very well. Five short stretches 
of county highway have always 
been exempted from the 
county regulation and continue 
to be exempted under the new 
ordinance.

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Schools improve; 


»ducation suffers 


No one needs to be reminded that in the past few 
years, the Federal Government, running on the track of 
“Aid to Education” laws passed by a generous Congress 
(generous with your money), has spent millions upon 
millions of dollars in order to have “better schools.” 

In terms of the physical and material quality of our 
public schools, they probably are “better” than the 
wood-structure buildings that once housed our classrooms 
and students. By comparison, our modern schools are very 
plush, indeed. vo 

Unfortunately, the “better” the schools, the worse 
the students, in terms of scholastic ability and achievement. 
According to theCollege Entrance Examination Board, the 
scores on verbal and mathematical aptitude tests taken by 
nearly one milllion college -bound high school seniors 
dropped sharply this year to the lowest level in more than 
two decades. 

Worse yet, the sharp decline this year is but an 
increase in the constant and continuing rate of decline over 
the past 12 years. 

The College Board exams reflect results already noted 
by the colleges and universities. The head of the English 
Department at the University of Maryland, for example, 
reports that “The verbal skills of students have gone down 
incredibly in the last 10 years,” 

In an effort to make up for the deficiency, the 
University has established basic English courses to teach 
reading and writing to college students who should have 
acquired these skills in Junior High and High School. At the 
University of Wisconsin this year, 125 out of 200 students 
failed to pass an English usage test to qualify for study in 
journalism. 

This year, Congress repeated the same mistake they 
have made for years: passed legislation calling tor the 
expenditure of millions of dollars, based upon the theory - 
now proven false by the record - than an injection of 
Federal dollars would create better students. But with every 
increase in the Federal education budget, scholastic abilities 
of our public school students decline. 

Something is wrong. 


License law passed 


The new Alabama driver license law, passed 
September 23, is scheduled to go into effect January 1, 
1977. 

There are some striking changes which will affect 
each individual holding a driver's license issued by the State 
of Alabama, 

’ The most noticeable of these changes will be that a 
picture of the license holder will appear on the license. 
Another difference that is sure to be noted immediately is 
that the license will cot $9 and will be renewed every four 
years instead of every two years as it has been for more 
than 23 years. 

Another change will be that a person will be able to 
obtain a non-drive identification card. This card will be 
identical with the driver's license, but will have ‘non-driver’ 
in prominent letters on it. 

A driver’s license is often the only identification 
acceptable when a person wants to cash a check or identify 
himself for other reasons. 

While the law is being implemented, some interim 
licenses will be issued. The cost of the interim licenses be 
prorated to $4.75 for two years validity, 

The procedure for obtaining a license will be much 
the same as it is now. Applications in Shelby County will be 
made under oath to the probate judge. After taking the 
written test and driving tests administered by the 
Department of Public Safety, the individual will be 
photographed and his license issued on the spot in the 
Probate Judge’s office. 

Information onthe application for a driver's license 
will be fed into and stored in a central computer through 
the use of remote terminals. 

A person holding a current driver’s license will not 
have to be re-tested to get the new license, provided 
application for renewal is made on time. If the license 
expires, the person will have to be tested before a new 
license can be issued. 


Halloween safety urged

One of the most exciting days of the year for 
children is coming on October 31 ~ Halloween ! Little 
goblins, witches, pirates and princesses will be running 
across yards, porches and streets. The Governor's Office of 
Consumer Protection urges parents to follow special 
precautions to insure a safe Halloween and to prevent some 
of the accidents which happened last year from recurring. 

Costumes are a major concern. Make sure they are 
fire resistant, Check costumes, masks, beards and wigs for 
‘Flameproof” labels. Avoid flimsy materials and outfits with 
baggy sleeves and billowing skirts. 

Bright and light colors will help mike the costume 
and the child more visible to motorists on the dimly lighted 
residential streets. Reflective tape and flashlights could be 
the very items that prevent tragedy from occurring. 

Never allow children to carry candles or other open 
flame devices, Candle-lighted pumpkins on doorsteps or 
candles in portable pumpkins that a child carries around 
will have glowing flames eagerly awaiting to ignite a thread 
from a long flowing costume. 

Parents of younger children should always follow 
these safety guidelines: 

1. Young children should always be accompanied by a 
responsible older person when out trick - or treating. 

2. Tell youngsters to avoid running across lawns or 
backyards because they could trip over lawn ornaments or 
run into clotheslines which are almost invisible in the dark, 

3. Children should not eat any of the treats collected 
until the parents have examined them. 

4. Always trick - or -treat in your own neighborhood 
where you are familiar with the street and the neighbors. 

§. Remind the excited children of the every day rules 
of safety such as to avoid dashing out between parked cars, 
ete,

Kooks Worry CIA

WASHINGTON -- The people 
who are responsible for the 
President's life are convinced 
that crazies, not conspirators, 
are behind the rash of assassina- 
tions that have plagued 
America for a decade. - 

Each headline assassination 
attempt has always produced 
reports of conspiracies. The two 
assaults on President Ford, for 
example, have brought rumors 
at the highest levels that Charles 
Manson and Lynette “Squeaky” 
Fromme were secretly allied 
with the Symbionese Liberation 
Army. 

Invariably, such rumors can- 
not be pinned down. Similar sto- 
ries circulated after the 
assassinations of Pres. John 
Kennedy, his brother Robert, 
and the Rev. Martin Luther 
King, Jr. 

Conflicting evidence is often 
gathered, moreover, which 
lends credence to the theories 
that a cabal must be behind it 
all. 

But top investigators whom 
we have consulted say that simi- 
lar disparities frequently turn up 
afler an accident or an event 
that happens quickly and is wit- 
nessed by several people. Each 
of the witnesses tells slightly 
different stories. 

Experts who have examined 
the records closely teil us this is

the case in all of the recent 
assassination attempts. But after 
reviewing all the evidence, the 
experts are convinced the 
assaults were acts of deranged 
individuals rather than secret 
plotters. It is the kooks who wor- 
ry the Secret Service, not the 
conspirators. 

We have obtained copies of the 
Secret Service's computerized 
list of potential assassins, for ex- 
ample. These documents reveal 
that the vast majority of threats 
against the President's life come 
from people who are mentally 
deranged. 

Since the two attempts against 
Ford, the number of threatening 
letters and phone calls to the 
White House has tripled. Almost 
all of them, say our sources, 
come from obviously unbalanced 
people. “Every kook in the coun- 
try has called,” one insider told 
us. 
As a result, the Secret Service 
has taken these steps to tighten 
security around the President: 

— They have advised Ford to 
avoid plunging into crowds to 
“press the flesh,” as he loves to 
do. The President has agreed to 
be as cautious as a glad-handing 
politician can be 

— They have asked for more 
money, and the President has 
approved a request for an addi- 
tional $11 million.

it will be spent to reinforce the 
White House gates, which were 
crashed last December by a 
man dressed like an Arab and 
wired with what appeared to be 
explosives. “The next time a nut 
tries to plow through those 
gates,” one source told us, “his 
car will look like an accordian.” 

— They have called in agents 
from field offices around the 
country to beef up the Presi- 
dent's protective detail. They 
are also training 500 men from 
other federal law enforcement 
agencies to protect candidates 
in next year's elections. 

Bloody Homecoming: A 
number of Cambodian refugees 
at Camp Pendleton, Calif., have 
petitioned the United States 
government for permission to 
return to their homeland. They 
might not be so eager to go back 
if they knew what has happened 
to a number of their countrymen 
who returned. 

According to military in- 
telligence reports, many of them 
have been summarily executed. 
Eighty-seven Cambodian mili- 
tary men, for example, recently 
returned from Thailand. They 
were effusively greeted at the 
border and hustled down the 
road out of sight. “You are no 
Jonger Cambodians,” they were 
told. “You are imperalists.” 
They were then killed on the 


spot. 

Another 247 Cambodian of- 
ficers and non-commissioned of- 
ficers were executed on an 
abandoned farm inside Cam- 
bodia, according to the in- 
telligence reports. And several 
hundred members of another 
military unit met with similar 
fates 

Timber Limbers Up: Five 
years ago, Congress beat down 
an intensive bid by the timber 
industry for permission to 
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“clear-cut” huge sections of the 
national forests. Clear-cutting is 
a wasteful method of harvesting 
timber. Vast acres of land are 
completely cut down, leaving 
behind only the bare earth and 
piles of rubbish. 

The timber lobby spent thou- 
sands of dollars in expenses and 
campaign contributions but 
failed to get the clear-cutting law 
passed. They had to settle for 
much less than they wanted. 

Recently, a federal court rul- 
ing curtailed clear-cutting even 
more. Now, according to our 
sources, the timber lobby is gear- 
ing up for another multi-million- 
dollar assault on Congress. The 
industry wants a law to get them 
around the court rulings. They 
also want permission to strip 
even larger portions of the na- 
tional forests. 

Ford VS. Farmers: Presi- 


_ dent Ford is in trouble down on 


the farm. His embargo of grain 
sales to the Soviets, it seems, 
have made many rural voters 


angry. 

At least that’s the word the 
President recently received at a 
private White House meeting. 
Some farm state Republican 
senators told him bluntly that the 
grain embargo was costing him 
politically. 

Ford cut off the grain ship- 6 
ments because he felt they might 
push up prices in the United 
States. 

But the decision cuts into farm 
income. And now, it turns out, the 
record crops this year make 
large grain sales possible with- 
out causing American prices to 
go much higher. 

Ford will probably lift the em- 
bargo, but it may come too late 
to help him with the farm vote.

protest vicious dog 


Dear Editor, 

On Monday afternoon, September 15, our three year 
old daughter was attacked by a huge dog as she played in 
the yard of a friend. Her wounds were serious enough to 
warrant taking her to the emergency room of the hospital 
for treatment. She suffered deep gashes on top of her head 
and scratches perilously close to both eyes. The near tragic 
seriousness of the incident was upsetting enough to all our 
family and friends, but the aftermath has been traumatic. 

Our efforts to have the owners confine the dog for 
the mandatory ten days (Shelby County Rabies Control) 
fell on deaf ears for the next three days. Finally, on 
Wednesday morning, after we saw the dog walking down 
our street, I took the child to City Hall and presented her 
and the story to anyone who would listen and begged for 
help in getting the dog confined. 

The owners of the dog have yet to call us and inquire 
about the child, apologize, or offer to pay our hospital bill. 

We have since learned that Susan is the third child 
this same dog has attacked, plus many other 
unsubstantiated incidences involving the dog have been 
brought to our attention. The owners are away from home 
all day. They still insist on keeping the dog and when we 
voiced our complaint, the man used abusive language.over 
the telephone. 

We would like to think that the fact the man is a 
member of the auxiliary police force in Alabaster would 
not place him above the laws of the city and especially 
those of common decency which value human lives more 
than animal lives. Somehow we expect more of those 

charged with the responsibility of protecting our lives and 
property. 

The purpose of this letter is to emphasize the very 
real necd for a leash law immediately. Without one there is 
nothing further we can legally do about the owners of this 
dog allowing him to stay in a neighborhood so concentrated 
with sriall children. A leash law would be one effective le- 
ver against people who are so uncaring and unthinking. 
Perhaps if we had one, it would not take a real tragedy to 
awaken such insensitive people. 

Thank you for the space and attention to this 
problem.

Although one hundred and eighty miles of highway cannot 
mar happy memories of my home town, apparently 
something much more ominous can: a movement to deny 
that town’s heritage and historical significance. 

I am saddened to learn that a maneuver is under way 
to destroy Columbiana’s historic old city hall, one of only 
two landmarks in our town that I can think of. The only 
other one which comes to my mind is the courthouse which 
is not even exclusively Columbiana’s but a part of the 
county. I do not understand why citizens who have had a 
major part in the shaping of Columbiana’s heritage can be 
cager to tear down a part of it, 

Our country is preparing to celebrate its Bicentennial, 
two hundred years of life and freedom. What part shall we 
take in the ceremony? Perhaps we could distribute bumper 
stickers reading “Join your country’s birthday celebration: 
tear down a landmark.” 

If the building does indeed create a traffic hazard, ’'m 
sure that someone with a little engineering know-how and 
resourcefulness can solve that problem. Perhaps 
Columbiana has progressed to the point of needing another 
traffic light or a re-routing of traffic. In any case, | would 
not cut off a finger that has a hangnail. 

I hope the people who are advocating this destruction 
of a part of our history will stop and consider that there is 
no way to rebuild a tradition and that by attempting to give 
our town a facelift, they may well delete a great deal of the 
character from that face.

Earl Cunningham appeared 
before the council to voice 
objections to the possibility of 
imposing a city gross receipts 
tax.

-One of the most dramatic 
football contests played in

The action started in the 
first quarter with the Bulldogs 
and Yellowjackets swapping 
possession: The ‘Jackets broke 
the ice on a third down and 
fifteen yards to go situation.

At this point in the game 
Bulldog Senior Tommy Shaw 
suffered a dislocated arm 
injury.

In the fourth quarter 
Vincent pushed to the 
Montevallo 29 yard line before 
Bulldog Bryant Cottingham 
intercepted a Yellowjacket pass 
on the Montevallo 14 and 
raced 56 yards to the Vincent 
30 yard line. Seven plays later 
Bulldog Tim Ross battled from 
one yard out for a Montevallo 
touchdown. Billy Belisle 
snagged a pass from Thomas 
Brown for the two point 
conversion with 1:49 
remaining in the game to tie 
the contest. That's how 
regulation time ended 

The first overtime play 
failed to produce points as 
both: team’s defenses were 
stout. 

In overtime play, one team 
takes possession of the ball on 
the other team’s 10 yard line 
In this case in the second 
overtime, Vincent moved the 
ball to the Bulldog seven yard 
line. On a fourth down and

Coin hunters find 
unusual contest

Travelers riding down Hwy. 
119 past Thompson High 
School no doubt wondered 
what was going on last 
Saturday afternoon. The coin 
hunt held by the Central 
Alabama Treasure Hunters was 
indeed an unusual sight. 

Some dozen coin 
hunters systematically searched 
one of the school grounds, 
armed with metal detectors 
and smal! digging tools. No 
wonder passers-by were 
puzzled as contestants weilded 
the oddly-shaped instruments, 
and kneeling occasionally to 
unearth a coin, 

According to the rules, 
members of the 
Alabaster-based treasure club 
were not permitted to enter. 
Many prospective members had 
promised club officers that 
they would join the club after 
Saturday's coin hunt. 

The hunt began at 2:00 at 
Thompson on the site of the 
old rock school, just north of 
the present auditorium. The 
contestants lined up for two 
45-minute heats to search for 
800 painted coins planted by

In a previous Reporter 
article, we had mistakenly 
indicated that the searchers 
weuld hunt for coins and

objects already buried there. 
They did in fact find 
pocket-knives, strange objects, 
and coins buried for decades, 
but the point was to find the 
most colored “coins.” 

According to club members, 
hundred of red, yellow, and 
white coins were buried on the 
school ground, with values of 
ten, five, and one point 
respectively. However, the 
searchers only turned up about 
half of the hidden discs 

A high score of 223 was 
racked up by the winner, a 
member of the treasure 
hunters’ club in Warrior. Both 
first and second prize of metal 
detectors were won by 
Warrior club members, Third 
prize of books went to 
Alabaster contestant Barry 
Aocutt, according to the local 
club. 


The field of contestants 
included a wide range of 
people, from teenagers, to 


pre-teens, grandmothers, and 
teachers.

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School budget 


raises questions 


When Governor George Wallace came to the rescue of 
the state’s school systems, he extended the Governor's 
executive powers.,.to the cheers of the teachers, ,.in 
unprecedented fashion. 

But there are some questions about the action, Just 
how firm was Wallace’s legal ground? 

Attorney Generai Bill Baxley and educators alike gave 
their support to the Governor as he issued an executive 
order to keep the schools running in the absence of 
appropriations from the legislature. 

The legislature, by law, is supposed to fix the levels of 
appropriations. But it had failed to do so, and Baxley said 
Wallace was “duty-bound” to preserve the essential 
functions of government in the interim. 

If the Governor had not acted, it was apparent that 
the public schools were under threat of closing for lack of 
money, 

But the Governor did not merely decree that 
minimum appropriations will be made to keep the schools 
open until the legislature comes back in special session and 
passes the education budget. 

Among other things, he gave teachers a 
one-thousand-dollar-a-year pay raise and added 300 new 
special education teachers to the state school payroll. His 
action also provided education funds, for the first time, to 
run Partlow State School and Hospital for the mentally 
retarded. 

Baxley’s advisory opinion told the Governor that the 
appropriations for the previous fiscal year “may be used as 
4 guide” in establishing emergency appropriations. 

But Wallace's order did not put into effect the old 
budget-instead, it put into effect the proposed new budget 
written by the administration, including pay raises, new 
teacher units and school fund transfers. 

It was a significant departure from the 1974-75 fiscal 
year budget. Was it a significant departure from the intent 
of Baxley’s advisory opinion? 

Probably not. Wallace has the argument that the 
previous year's fiscal budget was, indeed, his guide in 
proposing the new budget. 

He gets additional support from the fact that the 
teacher pay raise, the new teacher units and the Partlow 
transfer all were approved, at one point or another. by both 
the House and Senate. 

That can be viewed as a reasonable guide for the 
Governor in deciding what kind of emergency 
appropriations schould be issued. 

But Wallace set a precedent by putting into effect, by 
his own decree, a new school budget with major changes 
from the old school budget. It raises a few new 
constitutional questions . . . but they may get no immediate 
answer. The legislature. in all likelihood, will have passed a 
new school budget before there are any clarifications

Corruption of the CIA

WASHINGTON — Legislators 
investigating the CIA have ad- 
mitted privately to us what they 
refuse to say in public -- that 
past Presidents were fully 
aware of past CIA abuses and 
may actually have ordered 
some of them 

Few of the Senators and Con- 
gressmen involved in’ the in- 
vestigations want to blame 
former Chief Executives for the 
CIA's faults. And the sworn 
testimony itself is vague. Indeed. 
there appears to have been a 
conspiracy to provide Presi: 
dents with “credible 
deniability.” 

It is clear to those who are 
looking into the matter, 
however, that the CIA did not 
operate without Presidential 
direction 

The agency, in short, was not 
out of control. To be sure, some 
details of their complicated 
schemes were never discussed 
with the President. But the gen- 
eral plots and dirty tricks ap- 
pear to have emanated, for the 
most part, from the White 
Howe. 

The abuses grew out of the 
Cold War, when the decision 
was made that the CIA should 
emulate the Russian KGB by in- 
tervening in the domestic affairs 
of foreign governments and 
assassinating unfnendly world 
leaders 

The late CIA Director Allen 
Dulles, say our sources, would 


visit the White House to brief the 
President. He would lean back. 
assume an air of mystery, and 
explain in an enigmatic way 
what the CLA was up to, The 
President would frequently give 
Dulles general instructions. 

The meaning of these roun- 
dabout discussions was quite 
clear, but they left the President 
in a position to deny any direct 
knowledge of the CLA’s activities 

This loose relationship be- 
tween the White House and the 
CIA, say witnesses, continued 
through the Eisenhower and 
Kennedy Administrations. But 
the President who pushed the 
CIA to go far bevond its man- 
date, say our sources, was Lyn- 
don B. Johnson 

Johnson was convinced that 
the anti-war protesters who 
besieged him were stirred up by 
enemy agents and agitators. The 
people, he believed, would never 
turn against him of their own ac- 
cord 

He instructed the CIA to find 
the evidence that would support 
his thesis. Thus began the com- 
pilation of dossiers and the 
massive spying on American 
eftizens. For all their effort 
however, the CIA was never able 
to show that the anti-war move- 
ment was supported by enemy 
agents 

Richard Nixon went a step 
further He enlisted the CIA's 
help in his own domestic political 
problems

Discount points 
explained

What is a discount point? Why are there points to be 
paid on a home mortgage loan? What is the current money 
market like for obtaining a loan? These questions come up 
every day by prospective home buyers. 

In the Shelby County area today, a prospective 
purchaser can get a loan with or without points, depending 
on how much money is needed to finance the purchase and 
what type of financing is desired. 

Gene Byrd, vice president of a local savings and loan 
association quotes the current conventional market fate at 
between 9 per cent and 9-1/4 per cent interest on an 80 per 
cent loan, meaning that much money is being borrowed on 
the price of the home being purchased, The more the 
lending institution must lend on a given home, the higher 
the interest rate. A 90 per cent loan will require an interest 
rite of between 9 1-/4 to 9 1/2 per cent. There is even some 
95 per cent mortgage money available at between 9 1/2 to 
9 3/4 per cent interest. These rates are conventional loan 
interest figures. 

Another type of loan available to area residents is 
FHA (Federal Housing Administration), and for those who 
qualify, VA (Veterans Administration) loans. These are 
loans insured by the federal government but discount 
points are involved, 

Jerry O'Neal, manager of a local mortgage banking 
firm, says the FHA and VA interest rates currently stand at 
9 per cent for loans of between $20,000.00 and $55,000.00 
with § points. Loans of between $55,000.00 and 
$70,000.00 for VA will carry 5 1/4 points. 

Now comes the question, what is a point? Simply 
answered, a discount point is one per cent of the loan 
amount paid to the lender. The number of points charged 
depends on two major factors. First, the difference between 
government- insured or guaranteed loan rates and the 
prevailing market rate. A second factor is the availability of 
mortgage money. A lender must charge points for the 
difference between the current market rate and the 
maximum amount allowed by state usury laws. Also, if 
money is tight, the lender is likely to charge additional 
points because of the low down payment on FHA or VA 
loans. 

An example of the points is as follows: On a 
§40,000,00 loan, one point would be $400.00 or one 
percent of the loan amount. If the current market called for 
three points, the figure would then be $1,200 or 3 percent 
of the $40,000.00 loan 

Government regulations dictate that the buyer is not 
permitted to pay the points on FHA or VA home loans, the 
seller pays them. This means that the seller often considers 
the discount points when setting the price of his 
home. The points and interest rates are currently 
rather high because of the national financial picture Some 
feel that a 9 per cent interest rate is high, and compared to 
the rates of years gone by, it is. But a home is still the best 
investment a family can make for return on their money. 
Home prices continue to appreciate at a rate of 7 to 10 pet 
cent per year in this area. Also, the interest payment on 
home mortgages is deductable on federal income tax 
returns 

A home is usually the largest single investment that 4 
family makes in their life time. Their hard earned money ts 
invested in something that will bring an excellent return in 
a very short period of time. Home ownership is a privilege 
that the early settlers fought for, There are many places in 
the world where a person cannot own property. Americans, 
many of them, are greatful for what they have Others do 
not fully understand the true meaning of property 
ownership.

In these circumstances, a court 
ruled afterward, the debtor had 
no grounds for complaint. This re- 
possession, said the court, “evoked 
no breach of the peace, no dis- 
turbance of public tranquility"— 
while effectively getting the mer- 
chandise back where it legally be-

Personal incomes 


increasing steadily 


(Special to the Reporter) 

According to a -nationwide 
survey of personal incomes, a 
larger proportion of Shelby 
County families is to be found 


in the middle and upper 
income brackets than ever 
before. 

The earning capacity of 


local residents has been rising 
Steadily in recent years, 
paralleling if not always 
equalling the increase in the 
cost of living. 

The upward shift has been 
taking place all along the line 
Many families who were 
formerly in the $8,000 to 
$10,000 group have moved up 
to the $10,000 to $15,000 
level, the figures show. Their 
positions on the income ladder 
have been occupied, in turn, by 
those who have been earning 
$5,000 to $8,000, 

In Shelby County, it is 
Shown, no less that 60.4 
percent of the households had 
disposable cash income of 
$8,000 or more last year after 
payment of personal taxes 

Elsewhere in the East South 
Central States it was 57.1 
percent and, in the State of 
Alabama, 56.4 percent, 

The facts and figures are 
brought out in a copyrighted 
study, made by Sales 


Management, to determine the 
makeup of each community in 
terms of disposable income. All 
sections of the country are 
covered. 

What was sought was a 


better financial picture of each 
area than was possible through 
its “average income” figure 
alone. 

Is that average made up of a 
small proportion of families 
with big incomes 
counterbalancing 4 much larger 
proportion with low incomes 
or are eamings more evenly 
distributed? 

In the local area, it appears, 
both the level of earnings and 
the spread are relatively good 


Since the report is 
concerned solely with money 
income it understates 
somewhat the standing of farm 
communities, where lower 
living costs and the availability 
of home-grown products are 
valuable considerations 

The breakdown for Shelby 
County indicates the 
proportions the local 
population that lie within each 
income bracket. 

Some 13.7 percent of the 
households are listed with net 
earnings of $5,000 to $8,000, 
10.4 percent with $8,000 to 
$10,000, 23.0 percent with 
$10,000 to $15,000 and 27.0 
percent with incomes higher 
than that. The others have 
$5,000 or less left after taxes, 

Although median income 
per household rose six percent 
in the United States in 1974, 
the gain was wiped out by an 
11 percent rise in prices, the 
Commerce Department 
reports.

One man is dead and 
another is in the Shelby 
County jail charged with 


murder, after a shooting in 
Calera, shortly after midnight,

was shot three times in the 
stomach, neck and arms by his 
stepson, 18-year-old Ricky 
Seay.

Alabaster’s city sewerage 
system has cleared another 


hurdle with the awarding of 
of 


bids on installation 
collection lines. The apparent 
low bidder was Matthews and 
Fritz, with a bid 
$1 002,382.50. The Florence, 
Al., company was the lowest of 
eight bidders 

The sealed bids were opened 
at the Alabaster City Hall at 
2:00 last Thursday afternoon 
Bidders in the audience 
scribbled figures hurriedly as 
the envelopes were opened and 
read aloud 

The lowest bid was 
coincidentally read first, 
doubtless causing the other 
bidders to inwardly groan as 
their larger bids were 
announced, ranging from forty 
thousand four hundred 
thousand dollars more 

Mayor Harold Davenport 
and the city councilmen had 
each had their own theory as 
to whether the low bid would 
be above or below a million 


to

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of 


dollars. The city’s engineering 
consultants had estimated that 
the job would cost around 
$1,100,000. 

The million-dollar project 
includes roughly 85,000 linear 
feet of pipe, concrete, sand, 
manholes, replacement 
pavement, railroad and 
highway crossings, and Y- and 
T-shaped connections for the 
sewer pipes, 

The project is being 
financed in part by a grant 
from the Department of 
Housing and Urban 
Development, 

Following the reading of the 
bids, the mayor, city council, 
and the press toured the 
recently-opened sewage 
treatment plant. This first 
phase of their sewerage 
improvement plan was put into 
operation earlier this month, 

Progress is also apparent on 
the second phase of the plan, 
the laying of outfall lines 
These pipes have been laid past 
Porter Mall already, the more

as professional planners in their 
respective counties. 

Stressing growth 
management and what he 
terms ‘‘affordability’’ in 
planning, Raflo, whose job as a 
county supervisor Is 
comparable to a County 
Commission post in this area, 
said affordability occurs when 
“the people decide at what 
level they want their county to 
grow, 

“The result,” he continued, 
‘is a positive approach to 
growth in which the citizens 
have what they want and will 


pay for.” 
Commenting that cows and 
condominiums can co-xist, 


Raflo said that comprehensive 
land use plans are essential in 
rapid-growth areas such as 
Shelby County and warned 
against the claims of developers 
who promise to bring money 
into a county but bring, 
instead, families requiring such 
services as water, sewerage 
facilities, roads and schools 

“You grow, ladies and 
gentlemen, to the capacity of 
your toilets,” he announced 

A thread of similarity ran 
through the first-night 
presentations of all the 
speakers as they urged citizens 
to make known to county 
officials their views on growth 
plans for the area 

Spagna, Community 
Development Director of 
Collier County, Fla.. pointed 
out that over 6,000 families 
move into his state every week 
Saying that growth in Shelby 
County is similar to that 
experienced in his area, he 
declared, “Before you can have 
meaningful development. you 
have got to have some type of 
plan that is consistent with 
what you want your 
community.” 

Growth in areas such as 
Shelby County cannot be 
runaway or indiscriminate, he 
continued, ‘**You must 
maintain the quality 
lifestyle which people want. | 
firmly believe we can have 
good growth; that we can 
respect environmental 
resources and everyone 
work together.” 

However, the director said 
everything which needs to be 
done cannot be carried out on 
the local level alone. “These 
things have to be done on the 
state level,’ he maintained 
“The state legislature has to 
provide tools for you to use, | 
believe this is a sharing 
proposition.” 

Stroh, principal planner for 
his county, said that Fairfax 
County lies between Loudoun 
County and the District of 
Columbia. It experienced 
steady growth which began in 
the 1950's, when the 
population jumped from 
100,000 to 250,000. Now at

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Developers outline 


future county plans 


Mainly responsible for the 
necessity of a growth 
conference for Shelby County 
is the influx of some 45,000 
people expected to populate 
several planned developments 
within the next several years, 

Representgstives of 
developers whose projects 
could well double the county's 
population by 1990, were 
given a chance to bring local 
citizens up-to-date on their 
plans at the Shelby County 
Conterence on growth held in 
Pelham last Tuesday and 
Wednesday nights 

Juck Bramer of Daniel 
Realty Corporation said that 
plans are still in the works for a 
large tract purchased by the 
company in 1971. The 
property is located in the 
vicinity of Cahaba Valley Road 
and U.S. Highway 280 

Some 1,500 of the 7,800 
acres originally purchased have 
been sold, Bramer said, leaving 
6.300 to be developed. Plans 
call for 34 percent of the land 


to be developed as residential 
area, another 34 percent left in 
open 
commercial use, and the 
remainder for golf 
Upon completion, the 
development will contain 
4,200 living units with some 
12,600 people inhabiting them, 
Bramer said 

The Daniel official pledged 
that the developer has plans to 
“make sure that U. S. 280 
would not turn into a 
commerical nightmare” and he 
alluded to what has happened 
along many areas of Highway 
31 in south Jefferson and 
northern Shelby Counties 

Mike Hannon, speaking for 
Fletcher Properties, said that 
the Inverness developer 
anticipates 3,500 dwelling 
units when the entire project, 
which encompasses 1,500 
acres, has been completed 
These will include homes, 
apartments, and 
condominiums 

The Inverness development, 
which is partially completed, 
also includes golf courses, 
tennis, a country club, and 
sales and administrative offices, 
Hannon said 

Jim Martin, golf pro for the 
Riverchase development now 
under construction, said the 
Harbert-Equitable joint venture 
will bring residences, a 
shopping mall, a 
“revolutionary” nursing home 
businesses and 
Harbert 
Company headquarters, golf 
courses, club, a 
20-acre lake and an estimated 
25,000 people into the area by 
1985. Some 15,000 of these 
are expected to live on the

Moore, “Birmingham had one 
of the largest bottling works in 
the country. One of the 
Hutchison Coca-Cola bottles 
we found was made in 
Birmingham in 1883 and is 
worth about $350.” 

The Moores also have one of 
the first bottles that Coke was 
put in. It was made in 
Vicksburg, Miss 

“Calera and Columbiana 
both had bottling works at one 
time” revealed Mrs. Moore, 
“but we've never dug a Shelby 
County bottle.” However, they 
acquired both a 
Columbiana bottle anda W.M 
Dunn bottle from Calera

Troopers check unsafe vehicles 


During a six month period 
more than 123,000 vehicles 
have been checked at random 
inspection points set up by 
State Troopers in each of the 
state’s 18 patrol posts, according 
to Colonel E,. C. Dothard, 
Department of Public Safety 
Director. 

“Removing unsafe vehicles 
and drivers from the road is 
one of the ways the number of 
traffic accidents and injuries 
can be minimized,” he said 
“The random inspections 
which we started March | have 
resulted in more than 4,000 


arrests and over 10,000 
warnings. 
““Of those arrested, 967 


were for equipment violations 
including improper brakes,

lights, mufflers, turn signals 


and miscellaneous vehicle 
defects. Warnings issued for 
these violations totalled 


10,688,” he said. 

The drinking driver and the 
reckless driver are also targets 
for the “Stay Alive in °75” 
campaign.

When | was growing up in 
the country squirrel 
hunting was always my 
favorite kind of hunting 
The freshness, quiet and 
beauty of the woods on an 
early Fall morning was to 
me the most appealing part 
of it 

For those who like to 
“still hunt’ for squirrels 
the most ideal time is a 
bright October morning 
right after a soft soaking 
rain. The wet leaves make 
it easy to slip up on the 
sharp-eared little bushy 
tailed creatures, while the 
crisp clean air makes it 
easier to spot the squirrel’s 
quick movements throught 
the trees 

For ‘‘still hunting,’ 
squirrels, you need to be in 
the woods before the 
roosters even think of an 
nouncing the crack of dawn 

Dress warmly, and find 
yourself a comfortable spot 
to sit down. with a good 
vantage point overlooking 
some fruitful hickory trees 
where the tell-tale signs of

gnawed hickernuts around 
the base of the trees reveal 
that squirrels have found 
the nuts also 

In the quiet of the early 
morning, you can soon hear 
the bark of the squirrels as 
they dart throught the trees, 
rustling branches now and 
then 

(nee you spot vour vic- 
tim, keep him in your gun 
Sights until he ‘rots into 
range before you pull the 
trigger 

That “clump” on the 
ground tells vou that you've 
hit your mark So you pick

“Shelby County farms that 
develop severe damage to 
farmland as a result of a 
natural disaster may readily 
receive financial assistance for 
repairs through USDA’s 
Emergency Conservation 
Measures (ECM) program,” 
Oland D. Smith, Shelby 
County ASCS Executive 
Director, said on Monday of 
this week. 

“We're trying to alert all 
farmers that timely assistance 
can be made available 
sometimes within a day or so - 
in case of emergency,” Smith 
said. “The aid can be quite 
rapid because the damage does 
not have to be widespread, and 
the official evaluation of need 
will be made on an individual 
farm basis. We'd like to restore 
the farmland to a productive

Smith indicated that a 
farmer may receive up to 80 
of the cost of repairs through 
the ECM program, and his 
eligibility is determined by the 
extent and type of damage, 
and his capability to 
rehabilitate the damaged areas. 


“*Farmers should contact 
the county office promptly 
when they wish to learn if they 
qualify for assistance to restore 
their damaged land,” Smith 
emphasized 

The 80% of cost for disaster 
damage may be received for 
removing debris from the 
farmland; grading, shaping or 
releveling severely damaged 
farmland: restoring permanent 
fences; and restoring 
conservation structures and 
other similar installations, 
Smith said. Emergency wind 
erosion control and drought 
measures are also available in 
areas Where drought conditions 
develop 

Evaluations of farms 
requesting assistance are made 
by the ASC Committee to 
determine if the damage is 
unusual in character and i@not 
the type which would recur 
frequently. 

Applicants for the ECM 
program will be given equal 
consideration without regard 
to race, color, sex, creed of 
national origin.

Calera’s industries and major 
businesses are linked to its 
location.Loeated on Highway 31. 25, 


Interstate 65, and ut the junction of two 
major railroads, the town offers a lot to 
heavy industry and businesses dependent 
on good transportation 

Business and Industry alsu seem to be 
attracted to Calera because it has not yet 
turned into a commercial strip as 


Birmingham moves southward. The 
availability of land and building rentals 
also attracts industries to Calera, 
Transportation seems to be the major 
factor in Calera’s economic outlook, even 
from its earliest days. The important 
mineral concerns in the Calera area even 
rely on the trucking and railroad lines 
Martin-Marictta Cement, Vulcan 
Materials, and Hill Concrete and Supply 
Company are leaders in the excavation of 


Railroads, lime sparked

Editor's Note: Calera native Barbara

incorporated in the Society's history of 
Shelby County. 

The following is a condensed excerpt 
from her upcoming book, taken from 
chapters on the 1850's and the Civil War 


The Railroad Arrives 


A major event in the history of Calera 
was the arrival of the first railroad. 
Chartered March 4, 1848, the Alabama 
and Tennessee River Railroad Company 
made plans to build a line in three parts 
from Selma to the Coosa River along 4 
route through Montevallo, Calera, Shelby 
Springs and Columbiana; from the Coosa 
River to Gadsden; and from Gadsden to 
the Tennessee River, 

Completion of the line to the Coosa 
was expected by January, 1855, and to 
Jacksonville by December of that year, 
However, bad weather, the scarcity and 
high cost of labor, and the lack of capital 
caused delays in construction. With work 
beginning in 1851 the track was laid only 
as far as Montevallo by. July 4, 1853, 
when the county staged a big celebration 
for the event, Montevallo for a time 
remained the northern terminus until 
operations were resumed after December 
12, 1853. 

Sometime between January of 1854 
and June 15, 1855, the tracks were laid in 
Cwera, The first railroad to penetrate 
central Alabama was slowly laid, rail by 
rail to Calera in 1854, to the Coosa by 
1855, 

The coming of the ‘iron horse’ made 
great changes in the country, Cotton 
from Talladega County and from east 
Shelby County that had previously been 
sent south through Wetumpka was now 
shipped by rail through Shelby. County

via Calera to Selma 
Calera Gets Its Name 


Only a few families lived in Calera in 
early 1850, but when the railroad arrived 
lime workers came in to settle there, The 
place became known as Line Kiln or 
Lime Station, an appropriate label for 
what must have been merely a dusty 
railroad stop near a lime kiln and a few 
rude dwellings built in the clearing 

How the sparsely populated 
community acquired the Spanish name 
Calera (the Spanish comes from the Latin 
word ‘calx’ meaning lime) may never be 
known. Perhaps among the few treasured 
possessions of 4 farmer was @ 
Spanish dictionary, although a Latin 
dictionary would have been more likely, a 
relic from his interrupted and meager 
education back Seeking a more 
sophisticated title for his residence then 
‘Lime Kiln, the farmer, one can imagine, 
looked up the word ‘lime’ in his 
dictionary and dubbed the small 
community "Calera,’ 

Or possibly a Spanish= speaking 
traveler, passing through the rural hamlet 
one day on the train or stage, was 
overheard to repeat the strange word 
‘calera’ which was quickly repeated and 
mimicked by the local population until it 
became associated with the place itself, 

Apparently not everybody was 
satisfied with the name of Calera for in 
1882 some citizens proposed 4 change in 
the town’s name to Kiln-Dare. 

While the lime industry gave the village 
its name and played a dominant role in 
Culera’s history, in the 1850's the 
industry was still in its infancy, Great 
quantities of lime rock existed in the 
area, but methods for quarrying it at that 
time were crude, The scarcity of labor 
and the absence of capital were other 
factors retarding the growth of the lime 
business, Not until after the war did lime 
become an important commodity 
contributing to the rapid growth of the 
town,

mineral wealth around Calera, and each 
has # huge convoy of trucks and transport 
vehicles. 

Trucking itself is heavily concentrated 
around Calera, With only one 
exception,every major trucker in Shelby 
County is head-quartered in Calera 
Southern Haulers, Matlack, McCombs, 
Schwerman Trucking, and Hornady 
Brothers Truck Lines all play their part in 
Calera’s economy. Even U-Haul has an 
outlet there 

As an important center of rail 
transport, Calera still has little 
competition in the county. Southern 
Railway and the Louisville and Nashville 
cross at the Calera depot, One of the 
town’s major industries, ABEX, is noted 


for the manufacture of railroad 
brake-shoes, 
Calera also has the only 


regularly-scheduled bus stop. The 
Greyhound line formerly stopped in 
Alabaster as well, but now its only 
scheduled stop is at a drug store on main 
Street 

The town has several companies 
dependent upon auto travelers. New cars 
are sold, along with used cars, and even 
salvaged car parts. There are several auto 
parts stores, garages and towing services, 
and the Clara-Neal Motel which depend 
on auto travelers, 

And related to cars and transportation 
is of course highways, Calera has the 
district headquarters of the Alabama 
Highway Department, along with a paving 
company, Central Alabama Paving & 
Construction. 

Also in town is a motorcycle shop, a 
mobile home sales company, a cab 
company, and other industries dependent 
on transportation. 

Closely related to the other industries 
mentioned is the construction firms 
involved with building huge structures. 
Between Hetz, Barnett, Hulon, and Cadle 
Construction, as well as Thompson

“No hospital administrator in Alabama 
whose reputation is on the line in front of 
his employees would dream of coming 
out this well,” Dr. Stephen Palmer 
commented after 24 department heads 
and employees of Shelby Memorial 
Hospital expressed their support for 
Black to the board of directors, Only two 
persons were noncommital in their 
comments

Matthews presses 


for phone improvements

Cecil Matthews apparently wants 
better telephone service in Pea Ridge 
without any further delay 

On October 30 he entered a ‘motion 
to dismiss’ in the Circuit Court of 
Montgomery County, asking the court to 
dismiss the latest appeal made by South 
Central Bell, 

Briefly, the background of the matter 
is that the Public Service Commission 
ordered SCB to improve the telephone 
service in Pea Ridge at a hearing August 
8. On September 5 the telephone 
company appealed the order. SCB was 
also granted a rate increase by the PSC, 
but claims the increase is not sufficient to 
provide adequate service throughout the 
system. 

Matthews’ motion to dismiss the SCB 
appeal charges in effect, that the 
telephone company should under law, 
consider the Pea Ridge applications ‘top 
priority.’’ He says there are 43 
applications for initial telephone service 
at Pea Ridge and 75 applications for 
better grades of service. 

Matthews’ motion cites the law 
extensively and says the SCB is denying 
service as a “pressure tactic” to secure 
rate increases, 

He charges the company with spending 
money for advertising, social club dues 
for executives, public opinion surveys and 
night club dues, yet not improving service 
at Pea Ridge. 

Matthews is a graduate of the 
University of Montevallo who is studying 
law in Birmingham, He has made his 
home in the Aldenwood area of Pea 


Ridge for the past two or three years. The 
community is a few miles 
Montevallo. Last winter Matthews led a 
drive to incorporate Pea Ridge into a

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Administrators 


fail to please all

The job of hospital administrator is considered to 
require one of the greatest balancing acts of any 
occupation. 

A hospital administrator has to please hundieds of 
people while at the same time operating a hospital that can 
cope with life and death emergencies, 

The administrator answers to a board of directors 
But his actions must also satisfy everyone who uses the 
hospital: doctors, nurses, employees, patients and the 
relatives of patients - and in the case of public hospitals. 
the taxpayers. 

The life and death nature of hospital work almost 
requires that staff members have a strong individualism and 
a big ego. They must have the ability to think foi 
themselves and to make quick decisions. 

Yet the administrator must have the know-how to 
inspire all these strong personalities 10 work together as a 
team. And he must also keep a constant eye on the ledger 
sheet to control the enormous costs of running a hospital 

The job of administrator comes with buill4n- 
explosives. 

Shelby Memorial Hospital has not been immune to 
the administrator discontent syndrome. 

Seven different persons have served as administrators 
or acting administrators since the hospital first broke 
ground in 1958. Only two have served for periods of longer 
than two years. Pressures of the work itself or pressures 
from dissident groups have led to most of the resignations. 

In the most famous case. the board of directors 
backed the administrator through swirls of complaints from 
the medical staff, nurses and many other employees, It was 
only after the majority of nurses and employees refused to 
work (and kept up their work stoppage for three months) 
that the board finally accepted the administrator's 
resignation. But the board required the resignation of the 
laboratory director at the same time as a way of appeasing 
all sides in the conflict. Some of the bad feelings left over 
from that episode are still remembered today, and most 
people who went through the ordeal prefer not to talk 
about it, 

Since that time, everyone connected with the hospital 
has seemed to go an extra mile to cooperate with one 
another, and to work at building a good public image for 
the hospital, in addition to delivering good health care to 
the patients. 

That is why last week’s board decision caught 
everyone by surprise. The general public and most of the 
hospital staff were stunned when the board voted 64 to ask 
for Chester Black's resignation. Black 
administrator for six and a half years. 

No formal complaints had been filed by any known 
group and the move seemed to come from within the board 
itself. Those who voted to ask for the resignation gave no 
reason other than comments as “We've outgrown him,” and 
“It was just my judgment.” 

Members of the various professional groups who work 
within the hospital almost immediately rallicd to Black's 
defense and made preparations to defend him at the 
specially called board meeting on November 4 

During Black’s tenure, the hospital converted the 
nursing home to hospital beds, up-graded service, and tas 
just completed a massive $5 million expansion and addition 
program.

“We do quite a bit of marriage 
ounseling,” he noted, “and we work 
vith children who may have some 
oroblems, We orient our services to 
inyone who has problems, whether they 
ire emotional, behavioral or mental, 

“Our description of mental health is 
very broad,” he continued. “Many people 
iook at our center as a place that treats 
mental illness and nothing else.” This

Services offered by the agency come 
under eight main headings, Jackson said. 
These include Outpatient Services, 
Pre-care, Emergency Aid, After Care, 
Consultation and Education Services, 
Indigent Drug Program, Day Care for the

Treatment Program 
The outpatient program, Jackson 


explained, involves the use of counseling 
or therapy, as needed by the client 
Pre-care, he said, is designed to assist 
individuals and their families in cases 
where committal to a mental facility has 
become necessary.

A registered pharmacist is on duty on 
u part-time busis, the director said, to 
carry out the Indigent Drug program, 
This service provides, for a small 
dispensing fee, drugs prescribed in certain 
“These are just those oriented 
toward behavioral and emotional 
difficulties,” Jackson pointed out. 

Help for the mentally retarded is 
presently available in the form of two day 
care centers, one in Clanton and one in 
Siluria, These offer training for retarded 
persons ages 15 and up. The emphasis in 
dealing with these clients “is more on 
education than therapy,” Jackson noted 

Still in the planning stages, but 
expected to be unveiled soon, is a day 
treatment program being set up by staff 
member Scott Felkins, A large room in

Calera school emphasizes self-instruction 


No “wool gathering”

“Self instruction” is the name of 
the game, at one of Shelby County’s four 
private schools 

Students at Calera Christian School 
don't do any “wool gathering” during a 
teacher's lecture because subjects are 
learned through self-instruction 

According to principal Charles 
Coleman, students are given diagnostic 
tests when they enroll at the school and 
ure placed at their proper grade level. 
They then may progress at their own 
speed he said 

The school. which was begun by the 
16th Street Baptist Church in 1973 is 
located a half block from the church, and 
is now Supporting, Rev. Melvin 

leman is the church's pastor, 

Students in grades three through 
twelve are scated in a 25°x65° room called 
the learning center which can accomodate 
160 students. Here they study in their

Tapes are also used by the students, 
mainly in social studies and science, If a 
student has a problem or any question 
about a subject, a teacher will take the 
Student to a table and work with him 
individually, so there’s never any feeling 
of embarrasment about not 
understanding something Coleman said. 
There is one teacher for each 20 students. 

Music is the only subject that is taught 
in the traditional method. The school has 
a music room with a piano and organ 
where students receive both instrument 
and voice training. 

The school began a sports program this 
year with a flag football team. They are 
also hoping to engage in basketball.

Uncle Tom’ 


The most popular melodrama of the 
19th centrury, the American play 
UNCLE TOM’S CABIN, will be revived 
for a six-day run by the University of 
Montevallo Theatre. The play, based on 
Harriet Beecher Stowe’s novel, will be 
presented in Reynolds Theatre on the UM 
vampus Nov, 20 through 25 

W. T. Chichester, director of theatre at 
Montevallo, believes that this is the first 
time in history that UNCLE TOM’S 
CABIN has been produced in the state of 
Alabama, despite the play’s long and 
illustrious history 

In his “Three Hundred Years of 
American Theatre and Drama,” Dr. Garft 
Wilson says of the play: “Following its 
premiere in Troy, N. Y., in 1852, it ran 
for 100 nights in that city, which had a 
population of only 30,000. After its 
premiere in New York City at the 
National Theatre on July 18, 1853, it ran 
almost 300 performances and during 
some weeks was played three times a day 

“At one time, five playhouses in New 
York and an equal number in London 
were presenting the play simultaneously 
By 1854 traveling companies performing 
the plav in tents were blanketing the 


country with the exception of the Deep 
South. By 1879, after hibernating for the 
duration of the Civil War, the play was 


being toured by 49 traveling companies 

“By 1889, 500 traveling companies 
were presenting it. The countries of 
western Europe, from Denmark to Spain, 
joined in the craze for the play. In 1901 a 
spectacular New York production used 
200 singers and dancers and 18 gigantic 
sets.

Later as the town grew and residents 
became more affluent, Federal and 
Victorian styles of architecture were 
favored, Employees of the railroad 
companies who made their homes in 
Calera lived in company owned section 
houses, many of which still stand. 

The few families living at Calera before 
the war must have been a strong breed. 
For most of them farming - clearing the 
land, planting, tending and_ harvesting 
their crops - was a way of life, The work 
was hard, but there was little stress after 
the initial adjustment, and the pace of life 
was slow. 


War Clouds on the Horizon 


The impending war was to change this 
pattern of life, however. In the carly 
stages of the War Between the States, 
people in Calera felt far removed from 
the conflict, the major battles and events 
of the war itself. But this cataclysmic 
event in American history made itself 
known to the most remote areas of the 
country through conscription and a

at that time, three times a week. 

Because it was the railroad center of 
Shelby County, Calera was important 
during the war, Located on the Alabama 
and Tennessee River Railroad, a major 
thoroughfare for shipping coal and iron 
to Selma, and on the South and North 
Railroad, though an uncompleted line at 
that time, Calera was a major traffic point 
for the shipment of war supplies. 

As the war continued, however, the 
railroads were heavily damaged. By 1864 
with lands in north Alabama devastated 
and laid waste by, Union armies and with 
much of the civilian population destitute, 
the railroads had practically ceased to 
function. 


Shelby County is Invaded 


When Wilson began his raid through 
central Alabama in the spring of 1865, 
little opposition from Confederate 
torces impeded his progress. Wilson's 
orders were to destroy “stores, 
factories, mines, and iron works in 
that section.” From March 28 until 
April 1, Wilson drive his troops from 
Elyton into Shelby County. 

With one of Forrest's brigades 
decoyed toward Mississippi by a Union 
brigade the only Confederate 
Opposition to Wilson’s drive was 
Patterson's regiment north of 
Montevallo and Confederate cavalry 
under Roddy, Adams, and Crossland 
south of Montevallo. This opposition 
resulted in several skirmishes with the 
Confederates routed in both cases. 


From Montevallo Wilson sent out 
detachments on March 30 to destroy 
the Columbiana and Bibb Iron works 
While no complete account describing 
the exact details of this action has 
been found, the troops sent to 
Columbiana most likely passed 
through Calera where they most 
assuredly received no opposition

Newspapers chart county history 


Several published in Calera through the years 


by Barbara Baker Roberts 

Several newspapers have been 
published in Calera over the years:'The 
Shelby Sentinel.’ the ‘Tariff and Labor 
Advocate.” the ‘Farmers’ Alliance,’ the 
‘Shelby News,’ the ‘Calera Journal.’ all of 
the nineteenth century: and the ‘Calera 
News.’ ‘The Shelby County Review,’ and 
‘The Calera Independent,’ published in 
the twentieth century, 


The earliest of these, ‘The Shelby 
Sentinel,’ formerly called ‘The Shelby 
Guide,” was first published by P. T. 
Wagner in Columbiana in 1875, When the 
paper was about one vear old Wagner and 
N, A, Graham. brother-in-laws, formed a 
partnership. and moved its offices to 
Calera in late 1833. They acquired new 
headquarters upstairs in the Holcomb 
building on the corner of Montgomery 
Avenue and Gardner Street, today the 
corner of Seventeenth Avenue and 
Highway 31, where Bowden's Furniture 
Company was formerly located 

‘The Shelby Sentinel’ had a circulation 
of about seven hundred and was 
described as a “live, progressive, local 
paper -- a Sentinel truly watchful of the 
people's interests.”’ Its political leanings 
were Democratic. Early in 1886 P, T 
Wagner sold his interest in the paper to 
John S. Leeper, and about the same time

Two other newspapers were published 
in Calera about this time (1887), One was 
the ‘Farmers’ Alliance.” but no extant 
copies of this publication have been 
found, The other was the ‘Tariff and 
Labor Advocate.’ a newspaper published 
during its brief existence by the Labor 
Advocate Publishing Company in 1887. It 
boasted having the largest circulation of 
any weekly paper in the state and of 
being the only “independent paper 
published in this county,” The editorial 
policy was “to give expression to the 


wants, wishes, and aspirations of the 
workers, whether of hand or brain. of 
field or factory. of city or county, and 
without fear or favor.” 

Being pro tariff and pro labor, the 


‘Advocate’ opposed foreign trade and 
encouraged home production of textiles 
and other goods. W. H. Davidson from 
Cullman was editor and manager 
Subscription rates were $1.00 a year. 


N. A. Graham resigned his post. H. ¢ 
McCall continued publication, but the 
paper’s size had to be reduced because

Contents of newspapers ran the 
gamut from local news to state, national, 
and international news items, with state 
and county politics the favorite topic, 
especially during election The 
largest amount of printing was 
given to extravagant advertisements.

Serials, anecdotes, and humorous 
items were interspersed throughout the 
paper. Humor might appear anywhere, 
For example, it was reported that a 
Calera lady, commenting on an upcoming 
Bibb County election, stated that all nine 
candidates for sheriff should be elected, 
each given a good deputy, and then 
maybe lawlessness in that county could 
be controlled.

further detense it accused the ‘Chronicle’ 


harping on personal and insignificant 
matters, and denied an accusation by 
the’Chronicle’ without giving credit. 

The ‘Journal’ declared that it didn't 
even receive the Chronicle’ and had to 
borrow a copy to read what that paper 
had to say about the ‘Journal's’ first 
issue. No doubt the ‘Journal’ made itsel!

it ridiculeda comment appearing in the

show marked increase 


Traffic fatalities on Shelby County's 
roads and highways are three times us 
high this year, compared to the same 
period in 1974 

Eighteen persons have lost their lives 
on Shelby County highways so far this 
year. At this same date last year, the 
death count stood at six. 

The statistics are released this week by 
Bill Bradshaw of Calera, Safety Education 
Officer with the Alabama State Troopers 

Figures compiled by Bradshaw also 
show that Troopers have investigated 350 
accidents this year, resulting in 
injuries and 18 deaths. For the same 
period in 1974 Troopers investigated 315 
accidents resulting in 147 injuries and six 
deaths

The Shelby County 
unanimously refused to apply for a grant 
from the Law Enforcement Protection 
Agency for a work-release program for

The action Monday's 
Commission meeting. It was the first time

Lack of money in the tight county 
budget and the feeling that the county 
does not need the program were the chief 
reasons advanced for the move. The grant 
would have involved a $90,000 program, 
with $2,500 spent by the county 

Commissioner Hoyt Blalock said, 
“There are so many people out here who 
can't get a job. Nobody’s trying to help 
them get jobs and they haven't 
committed a crime. The county already 
has a prisoner program with two or three 
prisoners a day, We could take care of up 
to 20 on the program we have. LEPA 
money is still taxpayers’ money, and I 
don’t believe in wasting the taxpayers’ 
money for something we don’t need.” 

J. Alpha Lowe of Vincent seconded 
Blalock’s motion. All four Commissioners 
voted together, 

Sheriff Red Walker had wanted the 
program. When he heard the Commission 
had turned it down he came into the 
room and said the wording of the 
recently passed law required the county 
to put a work-release program into effect

According to the latest Commerce 
Department statistics, there are some 830 
residents of Shelby County who are 
making their living from their own 
businesses or professions. 

They are the storekeepers, the 
doctors, the farmers, the contractors, the 
gas station owners and such. 

Being self-employed, they no longer 
have such problems as getting and holding 
a job. Instead, they have other 
problems-—meeting the monthly rent bill, 
labor costs, supplies, sales volume and 
competition.

A law signed during this year's tag 
buying season will benefit disabled 
veterans when they learn about it but it 
will tause some extra bookkeeping for 
Probate Judges due to the fact that they 
will have to refund $13.00 the disabled 
vetergn paid for the tag. Act 1237, signed 
into daw Oct. 10, gives anyone with a 
Service connected disability of ten per 
cent Of more a free passenger car tag. 

The free tag applies only to a 
passenger car and the tax on the vehicle 
still has to be paid. 

The Jaw, if we understand it, also 
applies to active reservists. They must 
however present a statement from their 
commanding officer and swear they are 
residents of Alabama to receive the 
$13.00 refund, 

The law went into effect when it was 
signed Oct. 10. Those purchasing a tag 
before this date will not be eligible for 
the refund of $13.00 this year but next 
year those eligible for this consideration 
may claim it.

‘Mental institutions are only for dangerous’

Many citizens probably don’t realize 
that law enforcement personnel and 
mental health professionals work closely 
with each other on certain types of cases. 

Because of this and, believing that 
the officers might benefit from more 
understanding of criminal behavior, staff 
members at the Chilton-Shelby Mental 
Health Center in Calera conducted a law 
enforcement seminar last week. 

Invitations to participate in the 
Thursday morning session went to the 
Shelby County Sheriff's Department and 
police departments of municipalities 
throughout the county, 

Most contact between law personnel 


and mental health workers comes when a 
person facing legal or criminal charges 
must be committed to a mental 
institution, said 
Jerry Jackson. 
“If there are criminal charges against 
them, we are in a little bit of a sticky 
situation,” he commented, He added, 
however, that he and his staff have always 
received complete cooperation from 
persons in the sheriffs department, 


Jackson familiarized those attending 
with steps involved in an involuntary 
committal, pointing out that the final 
decision in such matters depends on the 
outcome of a hearing scheduled by a

“Committals can 
only be done by a court,” he said. “It is 
now a legal rather than medical decision,” 
Laws governing these committals are 
frequently changed, he added, 

Some situations require emergency 
committals, Jackson went on. In these 
cases, when a subject's actions prove to 
be too dangerous for the safety of a 
family or community, the procedure can 
be stepped up. Commenting that Shelby 
County Probate Judge Conrad M. Fower 
“has been very cooperative on emergency 
committals,” Jackson said some have 
been carried out in as little as four or five 
hours. 

A hearing follows at a later date, the 
director pointed out, 

Before committal proceedings are 
started, someone must submit a petition 
requesting a person’s committal to a 
mental institution. This is filed with a 
probate judge and, in come cases, the 
judge, law enforcement officials and 
mental health workers are all involved, 
Jackson said 

“The petitioner must prove that the 
person is mentally ill and poses a 
substantial threat to others. You have to 
prove there is a real and present threat of 


substantial harm in having a person 
committed,” he emphasized, 
It must also be proven that 


committal is the only alternative in 
making treatmen: available to the person, 
he said, explaining that at the court 
hearing, the subject if provided an 
attorney if he is financially unable to 
retain one himself 

If the verdict is to have the person 
institutionalized, the sheriffs department 
is notified to take him to Bryce Hospital, 
where all cases from this area are sent, 
Jackson said 

“We work closely with the sheriff's 
department.”’ he told the lawmen 
“Hardly a day goes by that Doug Erwin 
(mental health worker in the center's 
Columbiana office) is not called to see 
someone at the jail.” 

On occasion, Jackson said, he has 
answered calls to the jail himself and been 
able to enlist the cooperation of prisoners

by just talking with them. “It is amazing 
how often this works,” he observed, 

There is now a tendency to treat the 
mentally ill in their home communities as 
much as possible, Jackson said. “The 
philosophy is that people don’t get sick in 
institutions and they are not going to get 
well there. Mental institutions should 
only be for people who are really 
dangerous.” 

Only a small percentage of persons 
with psychological disorders are 
dangerous, Jackson continued, saying, 
“That may be hard for you to believe, 
because you have only been exposed to 
those who are.” 

He told the men that if a person 
whom they arrest becomes difficult to 
handle and is suspected to be mentally 
disturbed, the arresting officer should try 
to find out if the subject is on some type 
of psychotrophic medication. If so, 
Jackson said, it should be administered as 
promptly as possible. 

He added that he and members of 
the staff are available to help in such 
cases any time they are needed and he 
encouraged those at the meeting to call 
the Calera center’s phone number at any 
hour. A recording will direct them to the 
person taking calls after office hours, 
Jackson explained. 

Jim Slater, Co-director of Clinical 
Services for Chilton County, discussed 
referrals and asked those participating to 
urge persons whose psychotic behavior 
may be responsible for their getting into 
trouble to seek help from the mental 
health centers. 

Slater explained that fees are based 
on income, and are designed to make 
assistance available to anyone who necds 
it 

Others who spoke included Erwin 
and Social Worker Ron Kendall. 

Officers at the meeting expressed 
appreciation for information they had 


gained and Jackson assured them that 
further sessions of this type will be 
planned.

request came in When the budget for the 
year was already set and there is no 
surplus fund allowed in the budget this 
year, 

Another point Fowler made was that 
the bill as passed by the legislature was a 
“general bill of local application” which 
would be unconstitutional if any county 
took it to court, 

Walker argued the point that Shelby 
County operates with several such bills. 

Commissioner Lowe said, “We never 
were conferred with before the legislature 
passed this.” Commissioner Doug Ballard 
told the Sheriff, “Sl remember 
(Representative) Sonny Moore saying he 
would consult with us first before passing 
any bill affecting the county,” 

Walker argued, “You approved an 
LEPA grant last week,” 


Fowler replied, “Not one that wasn’t 
in the budget.” 

The work-release program that 
Sheriff Walker wanted vould have added 
three persons to his department at a cost 
of $27,000 per year. Equipment asked 
for was a 12 passenger van, an 
automobile, mobile radios, a portable 
printing calculator, three desks and 
typewriters, 

The idea behind work-release is to 
get prisoners outside jobs during the day 
and to require them to return to jail every 
evening. 

Before the vote was taken, Chairman 
Fowler read letters he had requested from 
three counties that are operating such 
programs, Dallas and Marengo Counties 
reported they did not add any staff to 
run their programs, Autauga County 
added three persons, Dallas County has

Davenport and Farris said that the 
tank will be painted inside and out before 
water is pumped in. A new process will 
make it unnecessary to rinse out the tank 
as is commonly done before putting one 
into use, 

In order to get water up the hill to 
the new tank, anew pumping station was 
built several hundred feet down from the 
reservoir, near the new Highway 31 
bridge. The concrete and steel 
pumphouse will contain two pumps with 
automatic relays which will cut them off 
in case of pipe breakage or turn on one 
pump if the other fails. 

This small booster station was built 


with city labor, since.the Water Board* 


thought it unnecessary to let contracts on 
such a small job. Also the 20-year-old 
Board was more than capable of handling 
that portion of the project. 

W. M. Farris said that he feels that 
Alabaster has a lot to be proud of due to 
the accomplishments of the Board. The 
water and gas works was incorporated in 
May of 1955, In twenty years they have 
expanded their coverage from a few 
hundred customers to 2,800 water and 
1,700 gas users. 

The original Board members in 1955 
were Farris, Grady Jones, and K. B. 
Nickerson. Current members of the Board 
are chairman W. M. Farris, Dan Gillis, and 
city councilmen Dan Acker, Acie 
Langston, and Wayne Lucas. Davenport 
works full time as mayor and 
superintendent of the Water and Gas 
Board.

Three eyewitnesses to the hijack - 
kidnap did not want to get involved.So 
they didn't say anything when they saw 
two men wearing long blond wigs jam a 
sawed off shotgun into the ribs of the 
drug truck driver and order him into the 
truck 

The scene took place at the front 
entrace to Shelby Memorial Hospital 
Monday at 3:30. Walker Drug Company, 
a wholesale firm from Birmingham, was 
delivering drugs to the hospital's 
pharmacy. The driver, Charles Brown, 
was returning to the truck after delivering 
the hospital's order, which consisted of 
“a general assortment of items - no hard 
stuff,”’ according to a pharmacy 
spokesman, 

The hijackers were waiting for him. 

After forcing him into the truck, 
they sped to Highway 31 and headed 
toward Pelham. A green and white 
Maverick automobile followed. 

The first the police knew about it 
was when the truck driver jumped out of 
the truck at the traffic light in Pelham, 
escaping his captors. By the time he could 
notify the authorities, the hijackers had 
disappeared, truck, Maverick and all 

Alabaster, Pelham and county units 
joined in the chase and investigation, All 
points bulletins went out for the vehicles 
and the men, ’ 

The police took Brown back to the 
hospital for treatment of the bruises and 
scratches he received in his jump. There 
he outlined his ordeal and described the 
men 

Then the authorities found the 
eyewitnesses, who had been on their way 
to visit relatives when the event occurred, 
They confirmed the kidnap - hijack story 
as related by Brown. + 

About four hours later, Pelham 
Police Officers J. O. Payne and J. J. 
Bailey, found the truck, parked behind 
the Pelham First Baptist Church, where 
the hijackers had apparently abandoned it 
in panic after Brown made his escape, 

The truck had been scheduled to 
make deliveries at about 12 drugstores 
after leaving the hospital according to 
company spokesman Phil Walker, and 
most of the boxed supplies were still in it. 


A company representative went to 
Alabaster Tuesday morning to check the 
invoices against the supplies in the truck 

When Brown jumped from the truck, 
five boxes of drugs fell out with him 
According. to Alabaster Police Officer 
Leroy Davis, four of the were 
returned to the police by passerby, but 
the fifth box was apparently found by 
someone and never turned in 

Phil Walker told the Reporter that 
there were no “Schedule IH” narcotics on 


the truck Monday. The supplies included 


boxes 


mundane drugstore items such as 


toothpaste. There were very few drugs of 


the type that any narcotics addict or

pusher would want 
He said that after the company 


initiated a series of precautionary moves 
three years ago there have been no truck 
thefts. He said, “The drugs and the trucks

An electronically-controlled 
telephone system that will speed the 
placing of nearly all types of long 
distance calls is effective for telephones, 
including coin phones, with a 669 prefix 

“The new service, called Zero-Plus 
Dialing. will allow telephone users to dial 
their own person-to-person, credit card, 
collect and bill-+to-another-nember calls 
with only minimal assistance from the 
Operator,” according to Todd Strange, 
district. manager for South Central Bell. 

With Zero-Plus Dialing, the customer 
must first dial “0” (Operator) and follow 
it immediately with the area code, if 
different from his own. and then the 
number he is calling 

Strange said the new system will 
cut-down considerably the time it takes a 
person to place a long distance call when

Telephone Laboratories and 
manufactured by Western Electric, is one 
result of a long-term effort begun by

U.S. turns away Chilean refugees

WASHINGTON — The big- 
gest roadblock in the way of 
Chilean refugees who want to 
come to the United States, ac- 
cording to high-level sources, 
has been Secretary of State He- 
nry Kissinger 


Presumably, he does not want 
to irritate Chile's military junta 
by appearing overly anxious to 
take in people who are fleeing 
them 


Not until recent weeks has 
Kissinger started to relent. He is 
listening now to his chief Latin 
American specialist, Assistant 
Secretary William Rogers, who 
wants to expedite the flow of 
Chilean refugees to this country. 


Yet the wheels of the rufugee- 
processing bureaucracy con- 
tinue to grind exceedingly 
slowly. The chief stumbling 
block now is the Immigration 
Service which, by law, has to ap- 
prove each refugee who is ad- 
mitted. To date, precious few 
have been processed. 


It has not always been thus, 
Last spring. when hordes of 
South Vietnamese were fleeing 
the invading communists, over 
130,000 refugees were admitted 
to the United States with little 
difficulty. It took only eight to 
ten days, on the average, for 
each of them to obtain a security 
clearance 


Some 26,000 Chileans fled 
their country after the military 
coup which deposed Marxist 
President Salvador Allende in 
September, 1973. Around 12,000 
of them have been resettled in 41 
countries. But the latest figures 
show that the United States in 
September had accepted only 26. 
And these were third-country 
nationals rather than native 
Chileans. 


Two years ago, Sen, Ted Ken- 
nedy, D-Mass., the Senate 
refugee chairman, urged that a 
formal mechanism be set up for 
those wishing to escape the mili- 
tary dictatorship. 


More than a vear later, the 
State Department got around to 
announcing that it had begun 
“consulting” with the Congress 
and Immigration Service on a 
refugee plan 


Henry Kissinger rarely con- 
sults Congress on anything he 
doesn't have to, Critics im- 
mediately suspected it was a 
Stalling tactic, that he would 
rather “consult” than “act.” 


On June 12, 1975, the State 
Department announced that a 
Chilean refugee program had 
formally begun, Four months 
later, not a single Chilean had 
been allowed into the United 
States ander the new plan 


The first refugee finally strag 
gled into San Francisco on Octo- 
ber 18 A review of his State 
Department file. which we have 
obtained. reveals that he has an 
impeccable background and is 
singularly noncontroversial, Why 
it took so long to process his entry 
is dumbfounding 


He is Pedro Huertas Tapia, 
the internal State Department 
documents reveal -- a 20-year- 
old “outstanding medical stu- 
dent” who was named the “best 
Boy Scout in Chile” in 1972. He 
was arrested in September 1974, 
state the documents, “afler some 
unknown person denounced 
him” as a revolutionary 

After finally deciding he 
could come to the U.S. Ameri- 
can authorities visited him in his 
prison cell and told him he 
would be leaving within 24 
hours. But he was not told where 
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he was going until he was on a 
plane out of the country 

As of this writing, an addi- 
tional two refugees have come 
to America -- a grand total of 29 
since the coup of two years ago. 

Clearly, someone in this land 
of the free and home of the 
brave doesnt belheve that 
Chileans who despise the junta 
deserve to live here 

Juggling Act: President 
Ford wants to cut social spend- 
ing and has targeted two pro- 
grams: Social Security and food 
stamps 

The President and the conser- 
vative ideologues around him 
would like to get the govern- 
ment out of both programs. Ad- 
ministration spokesmen have 
thus begun a campaign of criti- 
cism against them 

Statistics critical of the Social 
Security Administration, for ex- 
ample, were recently released 
with great bally-hoo. Of course, 
there are problems with the pro- 
gram. But we have learned that 
the Administration had more 
updated figures which were not 
released because they showed 
improvement in the efficiency of 
the program 

A similar ploy was used with 
the food stamp program. Earlier 
this year. alarming statistics 
were leaked from the 
Agriculture Department. They 
allegedly showed that a high 
number of cheaters were using 
the stamps. What they didn't dis- 
clase was that most of thase so- 
called “cheaters” were people 
who had simply made a clerical 
error on the bureaucratic forms. 
They met the financial qualifica- 
tions, but were termed 
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“cheaters” on a technicality. 

President Ford and his aides, 
to be blunt, are playing fast and 
loose with the truth to suit their 
own ideological purpose. 

Watch On Waste: The 
government is spending at least 
$23,000 annually to have newspa- 
per articles clipped. 

We checked the LI cabinet 
departments in Washington and 
found that many of them use 
clipping services like the Press 
Intelligence Service rather than 
cutting up the magazines and 
newspapers themselves. The 
Department of Justice, for exam- 
ple, spent a total of $9,530 last 
year for the services. 

We found four departments -- 
Interior, Housing and Urban 
Development, Defense and 
Agriculture -- who believe that 
clipping services are a waste of 
money. According to official 
spokesmen, they ask their own 
employees to provide clippings 
instead 

Perhaps a department like 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
which has spent $7,100 on clip- 
ping services since July, should 
take a tip from the Department 
of Agriculture. The bureaucrats 
there subscribe to six newspa- 
pers and do the clipping work 
themselves. 

Rep. Les Aspin is again kick- 
ing up his heels about Pentagon 
spending. The Wisconsin Demo- 
crat discovered that the brass 
hats spent $48 million in the last 
five years to-maintain World 
War Il vintage machine guns.

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Emfinger writes 
from Okinawa 


Editor's Note: Henry Emfinger is an old friend, He grew up 
in Aldrich, attended Montevallo High School and the 
University of Montevallo. His interest in Shelby County 
history is so great that he personally has written two books, 
a history of Aldrich, and a history of the Aldrich Baptist 
Church. Now a Technical Sergeant in the Air Force, he is 
stationed on Okinawa. He sent us the following account 
saying, “Some of our Shelby County friends might have 
fought herc during the war,” expressing the hope that some 
of our readers might enjoy the article. He added, “We 
surely enjoy reading the Reporter. | think we read every 
word (even the want ads). I especially enjoyed your article 
on “Old Cahaba” and the other articles on the history of 
the county and the State. Keep them coming.” Henry's 
wife, Rose, and their children Veronica, Kerry and Rachele 
are with him on the Pacific outpost. We are happy to print 


his account,

During our first year on Okinawa we have seen and 
experienced many diverse things, such as local customs, 
landmarks, typhoons and eating with chop sticks. We have 
also been able to witness a way of life that at times seems 
totally different from our own but also parallel in many 
ways to ours. 

One of the most interesting aspects of my tour of 
duty here has been the opportunity to work directly with 
many of the Okinawans. The secretary in my duty section, 
Mrs. Kikuko Yoshida, has been employed for the past 21 
years in the Naha Air Base Chapel and has given us vital bits 
of information on language, customs, local cuisine and 
historical facts. She has also consented to share her 
os of like on Okinawa during the Second World 

ar. 

During World War Il, Okinawa was the scene of one 
of the most intensive battles in the Pacific. It has grown 
over the years as a strategic location for United States 
military forces and is known as the Keystone of the Pacific. 

The account of Kikuko’s (pronounced Key-ko) 
experience begins in October 1944 when she was 13 years 
old, the time of the American invasion of Okinawa. At this 
time she and her family lived in Oroku Uebaru Village in 
Naha City, Okinawa. They were forced to move from their 
home and live in caves that were on the family property. 
Her three brothers enlisted in the Japanese military and 
were eventually reported killed in action. Her family was in 
a constant state of transition moving from one cave to 
another to prevent American detection. They used 
smokeless fuel to help in their attempts to keep from being 
detected by the Americans. 

During this time constant B-29 raids leveled Naha 
City and destroyed most of the dwellings in the area. 
Unfortunately, these raids also caused many civilian 
casualties. One amusing aspect of this time was the belief 
that Americans could not see at night, thereby prompting 
those dwelling in the caves to make nightly runs for food 
such as vegetables and fruit and also to procure drinking 
water, On one of these nightly journeys to get water, 
Kikuko heard a bonb approaching, dropped the water 
buckets she was carrying, and fell to the ground. The bomb 
fell close to her and covered her back with mud and water, 
She thought she was wounded. Her father continued to 
beckon her to come back to the cave, but thinking she had 
been injured, she was afraid to move. 

On one of the subsequent bomb raids, Kikuko’s 
father was engulfed by the flames of a bomb exploding 
close to the entrance of the cave.and he perished. The 
family prepared the body as best they could, dressing him 
in his best kimono and taking him to the furthest reaches of 
the cave for his final resting place. Many of these tombs or 
caves utilized for burial purposes can still be seen on the 
island and every year there is a great celebration when the 
tombs are visited by the families. 

This festival is called the Obon and lasts for three 
days. They take food to the graves and invite their 

ancestors to their homes for a few days. Each home has an 
altar where the apirit stays during the visit. Incense is 
burned on the altar and food (mostly fruits) is placed there 
for the spirits. At night all the family members go out to 
the festival dance. 

Kikuko invited us to her home for a real Japanese 
dinner after which we saw the dancing under hundreds of 
glowing Japanese lanterns and everyone was dressed in their 
best kimono’s, Kikuko is a Christian and a member of the 
Naha Calvary Baptist Church but in order to keep peace in 
the family she has to go along with the ancestral worship. 

April 1945 brought about an end to the fighting. The 
American victory drove the two Japanese generals on the 
island to commit Hari-Kari. 

Kikuko, her mother and sister and approximately 30 
other women were found by the Americans after the defeat 
and were taken as refugees. The women made themselves as 
unattractive as possible so as not to appear too appealing to 
the American Soldiers. 

These refugees were afraid to eat the food given to 
them by the Americans for fear of poisoning but finally 
after three days of not eating, one of the older mama-sans 
ate some of the food and when the next day proved that 
the food was alright, they ate without fear. Kikuko stated a 
very nice American soldier gave her a Hershey Bar but she 


threw it away when he wasn’t looking for fear it was + 


poisoned, 

When the Okinawans returned to their villages there 
wasn't much left to start with so it was necessary to live in 
tents for over a year. Soon they were able to build grass 
huts and finally almost five years after the war, the 
Okinawans were able to build back their homes that had 
been destroyed. 

The Americans cleaned up all of the rubble and 
restored the area to a condition that could easily be 
prepared for building and reconstruction. Now, some 30 
years later, Naha City, the largest city on the island, is a 
bustling beautiful city and Okinawa is presently the host 
for EXPO 1975 which began in July. 

American influence on the island is still quite 
prevalent especially with the presence of American Forces, 
but Okinawa maintains many of the old customs and is still 
a place of great interest and enjoyment for anyone who 
visits. 

Kikuko is now the only one left of her immediate 
family and is raising a, family of her own. She has been a 
source of great enjoyment and pleasure to me and all the 
others who come in contact with her everyday. She has a 
great desire to visit the United States because she has 
worked with the American people for so long and she 
counts many of them as friends, We are also very grateful to 
all the people of Okinawa for their warm welcome and the 
assistance they are always ready to offer to visitors. 

I sincerely hope this article has been a source of 
enlightment and has given a small glimpse into the life of 
one who has lived through the rigors of war, It is my sole 
purpose to share this interesting story with you, my friends

Alabaster collector specializes in arrowheads 


by Nancy Duncan 

Frank Randall of Alabaster has 
collected some 500 arrowheads, plus 
many other Indian artifacts, during his 15 
years of digging around the state. 

An early find, known as a Folsom 
point, is among his most valuable 
arrowheads and Hariette, his wife, vows 


this discovery is what spurred him on to 


further explorations, 

Not so, Randall declared, saying, “I 
was interested in arrowheads before | 
found that or I wouldn't have been 
looking.” 

The Folsom point, which he now 
uses as a slide on a cord tie, is over 
10,000 years old, he said, a fact revealed 
by the relic’s fluted edges. “It was named 
after Folsom, New Mexico, where they 
found one embedded in the bones of a 
mastodon,” the collector explained. 

Archaeologists “carbon date” the 
various types of arrowheads by testing 
carbon samples found at the digging sites, 
Randall continued. These experts know 
that carbon loses atoms at a certain rate 
and this is how they deduce the ages of 
various artifacts.

tools in Randall’s collection came from 
Limestone County, a choice spot for 
uncovering such treasures, he said. 

Once accumulated, arrowheads must 
be numbered in sequence according to 
when they were found, he pointed out, 
saying, “If it doesn’t have a number on it, 
it is worthless,” 

Randall identifies those in his 
collection by comparing them with 
photographs and descriptions in the many 
books on the subject which he has 
collected during his years as a serious 
artifacts hunter. 


Some of his arrowheads are now on 
display at the Vestavia Public Library and 
Randall commented that he would be 
glad to provide local libraries with similar 
displays for any period of time 

It is unfortunate, he noted, that 
there does not seem to be a lot of good 


digging territory in Shelby County. “I * 


don’t know of any real sites here.” he 
commented. Most of the artifacts in his 
collection came from the banks of the 
Elk River in Limestone County, he said, 


For those who are so. inspired, 
finding arrowheads can be a fascinating 
pastime, he went on. “The Indian 
campsites centered around rivers,” he 
said, “and if you find an open field on 
high ground near a river, this is a good 
place to start looking, 


“The best time to look is right after 
Spring plowing, following a rain.” he 
advised 

Of those found, however, most are 
going to be broken, he added. “It is a 
thrill to find a perfect one, because there 
are not that many left any more.” 
Usually, he said, there are ten to fifteen 
broken arrowheads [i 
located 

The Randalls, who are parents of 
three school-aged children, have lived in

Calera is first round winner

Calera High School's Eagles are the 
first football team in the county to win 
an Alabama High School Athletic 
Association play-off game since the 
play-offs began in 1967, 


No other Shelby County team has 


ever made it past the first round of the 
play-offs. 

The Eagles grabbed the 1A, Region 4 
championship by beating the Marbury 
Bulldogs 22-14 in the first round, 

Early indications were that Calera 
would romp over Marbury. Things looked 
bleak for the visiting Bulldogs. Running 


back Kenny Meeks fumbled to Eagle 
David Smith on the Marbury 43 yard line. 
Calera then went in from there to take a 
6-0 lead. The score was set up by a 26 
yard run by Kenny Dale Cost. Cost then 
took it in from the one to give the Eagles 
their first touchdown of the night. A two 
point conversion attempt was called back 
because of a penalty and a second try 
failed 

Marbury then failed to move the ball 
against the Eagles and was forced to punt. 

Calera took over on the Marbury 40 
and once again marched to paydirt. The 
score was set up by the running of Tim 
Johnson and Cost, Johnson ran 10 yards, 
Cost ran for eight and 14 yards before 
taking it over from the three yard line to 
give Calera a 12-0 lead. Quarterback 
Dusty Ellison passed to Norman 
Washington for the two point conversion 
and the score was 14-0 

Calera blew several golden 
Opportunities to crack the game wide 
open with fumbles and penalties 

Marbury then stalked down to the 
Eagles 15 yard line before being stopped 
cold by the stiff Calera defense. Calera in 
turn could do nothing with the ball and 
had to give the pigskin back to Marbury 
The Bulldogs got their offense moving on 
a four play, 39 yard scoring drive. 
Marbury’s Kenny Carson charged 20 
yards for a Bulldog touchdown, Chuck 
Murphee booted the PAT to close the 
Calera lead to 14-7 with 1:16 left in the 
first half. No forther scoring was done in 
the first stanza 

The second half was an entirely 
different game as Calera made only one 
first down during the third period 
Marbury kept the Eagles pinned down 
inside their own 15 yard line the entire 


score before time ran out as Calera pulled 
out a 22-14 victory, 

“We had all kinds of outstanding 
play from our players, Anytime you win 
a game in the state play-offs everybody's 
outstanding,” commented Calera Head 
Coach Rick Cairns of the Calera effort. 
Standouts for the Eagles were Beaver 
Mobley, who made 10 tackles on defense; 
Sandy Spencer, David Smith, Ronnie 
Franklin, Dale Perry, and Norman 
Washington. “Probably by far the best 
game anybody played on defense was 
Timmy Franks,” remarked Cairns. Franks 
had two interceptions, recovered one 
fumble, and knocked down several passes. 

Offensively, Washington, George 
Roy, Spencer, Mobley, Johnson and Cost 
were eye-catchers. Quarterback Dusty 
Ellison hit § of 8 passes for 38 yards. 

“We never seem to give up: we've got 
a lot of pride and guts. They just keep on 
hustling no matter what happens,”* Cairns 
said of his Eagles in the victory. “We're 
real proud to be the first team in Shelby 
County to win a play-off game (in the 
AHSAA),” Cairns went on to say as the 
Eagles move to the quarter-finals 

Calera faces Clio this Friday night at 
Clio, Clio has been in the play-offs the 
last two years so the southern Alabama 
team can be expected to be tough. “It’s 
going to be tough down there. If hustle 
and believing in yourself wins ball games. 
we have a real good chance. We're looking 
for a big crowd to follow us down there,” 
Cairns said of the upcoming game with 
Clio

Dr. David L. Russell, associate 
professor and chairman the 
Department of Pedodontics, who is 
director of the new Special Patient Care 
Program, said the UAB School is one of 
I] dental schools in the U. S. to which 
the Robert Wood Johnson Foundation 
has committed $4.7 million in grants for 
such programs. UAB’s share is more than 
$430,000. 

“Our program,” Dr. Russell said, “is 
designed to provide special training for 
undergraduate dental students so that the

It is reported had not the Indians 
sensed this dilemma and gone back into 
the woodlands to bring in more turkey, 
venison, lobster, the first 
Thanksgiving Day would have been a 
disaster. As things turned out, there was 
plenty of food and drink to last for the 
three day clambake-barbecue 

Now let’s flip through a few pages of 
history and find out just what that first 
wing-ding was all about.

The executive committee of the 
University of Montevallo’s board of 
trustees has adopted an $8 million budget 
for 1975-76. The budget is the largest in 
the school’s history. 

UM president Dr. Kermit Johnson 
said the increase was prompted by the 
growing UM enrollment of nearly 4,000 
students and the need for additional staft 
This fall the showed a seven 
percent increase in freshman enrollment 
and its largest increase ever in the number 


school 


of junior college transfer students 

Also up this year are operating costs 
due to price advances for utilities, 
supplies and equipment 

The board also granted a cost of 
living salary raise for UM faculty and 
staff. Instructors received a $1 000 yearly 
increase, with higher ranking teachers 
receiving some additional raise. Members 
of the administrative staff, grounds and 
buildings maintenance workers and 
clerical staff also received raises, Maids, 
janitors and other housekeepers received 
raises equivalent to the increase in 
minimum wage 

Plans are almost complete for a new 
$900,000 cafeteria. Bids will be opened 
in December on the building, which will 
include a modern kitchen and student 
dining area. The project also provides for 
renovation of the present Anna Irwin 
Dining Hall for banquet and meeting 
space and for landscaping when the old 
kitchen is removed. 

The board also gave formal approval 
of contracts for almost $2 million in 
construction now underway on campus 
that is financed through the state bond 
issue. 

In other action, the board approved 
architects Dampier-Harris and Associates 
of Alabaster to plan a new physical 
education building containing an 
all-purpose auditorium.

The hawk eats only fresh meat, and 
ibout once a week must have something 
with fur or feathers.

Sledge says it through 
conversations with students that he first

“Every hawk is not a chickenhawk,” 
i¢ said, “and the few chickens that hawks 
'o kill are nothing compared to the 
numbers of rodents and snakes they kill 
ind, therefore, control.” 

“Hunters,” said Sledge, “would be 
nterested in knowing that hawks aren't 
the greatest enemy of quail. They don’t 
kill as many quail as the ordinary farm 
cat or nearly as many as the greatest 
enemy, the cottonrat,” 

“In fact,” said Sledge, “hawks and 
owls are really the only control over 
cottonrats. Without those birds of prey, 
with their acre of 
Sage-grass support 26 
cottonrats.””

will explain the law protecting birds of 
prey. The state now discourages 
taxidermists from mounting hawks and 
owls 

‘Hunters,’ said Sledge, ‘‘are 
interested and want to help with 
conservation. But thinking that the hawk 
is harmful and not knowing the law, it’s 
an awful temptation for them not to take 
a shot when a hawk flies over.” 

The bird protection law is simple to 
learn. Game birds -- quail, dove, pheasant 
~ are under the game law, which sets the 
hunting seasons. With three exceptions, 
all other birds are protected all the time 
Exceptions are the English sparrow, 
Starling, and crow 

“And beginning hunters, the b-b gun 
brigade, need to know that every sparrow 


isn’t an English sparrow. There are seven 
or cight other species in Alabama, and 
they are protected,” said Sledge. 

Sledge notes that. with so many 
things working against birds, its not 
Surprising that the average bird has a 
one-year lifespan. Weather and disease are 
against them and since they migrate at 
night, hundreds die after smashing into 
television towers 

“Birds of prey have a slower 
reproduction rate and longer lifespans, 
Many mate for life,” said Sledge, “and 
when the mate dies do not mate again.” 

Birds not only fascinating 
subjects to study but also can yield 
valuable information, according to 
Sledge. In the carly 1960's researchers in 
England were studying the hunting of 
pigeons by falcons when they noticed the

falcon’s reproduction rate was down and 
that the shells of the eggs were thinner. 

“That study,” said Sledge, “was the 
first evidence of the harmfulness of the 
insecticide DDT. The falcons were cating 
the insects and suffering harmful effects. 
Interestingly enough, pelicans were also 
suffering because they were eating fish 
that had been affected,” 

The hawk shared the same problem, 
but Sledge says that thanks to. the 
cooperation of the public, who 
substituted other insecticides, the number 
of hawks has risen during the last two or 
three years 

He says that the people of Alabama, 
by obeying the state bird protection laws, 
can continue to help save the hawk and 
other birds of prey, ancient symbols of 
strength and freedom,

How much does it cost to provide 
“general services’ in Shelby County? 

The answer is, it costs less in Shelby 
County, than in most other areas. 

A recent study by the Tax 
Foundation indicates that the cost of 
“general services’ including schools, roads, 
fire and police protection, health, 
welfare, housing, sanitation and similar 
services is $681 per capita in counties 
with a population of 250,000 or greater. 
In counties with a population of less than 
250,000 the average cost per capita is 
$421, The average for the state of 
Alabama is $337 per capita. 

In Shelby County, the spending tor 
‘general services’ is $314 per capita. 

The money to pay for these general 
services came partly from local taxes, fees 
and charges, amounting to some $158 per 
capita. The balance was derived from 
state and federal payments.

Alarming Prison Conditions 


by Jack Anderson

WASHINGTON — There is a 
growing concern in the highest 
circles of government that many 
American prisons violate the 
constitutional rights of inmates. 

Conditions behind prison 
walls are chaotic. The suicide 
rate among prisoners is alar- 
mingly high. Homosexual rape, 
extortion, and other forms of 
violence are rampant. Racial 
tensions are explosive. 

Yet the prison system itself, 
many experts feel, does little 
more than exacerbate the situa- 
tion, 

Many correctional institutions 
are overcrowded, with prisoners 
herded together like animals. 
Psychiatric care is woefully in- 
adequate, and the insane mingle 
freely with the sane. 

Prisoners are lorded over by 
guards, often of low caliber, who 

, are afraid of the inmates and 
react by treating them brutally 
Inmates who attempt to im- 
prove themselves and their lot 
are discouraged and sometimes 
openly punished 

In many instances, conditions 
are sO bad that prisoners can 
claim their Constitutional 
guarantees against “cruel and 
unusual punishment” have been 
violated 

The American people, 
moreover, seem to be turning 
their faces away from the 
prisons, much as many good 
Germans chose to ignore Adolf 
Hitler's concentration camps. 

We recently smuggled our re- 
porter Terry Repak into the an- 
cient and notorious Clinton 
Prison in Dannemora, N.Y., to 
check on conditions there. Her 
experience verified our worst 
Suspicions. 

Physical conditions at the 125- 
year-old maximum security in- 
stitution were hopelessly defi- 
cient; musty brick cell blocks, 
roach-infested beds, and an exer- 
cise yard the size of a grade 
school playground. Although 
Clinton's 2,000 inmates are 75 per 
cent black, our reporter did not 
see a single black guard or ad- 
ministrator strolling the prison 
grounds. 

More disturbing, however, 
were the indignities suffered by 
the inmates under the supervi- 
sion of the 71-year-old warden J. 
Edwin LaVallee -- otherwise 
known as Clinton's “Godfather.” 
Among them were these: 

— Harassment of prisoners for 
their religious and political 
beliefs. “Non-conformists,” we 
learned, are summarily tossed 
into the prison’s infamous Unit 
14, known as “the box.” 

~— False accusations and 
charges entered against inmates, 
who are then refused access to 
their files, are thus unable to de- 
fend themselves, and are fre- 
quently severely disciplined as a 
result. 

— Obstruction of prisoners’ at- 


tempts to establish an effective 
grievance committee, as 


prescribed by New York law. 
Several inmates who were ac- 
tive in such a group last year 
were rewarded with lengthy 
stays in “the box.” 

— Blatant interference with 
the prisoners’ mail. Even letters 


Clinton is by no means unique. 
The United States clearly needs 
a new prison system, one in 
which those who are not 
menaces to society are not 
locked up with those who are. 

Spanish Bases: For months 
now, American representatives 
have been negotiating with 
Spanish diplomats for the 
renewal of leases on four US 
military bases in Spain. An 
“agreement in principle” was 
reached in October. The United 
States would gain rights to the 
bases for five years, in return for 
loans and grants to Madrid. 

Then Generalissimo Fran- 
cisco Franco's health began to 
fail, and the matter has been in 
limbo ever since. Spanish and 
American representatives have 
met only once since Franco 
became ill. At that meeting the 
Spaniards told the American en- 
voys that nothing could be done 
until Spain's uncertain leader- 
Ship situation is cleared up. 

That could take some time. 
Many intelligence — anti- 

ipate that Spain will erupt in 
vi war in the wake of Franco's 
death. Indeed, Spaniards 
mockingly refer to the Gener- 
alissimo's successor, Prince Juan 
Carlos, as “Juan the short-lived. 

The State Department, 
nevertheless, is convigced the 
US. will be able to close the deal 
on the bases within a few weeks. 
Congressional experts have ad- 
vised the diplomats to wait a 
while before committing them- 
selves to any new regime. 

The Spaniards, incidentally, 
would get very little in return for 
the American bases. They will 
receive about $600 million in 
loans over the five-year period, 
and about $16 million a year in 
grants. There will be an intense, 
negative reaction in Spain, some 
analysts predict, when those 
figures become public there.

Crime rate increase 


It is impossible to view the most 
recent FBI release of crime statistics in 
the United States with any degree of 
tranquility. That the crime rate in 
America has been climbing is well 
recognized; but now that the figures for 
the year 1974 have been compiled and 
tabulated, it turns out that the actual 
crime rate is far worse than many people 
had previously realized. 

The record shows that in 1974, 
criminals killed more than 20,000 people 
and stole property worh $2.6 billion, The 
value of the loot stolen is more than the 
entire budget for the Department of 
Justice, and more than twice what it 
takes to run the City of Chicago for an 
entire year. 

The statistics recorded by the FBI, 
with the assistance of local police 
departments throughout the United 
States, shows that there were increases 
for all sections of the country and for all 
seven crime categories measured: murder, 
rape, robbery, assault, burglary, larceny 
and vehicle theft. Violent crimes against 
‘persons - - murder, rape and assault - - 
accounted for more than one-half million 
of the reported offenses, 

Perhaps most shocking of all is the 
realization that while the population of 
the United States increased by about

1.2% during 1974, the rate of crime 
increased 18% - - of fifteen times faster 
than the rise in population For the past 
14 years, the rate of crime has gone up 
every year.

If there are no casy answers, there 
are some obvious facts. It is clear that 
whatever we have been doing to “combat

and crime skyrocketed, 

We can't get away from another 
nagging fact: that while the crime rate has 
been going up, the percentage of families 
actively participating in churches - 
Protestant, Jewish, and Catholic - has 
been going down, Is there a connection? 
Isn't it time for us to find out?

The findings are by Dr. Richard Freeman 
of Harvard and Dr. J. Herbert Hollomon 
of M.1.T. 

The root cause of the problem, they 
say, is “the failure of the economy to 
expand and provide high-paying jobs for 
the increasingly large number of college 
and university graduates.” 

Data from other sources, however, 
continues to show that there is a close 
connection between education and 
income and that each added year in 
school adds to a person’s earning 
prospects.

“new one have officially been named, the 


new. structure is already referred to as the 
new Kowaliga bridge.” 

The new facility is a two-lane 
concrete and steel bridge extending 2,307 
feet across Lake Martin with approaches 
on both sides totaling 7,300 feet in 
length 

“The new bridge will have a 
clearance above the peak lake level of 20 
feet.” Governor George Wallace said, in 
announcing the opening of the. new 
facility, “This will allow boat traffic on 
the lake to move more freely,” he stated. 

Many boats, especially sail boats are 
now confined to certain areas of the lake

In a matter of weeks, after the center 
portion of the old bridge is removed, 
‘most boatmen on the lake will have 
access to all areas of the body of water, 


Construction figures indicate that 
some 22.900 cubic yards of concrete and 
approximately 6.5 million pounds of steel 
Were used to construct the bridge. 

Governor Wallace said the bridge is 
unusual in that several of its foundation 
footings are the deepest in Alabama. 
extending more than 100 feet below the 
surface of the water, 

The bridge has been under 
constriction since January, 1971 and was 
completed at a cost of $5.4 million by 
Scott Bridge Company, Inc., of Opelika, 
Alabama 

The original bridge. which runs 
parallel to the new one. is being replaced 
due to its deteriorating condition Only 
the ends of the original structure will 
remain on opposite sides of the Lake to 
serve as fishing piers

Will Columbiana get curbline mail 
delivery. or is it possible that ii hight get 


door-to-door delivery? The people of 


Columbiana have been confused by 
inaccurate explanations and 
Congressional politicking 

The plan now offered to Columbiana 
is. contrary to reports, not the same plan 
turned down three times in the past 25 
years. As our November 13 article 
explained, “if proper steps had been 
begun several years ago Columbiana 
could have had mail delivery to the 
door.” 

But as of July 1, ; the U.S, 
Postal Service has banned the beginning 
of door-to-door delivery. and as our 
article continued. “instead will begin city 
delivery only to curbline boxes.” 

Some Columbiana residents read 
only part of the first sentence, 
interpreting this as an insult to previous 
postal employees, and not perceiving the 
difference between the two types of city 
delivery. Neither Postmaster Elbert 
Gibson nor the Reporter intended to 
defame former postmaster Richard Ozley 
in contrasting the two different mail 
plans. 

Under the July 1 Postal Service plan 
they will no longer deliver mail to the 
door in communities beginning city 
delivery, nor to new residential areas or 
mobile home parks in cities which do

have door-to-door delivery 

For instance, Montevallo has delivery 
to the door, a service that U. S. postal 
officials say costs the post office $54 a 
year per household. A new subdivision 
there would have curbside delivery to 
cluster boxes, costing the service $27 a 
year per household 

If the Postal Service still offered to

begin doorstep delivery to Columbiana 
and other communities, it would cost 
$300 million more a year. 

Of course the Federal government 
still has not settled the issue vet, 
Congressman Norman Y. Mineta 
(D-Calif.) is pushing an amendment which 
would force door-to-door delivery in 
every community whose zoning laws do 
not permit curbside or cluster boxes. 

If postal regulations are not so 
amended. Columbiana will still have the 
choice of receiving curbline delivery. As 
our previous article indicated. the city 
could have had delivery to the door like 
Montevallo if the proper steps had been 
accomplished at an earlier date. 

Those steps, as the article described. 
included reaching a certain population 
and getting “enough sidewalks and other 
prerequisites,” Gibson's visit to the city

council was another step in trying to 
better inform the people of the modified 
plan and its provisions. ' 

Under the more economical city 
delivery plan, mail would be delivered 
indoors to businesses, Also doorway 
delivery would be allowed in hardship 
cases involving the elderly or infirm. 

Shortcomings include a higher box 
rent to defray the expenses of delivering 
mail to those who choose not to retain 
boxes. Those who did accept curbline 
delivery would have to supply their own 
outdoor box. It would also mean more 
work for the post office 

For Columbiana, the question is 
Whether they will turn down a 
Streamlined delivery plan similar to the 
often-vetoed method--especially since it is 
eligible for city delivery. which everyone 
helps finance all over the country!

Alabama Power will begin filling ; 


Coosa’s Jordan Lake this week 


Alabama Power Company plans to 
begin filling Jordan Lake on the Coosa 
River to its normal operating level this 
week 

The period of time required to raise 
the reservoir level will be determined by 
rainfall and resulting water inflow into 
the reservoir, according to R. E. 
Huffman, manager-system operation. 

Huffman said the elevation of Jordan 
Lake was lowered by approximately three 
to four feet beginning Nov. 7 to permit 
completion of maintenance on the 
hydraulic turbines at Mitchell Dam, the 
next project upstream 


“The maintenance work at Mitchell 
Dam. now nearing completion, was part 
of our annual maintenance program 
designed to help assure dependable 
electric service for all those we serve.” 
Huffman stated 


“In view of the fact that Alabama 
Power Company plans to begin filling 
Jordan Lake to its normal operating level. 
owners of homes, boats, piers, and other 
facilities near the water should be alert to 
the conditions and, where necessary, take 
protective measures,’ Huffman 
concluded . 


Prevention is key to pet eye care

Although there are very rare 
instances of a dog or cat being fitted for 
glasses or contact lenses, the key to eye 
care for pets lies in prevention rather than 
correction. 

Among the simple rules to remember 
is this one: Don’t let your pet go for car 
rides with his head out the window. Dust, 
dirt or small stones thrown up by the 
wheels can cause temporary and 
permanent eye problems. 

At home, if you are using a powerful 
cleaning solution, confine your pet to 
another room. Kittens and puppies are 
drawn to the hissing sound produced by

an aerosol can and by the bright soap 
bubbles in wash water. The end result of 
their curiosity may be days of discomfort 
due to the fumes emitted by the cleaning 
products. 

A reliable sign of eye irritation is 3 
sudden, profuse watery discharge. Along 
with this discharge, you may notice that 
your pet will paw and shake his head, and 
avoid bright lights. 

If these. symptoms are exhibited, 
calm your pet and try to examine the 
injured eye. If you spot the offending 
foreign particle, flush the eye with warm 
water and try to remove the object with 
sterile cotton. If there is no apparent 
reason for the irritation, consult your 
veterinarian, 

Professional help is recommended 
because so many eye disorders present 
the same symptoms of redness and 
discharge. These disorders include 
conjunctivitis, comeal scratches or 
infections of the eyelid 

Conjunctivitis is an inflammation of 
the thin mucous membrance on the inner 
surface of the eyelid. It can be caused by 
trapped foreign particles or a bacterial 
infection. Whatever the cause, if it does 
not clear up in a day or two, see a 
veterinarian 

Scratches or other superficial injuries 
to the surface of the eye can result in 
cloudy or bluish spots on the cornea (tie 
cornea is a thin, transparent layer on the 
front of the eyeball). The spots are the 


result of white blood cells invading the 
cornea to repel infection, As healing -is 
accomplished and the inflammation 
recedes, the spotting usually clears 

This type of clouding should not be 
confused with cataracts. Cataracts occur 
only in the lens, located deeper in the 


eye. A cataract may involve all or only 
part of the lens, and may be seen a 
cloudy spot in the lens by looking 


through the pupil or dark spot in the 
center of the This condition 
generally occurs in older animals, and 
work is being done to determine if a 
tendency toward cataract formation is an 
inherited trait. A cataract often means a 
gradual worsening of sight, ending in 
blindness, if not corrected surgically 


eye 


Glaucoma is another progressive eye 
disease which leads to blindness. The 
damage is done slowly by an increase in 
pressure inside the eyeball, resulting in 
destruction of the optic nerve and retina. 
If discovered in time, the condition may 
respond to medication: occasionally 
Surgery is necessary to save the sight in 
the unaffected eye. Unfortunately, there 
are few obvious symptoms for glaucoma 
and some owners are not even aware that 
their pet is going blind 


It should be noted that a blind pet is 
not always a helpless pet. Most 
four-footed pets, especially dogs, use 
their noses a great deal in finding their 
way around the house and neighborhood 
If your dog should lose its sight, it can be 
compensated for by the sense of smell. As 
long as you do not rearrange the furniture 
drastically, or move the food dish from 
its accustomed place, your pet may be 
able to adjust to the situation. 

Some eye disorders will indicate 
another medical problem. In both cats 
and dogs, a membrane (often called the 
nictitating membrane or “third eyelid”) 
under the lower lid reacts to disease 
conditions in other parts of the body by 
becoming inflammed and swollen. In the 
swollen state, it can easily be seen along 
the edge of the lower lid. A swollen 
nictitating membrance is a frequent sign 
of severe worm infestation or other 
digestive tract problem in a cat which 
otherwise appears to be in perfect health

Satan on the side of the law? Sounds 
preposterous. but that’s how it is at the 
Pelham Police Department. Their version 
yf this representation of evil, however. is 
a sleek. jet black German Shepherd. now 
deing trained in all phases of police work. 

The dog, first to be used by a law 
nforcement agency in Shelby County. is 
ywned by Police Office J. J. Bailey, who 
conceived the idea of getting and training 
a German Shepherd to use in his work 

“When I first started here. we were 
operating one man shifts and one man 
patrol cars,” he explained. “I had read 
how valuable a dog can be for backup 
purposes. and | started thinking about 
getting one and what characteristics I 
would look for.” 

He felt a solid black dog would be 
best for night work. he said. 

Bailey's idea received the backing of 
Pelham Police Chief Dave Watson and 
4,port from city council members. He 
oought the dog when it was a puppy and 
the two started working once each week 
with dog trainer Dick Lovelady when 
Satan was three months old. 

They still attend classes, where they 
are learning the techniques of tracking, 
scouting. attacking and sniffing out drugs 

Although he is being trained to 
attack when necessary, Satan is not @ 
vicious dog, his owner insists. “When you

May is said to have given the artist 
specific instructions to avoid making 
Rudolph’s nose look like a “monstrosity” 
but to make the little fellow have an 
“appealing look,” And so the shiny nosed 
reindeer came into existence with a story 
along with him 

Immediately Rudolph became a 
popular character and the children loved 
him. A keen visioned song writer 
recognized the possibilities of a “hit” 
with the proper melody, and he asked the 
author if he might write a song about the 
little reindeer. After obtaining permission 
and the proper copyright credentials, 
talented composer Johnny Marks, went 
to work and within a few months the 
song was finished and singer Gene Autry 
copped the honor of being the first artist 
to introduce the song 

To make a long story short, 
recording companies swamped the 
Publishers for the right to tape or 
mechanically reproduce it. Royalties 
began coming in and over 3,000,000 
copies of the song have been sold Today 
the little reindeer with his “shiny nose” is 
as Widely known as Bing Crosby's version 
of “Dreaming of A White Christmas.” 

Although little Rudolph began his 
life as a loser with a “big, red shiny nose” 
in 1947 in Montgomery Ward's catalogue 

in 1949, when the song appeared 

among the top ten in the nation he began 
capturing the hearts of children 
everywhere and he has continued since 
that time to “let his light shine” over the 
house tops as he guides all the other little 
reindeers straight to where expectant 
stockings hang over your hearthstone and

“Why have we been unable to 
control crime?" Many persons are asking 
this and countless others, | 
suspect, hold it unspoken in their minds 
and on their lips. Given the massive 
efforts to reduce crime over the greater 
part of the past decade, the question 
demands a straight-forward answer 
particularly in view of nation wide levels 
of lawlessness that have reached record 
heights 

Crime has continued to grow beyond 
Our Worst expectations because, in my 
opinion and that of many other lawmen 
with whom I talk, the rewards from 
criminal offenses have become much 
larger than the risks 

One sober projection of the chances 
of a burglar, for example, going to jail for 
his crime has placed the risks 
substantially below those which any 
citizen encounters in becoming a victim 
of a serious crime! Even the most liberal 
estimates of the number of offenders 
found guilty and imprisoned for burglary 
and other serious crimes amount to only 
a small fraction of the aggregate of these 


questior 


sociological injustices which have led or 
forced them irresistibly into criminal 
pursuits. This admirably humanistic 
perspective of the crime problem has, as 
many authorities are increasingly inclined 
to acknowledge, seriously discounted the 
possibility that criminal offenders are 
mainly rational — albet unprincipled 

individuals who see crime as an easier 


means than lawful industry of gaining 
what they want 

While it is no doubt true that a 
Significant number of offenders have 


grown up gravely deprived through a host 
of social inequities, so also is it a fact that 
for each of them there are thousands of 
other persons who have suffered the same 
misfortunes without succumbing to the 
temptations of crime. Indeed, our Natior 
is rich with examples of persons who have 
struggled honestly from the most abject 
circumstances to respected positions of 
lawful accomplishment 

Rather, this is an endorsement of an 
urgent need for meaningful penalties as 
the certain consequence for those found 
guilty of crime, whatever their 
motivation. Enlightened criminal justice 
programs will never mature if unleashed

criminal activity is permitted to run 
where it threatens many persons with

offenses. By comparison. the loot from 
burglary crimes, which had an average 
value of $337 for each reported offense 
in 1973 (the last full year for which such 
figures have been compiled), looms 
disproportionately large in relation to the 
small risks incurred in obtaining it.

New election 


The voting rights act of 1965 was the 
federal government's attempt to 
guarantee the rights of minorities to vote 
It came on the heels of tense 
confrontations across the south as 
thousands of blacks sought to register at 
polls where for one reason or another, 
they had found it difficult to cast their 
ballots over the years 

The voting rights act was a source of 
contention when it was passed by 
congress a decade ago, And it spawned 
debate once again this year when it came 
up for extension 

Now a new legal wrangle has 
developed us a result of the 1965 law 
The justice department has discovered 
that dozens of new Alabama election laws 
have been passed and put into effect 
without the required approval of the 
federal government 

So Alabama‘s Attorney General, Bill 
Baxley, has submitted more than 300 
state laws to the justice department for 
scrutiny The laws were those passed 
during the past decade which fell under 
the voting rights act 

A Baxley assistant, Bill Stephens, 
says that most of the laws are strictly 
local measures, covering such matters as 
local reapportionment, changes in voting 
places and new voter identification 
procedures, He said that 25 of the bills 
are statewide in nature but that all

Nimrods who come to Shelby 
County to hunt, or natives of the county 
engaged in hunting, would be wise to 
inform themselves regarding some new 
amendments to the game and fish laws. 
There are several “stop-and-think” pieces 
of legislation that state clearly the lines 
between the vast majority of sportsmen, 
and the few who disregard all 
conservation laws and personal property 
restrictions on individually owned lands. 
Game and fish officers state they are out 
to enforce the law. 

Here are a few changes in the old 
laws governing these matters. Former 
fines for hunting without permission on 
privately owned lands was only $10 to 
$50 - - according to Capt. Edward S. 
Farish, chief Game and Fish Division 
enforcement officer. Conviction now, 
under the new legislative Act will carry a 
fine of not less than $25 nor more than 
$500 at the direction of the court, 

Another amended regulation 
provides that a person who “hunts, traps, 
injures, kills or destroys wild life or 
attempts to do so between the hours of 
daylight and sunset had best have either 
written permission or be accompanied by 
the landowner. Otherwise, they shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor punishable by a 
minimum fine of $25.00 and maximum 
$500 fine for such offense. 

Furthermore, anyone killing a horse 
or cow or domestic animal is now subject 
to a suit for double damages if the owner 
should care to push it. 

Better also check new laws regulating 
the sale of fish 

There is also a bill affecting residents 
of 65 or over. They may obtain a 
permanent, lifetime hunting license 
merely on payment of a nominal fee

Still under review by the justice 
department, however, is one new 
statewide law that may run into 
difficulties at the federal level. It’s the 
law, passed this summer by the 
legislature, which establishes new rules in 
Alabama’s primary elections. 

The key area of potential conflict lies 
in the section of the law dealing with 
small political parties. Those are the 
political groups which hold nominating 
conventions rather than primaries to 
select their candidates. 

The new state law would require 
such conventions to be held on the same 
day as the democratic party primary. It 
also would require the parties to submit 
the names of their nominees and 
sworn statements that the nominees 
approve of their selection to state 
election officials by five o'clock on the 
afternoon of the convention. 

Some say that would make it 
difficult, at best, for the splinter 
parties such as the predominantly 
black national democratic party of 
Alabama to properly pick their 
candidates. 

And even the Democratic party state 
chairman Bob Vance of Birmingham, 
concedes that the rule could be struck 
down by the justice department. 


Interim committees at work 


The Alabama Legislature. after about 
cight months of activity at the Capitol, is 
on ¥ break...probably until next year. But 
many legislators are still on duty, 
officially and are periodically drawing 
their $50 a day pay, 

They are the legislators who were 
named to one interim legislative 
committee or another, The house and 
senate created at least 18 of these 
committees, some with an unlimited 
number of meeting days and some with 
duties that affect only a small number of 
persons, 

For example there's the interim 
committee which will study the fees 
charged on leased residential property in 
Fairhope The five-man committee plans 
to hold three days of hearings on that 
topic in Baldwin County this week. 

The interim committees have 
memberships that range from five to 16 
legislators. The presiding officers of the 
house and senate do the picking for the 
committees. 

Some legislators urged their 
colleagues not to create all the different 
committees. noting that the interim work 
is just an additional expense to the state, 
Those legislators also noted that the 
committees rarely have any impact on 
legislation and that their studies are 
usually just redundant, Invariably. some 


other agency has already made the 
investigation 

More than one interim committee 
has held its hearings, marshalled its facts, 
filed its report..and then watched the 
house and senate pass a bill on the same 
subject without even referring to the 
committee's work. 

But the topics for investigation by 
most of the committees are at least 
significant. Just for the record, here are 
some of the subjects w'tich the legislators 
will be looking at prior to next year’s 
session: The utilization of natural 
resources in southwest Alabama, real 
estate licensing laws, a new criminal code 
for the state, the availability of safe and 
sanitary residential housing for low and 
moderate income families, the formula 
for distribution of funds to state 
universities, junior colleges and trade 
schools, the tax structure of the state and 
the distribution of tax revenues. 

There are more legislative 
committees, and from time to time you'll 
hear about them and when they meet. 

Some legislators sound an 
encouraging note about the interim 
committee's usefulness. They say that 
with annual sessions beginning next year, 
the committee's work will at least have a 
chance for a quicker hearing before the 
entire legislative assembly,

controversy 


obscures good care 


' Letter to Editor: 

The transformation of the Shelby 
Memorial Hospital from a rural clinic that 
provided largely emergency service into a 
facility that can compete with the 
services of the University Hospital in 
Birmingham is an asset the county should 
be aware of, 

Recently the hospital and its 
administrator, Mr. Chester Black, have 
received some controversial publicity 
which on examination is unfair and 
obscures the excellent care and services 
available to county residents. 

Since 1969 the hospital has 
completed a $5,000,000 expansion, 
renovation and equipment program, 
giving it a capacity of 169 beds, It 
employs 300 people with a monthly 
payroll of $150,000. With the county 
growth projected at 22% by 1980, two 
additional floors are currently planned, 
This will add 116 beds, giving the hospital 
285 beds within 5 years. 

The new Inservice Education 
Department has received national 
recognition for its patient and staff 
training. This department transmits to 
patients via room television sets, 
information on diabetes, strokes, 
post-operative care and hygiene among 
other subjects. 

The Laboratory is automated and 
provides comprehensive diagnostic service 
which means 222 tests can be run on a 
blood sample. Most of these tests are 
done on modern automated equipment. 

There are presently 12 doctors on 
‘the staff and 51 available for specialist 
consultation 10 of these have admitting 
privileges. This does not include the 12 
Residents from the University Medical 
School who staff the Emergency Room 
for 24 hour service. The medical 
Specialists serving the hospital include all 
the major divisions of medicine: 
opthalmology, radiology. cardiology, 
urology neurology, pediatrics, etc. 

The Intensive Coronary Care Unit 
has eleven monitored beds with its own 
staff. Several nursing supervisors have at 
least 160 hours coronary care training to 
provide reserve personnel in case of more 
than one emergency. The 1974-75 
Coronary Care Training Award was given 
to this staff by the Alabama Heart 
Association 


One solution; 


Gov. George Wallace argues that 
tougher criminal laws, longer prison 
sentences and stricter parole policies are 
essential in the war against crime, and he 
talked at one time of a possible special 
session of the Legislature to crack down 
on lawbreakers. 

But a planning officer for the State 
prison Board says the prisons already are 
overcrowded and will remain that way 
unless the state Pardon-Parole Board 
adopts more liberal rules governing the 
release of prisoners. 

The prison planner, John Braddy, 
made his observations in a sworn 
deposition which was taken in connection 
with a pending federal court suit over 
prison conditions, U, S, District Judge 
Frank Johnson Jr. already has ruled that 
prison inmates have been deprived of 


The hospital has a fully equipped 
Nuclear Medicine and Radiology (X-Ray) 
department which includes a complete 
diagnostic service. The American College 
of Radiology azcredited this department 
with the highest compliments, The 
reports said “It seems clear that the 
radiologist and administration deserve 
commendation for the emormous strides 
and improvements which have been made 
in the service during the past two years.” 
The survey ended with thanks for 
providing the college the opportunity to 
review this fine department and hospital. 

When the hospital Board recently 
reviewed its decision to relieve Mr. Black, 
the response from the doctors and 
department heads was unanimous in his 
support. Two doctors from 
Cardiovascular Associates wrote the 
board expressing shock that a winning 
administration would be fired. “The 
tremendous improvement in the quality 
of patient care, equipment and physical 
plant has been wonderful to watch. We 
remember the reputation in the 
community that the hospital had during 
the sixties and have been delighted to see 
the people recognize and respect the 
quality of medical care available in your 
hospital.” 

Another doctor speaking for several 
on the staff, stated, “they had been here 
longer than Mr, Black and he was the 
only real administrator they had had; that 
we have pieces of equipment here that 
larger hospitals don’t have. This is most 
gratifying.” 

The department heads emphasized 
that it would be disastrous for him to 
leave now, so soon after developing a 
team that was giving the county, for the 
first time, the medical care it deserved, 

It is destructive of social order when 
the private self-interest of a few can 
disrupt the success of our public 
institutions, Against the social and 
economic turmoil around us, it is 
reassuring to have in our county a 
government institution that is so 
unburcaucratic and effective in giving us 
health care.

their constitutional rights, but he has not

Johnson has issued an order, 
however, prohibiting the prisons from 
receiving any more inmates until there is 
no longer any overcrowding. 

Under that court order, the prison 
population is gradually being reduced, 
but now the county jails are running over 
with prisoners who are being held there 
because there's no room for them in the 
penitentiary, 

Braddy says the ultimate solution is 
to reduce the number of prisoners, and 
one way to accomplish that is to grant 
more paroles, But the Parole Board says 
its policies are governed by the law, and 
any change would have to be made by the 
Legislature

Earlier in the meeting County 
Commission Chairman Conrad Fowler 
asked the board to “direct its attention to 
ambulance service,” in the county, 
Fowler appeared briefly and outlined 
recent meetings with concerned citizens 
and ambulance operators. 

Administrator Chester Black 
reported that the hospital is having 
problems with surges in electrical current 
He explained that some of the hospital's 
sophisticated equipment will not function 
properly unless the voltage is kept steady 
He felt the problem would soon be 
solved. 

Another need is for better garbage 
house, he said. Conversations sre 
underway to see if vocational school 
students can build it. 

Black teported that Dr. Oschner of 
the Oschner Clinic in New Orleans had 
visited the hospital as part of the 
accrediting committee, and had written a 
four page complimentary report. 

The administrator and the chief of 
staff, Dr, Thomas Nolen, described the 
need for equipment to provide better 
electroencephalogram interpretations. 
They also asked for a second blood gas 
machine as a backup unit, 

Dr. Nolen outlined the need for a 
dictaphone in the emergency room for 
the convenience of physicians, 

Black asked the board to consider 
buying a small automobile. He said the 
hospital’s only vehicle is a pickup truck 
which is needed most of the time by the 
maintenance department. The board told 
Black to ask for bids on medium size 
automobiles. 


Assistant administrator Curtis 


McDowell and Finance Director Ralph 
Underwood’ reported to the board on 
hospital finances, No questions were 
directed to them, 

Just before adjournment board 
member Herman Moore raised a question 
about the flower and gift shop, He said an 
Alabaster business person had complained 
to him that flowers are sold at the 
hospital at lower prices than elsewhere, 
making it hard for private business to 
compete 

The chairman named a committee to 
look into the matter,

Nixon Helped Iran Against Iraq

WASHINGTON — The 
astonishing story is beginning to 
ieak out of how the United States 
sacrificed thousands of lives to 
help the Shah of Iran negotiate a 
tavorable deal with neighboring 
Iraq 

The Shah was involved in 
border and navigation disputes 
with Iraq. He wanted to bring 
pressure upon the Llragis by stir 
ring up trouble inside their 
country 

S ‘ne Shah urged the CIA to 
arm the fierce Kurdish tribes 
any eheourage them bo harass 
th. frag) army. On four occa- 
‘ the CIA rejected the pro- 
peal Three times, the State 
Ih partment also advised 
ugainst it 

But in May. 1972. then-Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon and _ his 
foreign policy advisor, Henry 
Kissinger, visited Iran. They 
twid a secret meeting with the 
Miah ~ just the three of them 
alone, behind closed doors 

They struck a deal to support 
a Kurdish revolt in Iraq. Nixon 
ignored the objections of the CIA 
and State Department. At one 
point, tormer Treasury Secre 
tary John Connally was dis- 
patched to [ran to tell the Shah 
personally that the arrange- 
ments were ready 

Millions of dollars worth of 
untraceable Chinese and Soviet 
arms were shipped through Lran 
to the Kurds. Suddenly, the 
herce tribesmen swarmed out of 
their mountain hideouts and at 


tacked Iraqi outposts. There 
were heavy casualties on both 
sides as the revolt continued. 

The Shah, meanwhile, re- 
opened his negotiations with the 
Iraqis, He offered to end his sup- 
port of the Kurds if the Lragis 
would sign a favorable border 
settlement. On March 6, 1975, the 
Shah announced a formal agree- 
ment with Iraq. 

Immediately, the Shah cut off 
his support of the Kurdish revolt 
The CLA, with Kissinger’s bless- 
ing, also abandoned the Kurds 

Within a few days, the Kurds 
were overwhelmed by Iraqi 
troops. Thousands were 
slaughtered. An estimated 80,000 
Kurdish refugees fled for their 
lives 

The Kurd’s 72-year-old leader, 
Mustafa Barzani, visited the 
United States to find out why his 
people had been abandoned. He 
was secreted away in a CIA “safe 
house’ in Virginia and kept 
totally isolated 

He begged to see Henry 
Kissinger, but was refused. To 
top it off, say our sources, 
Barzani was given a medical 
checkup while he was in the U.S 
and learned that he is afflicted 
with cancer 

Throughout all their scheming 
and plotting with the Shah, the 
Kurds were wary of a 
doublecross. But United States 
participation in the affair, they 
thought, offered them a 
guarantee 

They were mistaken, it turns 


out. The Shah got his deal. 
Kissinger is still pampering the 
Shah. And the Kurdish people 
paid with their blood. 

Footnote: Henry Kissinger's 
betrayal of the Kurds, say our 
sources, was related directly to 
his Middle East diplomacy. He 
felt the Lraqis should be freed of 
their Kurdish problems so they 
could resume a simmering bat- 
tle with Syria. This, he felt, 
would draw Syrian attention 
away from the pact he was try- 
ing to negotiate between the 
Egyptians and the Israelis. 

Battle of the Brass: The 
various military services have 
been fighting among each other 
since the days of the First Conti- 
nental Army. The Navy is al- 
ways afraid the Marines are 
stealing their job; the Air Force 
doesnt want the Army flying 
anything but helicopters 

Now there's a new inter-ser- 
vice brouhaha shaping up at the 
Pentagon. The Navy desper- 
ately wants to begin building a 
fleet of “supercarriers” which 
will probably cost over a billion 
dollars apiece. The Admirals 
would like to get started on their 
supercarriers with next year's 
budget 

A number of well-placed Air 
Force generals, however, have 
begun talking publicly of their 
service's ability to take over 
many Navy missions. Their 
long-range planes and newly 
developed air-refueling 
capabilities, the generals have 
asserted, eliminate the need for 
a fleet of supercarriers 

Generally, Defense Depart- 
ment leaders have taken the Air 
Force view. Former Defense 
Secretary James Schlesinger, 
for example, believed the Navy 
should spend its money on small 
carriers and not the supercar- 
ners. He directed the Navy 
brass to prepare a mammoth 
study on the controversy 

The Admirals, in short, will 
soon be scrambling for their 


Stripes. The battle promises to be 
a real bruiser. 

Necessary Precaution?: 
The Secret Service has quietly 
started running police checks 
and compiling data banks on 
volunteer workers for the cur- 
rent presidential candidates. 

Campaign spokesmen for Sen. 
Birch Bayh, D-Ind., and Rep. Mo 
Udall, D-Ariz., told us they con- 
sidered the checks a necessary 
precaution. 

Each volunteer is asked to fill 
out an information form which 
requests name, birthdate and 
Social Security number. It is 
noted on the form that the Social 
Security number is given op- 
tionally and at the request of the 
Secret Service. 

However, the volunteers are 
not told how closely they will be 
checked. The files will be 
destroyed after the campaign. 

Embarrassed Gunmen: 
During a recent routine check, 
Treasury agents discovered an 
unlicensed rifle at the headquar- 
ters of the National Rifle Associ- 
ation. 

A spokesman for the Treasury 
said the infraction was a viola- 
tion of the Federal Firearms Act. 
The rifle is currently being 
traced, 

An embarrassed NRA spokes- 
man told us the rifle was deacti- 
vated after tee violation was dis- 
covered.

Continued from page | 
court-ordered zone lines should 
determine where he or she attends school, 

Wallace pointed out that “The Board 


is limited to a great extent inwhat it may 
constitutionally do as to the placement of 
students,” and said, in his opinion, the 
courts would not approve a student's 
transfer from the zone in which his home 
is located, “but would require the Board 
to investigate in the light of the 
circumstances of the individual case, and 
ascertain whether in such case the 
requested change was made in good faith 
or merely as a subterfuge for school 
purposes,” 

The attorney added that in his 
judgment, the board could approve 
transfers in hardship cases. 

Board members voted to notify 
parents, in cases where exceptions were 
made to allow out-of-zone attendance 
until a decision could be reached, that 
their children may remain in the school 
they are now attendizg only until the end 
of the present school term

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Cold Winter days make 
washdays a headache for 
housewives who have to 
hang wet clothes on the line 
outdoors. y 

But they are of no concern 
to increasing numbers of 
housewives, who wash and 


dry their clothes 
automatically by flipping 
Switches right in the 


comfort of their modern 
homes 

Of all the modern con- 
veniénces of this age, 
automatic washers and 
dryers have perhaps done 
more to liberate women 
from back breaking toil 
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than anything else. 

Going back a generation 
ortwo ago, washday was a 
full day of toil, not just for 
one woman but for several 
people, and that usually 
meant the man of the house 
and all the children too 
pitching in to help. 

We had quite a rig for 
washing clothes at our 
house. In fact, it was an 
entire complex known as 
the washhouse. 

There was a huge wash 
pot mounted in a homemade 
rock furnace, complete with 
a big chimney. This was 
housed under a tin shed, 


which also covered the long 
wide shelves on which the 
big galvanized wash tubs 
sat, and the battling block 
where the clothes were 
“battled.” 

All of this was grouped 
around a well, which was 
dug especially for supplying 
water for the washhouse. 

When washday rolled 
around, my daddy would get 
things underway by 
drawing water and filling 
the wash pot, then he would 
build a roaring fire in the 
furnace. 

By the time the water 
was boiling my mother had 
the dirty clothes gathered 
up. She would first chip up 
a large quantity of Octagon 
soap into the pot, then add 
the clothes. 

As the clothes boiled in 
the soapy water they were 
agitated by stirring them 
with a wood paddle, which 


was also used to lift them 
out of the pot and carry 
them to the battling block 
where they were pounded 
with another wood paddle to 
help get the dirt loose. — 
hile all this was going 
on, someone else was busy 
filling the big wash tubs 
with clear ‘water (after the 
old water was dipped out), 
so’ the clothes could be 
rinsed and hung on the line 


It was truly an arduous 
and burdensome chore 
Washday was one long hard 
day of backbreaking toil. No 
wonder we wore our 
overalls until they were 
stiff! . 

I'm sure thankful for the 
modern gadgets which have 
liberated today's wives and 
mothers from the old wash 
pot, the battling block, and 
the rubboard 

And now, even from the 
clothes line!

Candid talk highlights session with lawmakers 


It's often said that daughters can get 
what they want from their fathers. 

So when University of Montevallo 
graduate student Sunny Fay Moore asked 
her dad, district 52 state representative 
Sonny Moore, to be a guest at a UM 
education class he said he’s be happy to 
come ~ if he could invite some friends 
from the legislature. 

Moore, a first-term legislator whose 
district includes parts of Shelby, 
Jefferson and Talladega counties, made a 
few phone calls and quickly found nine 
colleagues who were willing, even eager, 
to go before the student firing line. 

When they gathered, Monday evening 
in UM’s Wills Hall, Rep. Moore took some 
good-natured kidding about keeping the 
group from watching Monday night 
football, but the legislators clearly 
wanted to be present for the gathering 
that resembled an old New England town 
meeting. 

Rep. Moore found it natural that the 
lawmakers would want to meet future 
leaders in education and explain the 
legislative process as it occurs in 
Montgomery. “It’s difficult to know 
what's going on,” said Moore, who 
admitted that as a first-term legislator he 
is just now getting his feet on the ground. 

“There’s a lot more to this thing than 
just passing bills,” he said. “And it takes 
one term to learn the moods and moves 
in Montgomery.” 

Moore said he was disappointed with 
the budget that finally passed. “I'd like to 
see the budget actually be the first 
priority as it should be,” he said. 

Appearing with Moore were state 
senators Bob Ellis of Birmingham and 
Eddie Gilmore of McCalla, plus house 
members Jack Biddle, Gardendale‘ Bobby 
Crowe, Walker Co.; Bob Gafford, 


Birmingham; Ricky Manley, Demopolis; 
Chris McNair, Birmingham; Walter 
Owens, Centreville; and Jabbo Waggoner, 
Jefferson and Shelby counties. 
Responding to questions, Rep. 
Manley said the critical issue facing state 
government is how much to spend versus 
how much to hold back. Noting that the 
rate of state revenue growth is less than 
the rate of cost increases, Manley 


House plants 
need winter 
pampering 


The placement of house plants in a 
room has much to do with the health of 
the plant 

A south window provides the most 
light and a north window the least. East 
and west windows are intermediate. 

Plants that require shade during the 
summer often prefer full sun in the 
winter, Plants, therefore, that thrive in an 


east or north window during the summer 
will often require a south window in the 
winter 

Green foilage plants, generally, need 
the least light, while highly colored 
foilage plants like crotons, coleus and 
some succulents need full sun. Flowering 
house plants require at least five hours of 
direct sunlight.

To avoid problems like tom 
ipcovers and drapes at home, nail 
nping should be a regular part of 
voming. You can do the job yourself,

t or dog - leave it to your veterinarian. 

If you do it yourself, you will notice 
i¢ thing right away - - most cats and 
gs do not like to have their 
ndled. If your pet squirms and attemts 
escape, speak soothingly to it and wait 
minute or two before beginning again 
it do not let your pet get away; this will

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Education Board OK’s 


supplemental pay 


A December 3 meeting of the Shelby 
County Board of Education resulted in 
action on supplemental pay 
elementary and middle school principals, 
band directors and women coaches. The 
three groups have, for some time, sought 
extra Money to. compensate for work 
they do after school hours 

The called meeting had been billed as 
a “skull session.” at which the budget for 
the coming year would be worked up. 
However. the board members were 
greeted with an agenda listing several 
items of business. according to board 
chairman Joe Dean. who had said prior to 
the meeting that no official action would 
be taken. 

Dean apologized to members of the 
local press the following day and 
provided them with information 
concerning the pay hikes and other action 
taken. 

Board members approved all 
recommendations by 
Superintendent of Education Elvin Hill 
Under the new pay schedule. elementary 
and middle schoo! principals will be paid 
for ten months, provided they spend 20 
days in school during the summer, other 
than teaching in summer school 

Salaries will be based on experience 
and degree held, plus $100 per teacher, as 
long as the monthly salary for ten months 
does not exceed that of a high school 
principal with the same experience and 
degree. 

Elementary and middle 
principals holding Master's Degrees, 
whose schools employ 19 or more teacher 
units, will recieve a base salary of $9,840, 
plus one additional month’s pay of 
$1,093 and a $1,867 principal's 
supplement. Principals in this category, 
then, will earn $12,800 for the ten month 
period, 

Those with fewer than 19 teachers 
will be paid on the basis of the $100 per 
teacher unit. 

Board members also approved an 
assistant principal’s supplement for

elementary and middle schools with more 
than 600 students. Hill’s recommendation 
had set the eligibility limit at 800 
students. Dean said that schools affected 
by this action are Valley Elementary, 
Thompson Elementary and Thompson 
Middle School 

Women coaches, high school physical 
education teachers who coach girls’ 
sports. will receive supplemental pay of 
$200 per sport, up to three sports, 
providing there are enough students 
participating to authorize the activity. 

Practice must take place after school 
hours, the recommendation states, and a 
normal number of games for 
particular sport must be scheduled, 

Board member Elaine Hughes, who 
has championed the cause of the women 
coaches since their initial request last 
June, was reportedly pleased with the 
action. 

Band directors, who also spend time

after school for practices and 
performances, will have their present 
salary supplement of $450 per veai 


increased to $900. 

In other action board members voted 
to pay a county teacher, Katie Lee 
Griffith, $1,720 which she would have 
earned during her teaching career if 
military experience had been considered 
in figuring her salary, 

Mrs. Griffith was not given credit for 
experience gained during her service with 
the Navy, Dean said, although this is 
customarily allowed 

Application forms for prospective 
teachers will be changed, he said, so that 
in the future applicant's military 
experience will be taken into account 

An increase to comply with recent 
legislation was approved for persons who 
receive mileage payments. The increase is 
from t2 cents to 15 cents per mile 

Dean said the budget was discussed 
at length but will not be adopted before 
the board’s next meeting, scheduled for 
December 17 at Valley Elementary 
School.

The Jacobs Company is in charge of the 
real estate re-evaluation 
Program, The company quoted figures 
showing that the highest rent a business is 
paying in Columbiana is the ABC store 
which pays $300 per month, or $1.41 per 
Square foot. The county is asking $150 
per month or $3.07 per foot from the 
Jacobs Company, but furnishes utilities 
and janitorial service, 

Commissioner Hoyt Blalock was not 
sympathetic, saying. “When you. start 
furnishing utilities these days, you've 
done run into money.”

$653,000 for the re-evaluation work, But 
the fact that the company had paid 
$1,700 to improve the county building 
led to a compromise and the rent was 
finally set at $125 per month, by a vote 
of 3 tol, 

Tax Assessor Tommy Snowden 
asked for a raise for a person who was 
hired as temporary help, but who. will 
stay on, The Commission turned down 
the raise, because the individual has not 
worked six months for the county, Other 
employees are not eligible for raises until 
after six months 

Chairman Fowler said that the 
work his increased tremendously in the 
probate office and in other county 
offices.

For too many years, gardeners 
have planted traditional vege- 
tables — radishes, corn, carrots 
and lettuce —in the same soil.

A contract has been awarded for 
construction of a new 1,856 square foot 
post office building in Pelham, according 
to a press release from the Southern 
Regional Postal Service in Memphis. The 
announcement was made by James J 
Symbol, Regional Postmaster General 


The lowest of six bidders on the 
project was Ewell W. Robinson of 
Robinwood, Inc., 2228 Vesthaven Way, 
East, in Birmingham, according to the 
release 

The building will be located on a 
17,250 square foot located 
two-tenths of a mile north of the present 
post office, but on the east side of U. S. 
Highway 31 

The news release states that the new 
facility will be constructed with private 
funds and will be situated “on a site 
controlled by the successful bidder.” 
Asked for information on ownership of 
the land involved, Phil Stroupe, Manager 
of Public Affairs in the regional office, 
said Tuesday, “The owner is Mrs. Paul 
Yeager, postmaster and wife of the mayor

(of Pelham),” 

Stroupe further stated that “All 
bidders in this case have been thoroughly 
checked by the Postal Inspection Service 
to remove any cloud of doubt that there 
is a conflict of interest involved in the 
case,” 

The new office will replace a building 
of 600 square feet now being leased from 
Don Murphy. Stroupe said the postal 
service has been asked by the owner to 
vacate the building and that the present 
lease expires in January 1976, He also 
cited a need for more space for postal 
operations in the growing Pelham area. 


The lease arrangement with 
Robinwood, Inc., Stroupe explained, 
contains a basic agreement for a ten-year 
lease period, with payments to be $9,025 
year.

Dunnavant farm is home for aphasic children 


by Nancy Duncan 

After looking at farmland for more 
than 
4 Birmingham pecan dealer with a unique 
project in mind, found what he wanted in 
the northeastern corer of Shelby 
County 

Parks is interested in problems of 
aphasic persons and plans to establish a 
facility which will serve as a home for 
young people with this disability 
Aphasia, he explains, affects a person's 
ability to speak, 

The farm Parks selected is a 150-acre 
tract near Dunnavant. In finding just the 
right piece of land for what he has in 
mind, Parks said he had a lot of help from 
Shelby County Farm Agent John Jones 
and his staff.“They met us time after 
time and we looked at land,” Parks said 
“We looked at this land very carefully 
and Jones said it was efficient 


“I fell in love with it immediately.” 
the energetic, white-haired pecan dealer 
Said, udding that by the time he 
purchased the acreage, he had “walked 
over every square inch of it.” 

Parks’ interest in the problem of 
aphasia dates back to the 1940's, when he 
took a son with this learning disorder to 
St. Louis, where the only work in that 
area was being done 

After moving trom Cincinnati to 
Birmingham during the 1950's, Parks 
established a school for aphasic vhildren 
It is now being operated by the state, he 
said, and he is anxious to embark on his 
latest venture in Shelby County 


Parks’ projects, past, present and 
future, are financed by the sale of some 
of the pecans he packages. Known as the 
Aphasoid Pecan Sales, booths offering 
two three and four pound tins of shelled 
pecans are found in several Birmingham 
locations, including Hoover Mall 

The first structure on Parks’ 
newly-purchased property will be a 4.000 
square foot lodge which will house five 
boys between the ages of 18 and 25. A 
married couple probably someone 
doing graduate work in the field of 
learning disabilities will be retained to 
oversee the activities of the students 

Later, Parks said, more boys will be 
brought into the program and, when 
facilities permit, girls will be accepted 

The youths will carry out duties 
based on their abilities, the owner 
explained. The purpose of their activities 
will be two fold, he added: they will be 
paid for what they do and they will be 
helping to produce the natural foods

The plank walls and ceiling in the 
kitchen came from an old barn on the 
property which had been torn down, and 
the ceiling beams were once used to 
support the floor, 

In restoring the Sorrell home to its 
Original status as a log cabin, the Jack 
Wards removed the shingles from. the 
outside and the plaster board from the 
inside, exposing the logs and mortar 

The two chimneys were completely 
rebuilt with the old bricks being used as 
much as possible. One of the bedroom 
fireplaces contains all of the. original 
bricks. Some of the hand hewn logs in the 
home measure as much as 50 feet in 
length 

A number of the furnishings: in the 
Kelly's home were bought by the original 
owners, Mr. and Mrs, Guy Chamberlin. A 
peer mirror, one of the first pieces the 
Chamberlins bought for the home is still 
hanging, as well as an unfinished oil 
painting Mrs. Chamberlin bought in 
Europe from an artist working on the 
wharf from which their boat was about to 
sail. Mrs, Chamberlin’s Steinway piano 
with some of the original English strings 
is also among the home's furnishings 

Heirlooms from both Mr. and Mrs, 
Kelly's familics are in evidence 
throughout the house as well as 
furnishings from the old Merchants and 
Planicr’s Bank building 

The home also boasts two unusual 
features in an clevator and an ancient

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Christmas, rather than “Midwinter 
Feast." But even then the holiday 
retained its pagan features in Europe, 


The undisguised pagan elements of 


Christmas were frequently attacked by 
early Protestant denominations, but the 
holiday was not affected by their beliefs 
until the Puritans came to power in the 
17th centrury, Carols were forbidden and 
Christmas was denounced as “the old 
heathens’ feasting day to Saturn their 
god.” 


Christmas Day of 1644 was declared

; 
decline during the 18th and early 19th 
centuries, but social conditions laid the 
foundation for a tremendous revival of 
the Christmas spirit during the second 
quarter of the 19th century. 

The colorful, extravagant, 
sentimental festival we know today is a 
product of that period: the time ol 
Charles Dickens’ “Christmas Carol,” 
Christmas at last became a legal holiday 
in the United States in the early 1800's

Alabama Power Company has 
announced that it will purchase 
approximately 10,200,000 tons of coal in 
1976 to meet the expected demand of its 
customers for electricity, 


C. E, Brackett, vice-president, fuels, 
said that about 80 percent of the energy 
supplied by the company is generated in 
coal-burning plants, with almost all of the 
rest coming from hydroelectric generating 
plants, 

Brackett is a former resident of 
Wilsonville and a former manager of the 
Power Company's Ernest C, Gaston 
Steam Plant at Wilsonville 


Brackett said that all coal purchased 
by the company must meet 
environmental standards set by federal, 
state, and local authorities, Coal burned 
at four steam generating plants operated 
by the company cannot burn coal with-a 
sulphur content of more than 2.5 percent 
by weight.

Fixed charges are listed as $210,433. 
These expenditures include insurance 
payinents, social security and retirement. 

Debt service payments, including 
principal and interest on long term loans, 
amount to $398 982 

The final item on the budget is

Vets get aid 


Disabled veterans entitled to replace 
or purchase adaptive equipment for their 
automobiles at government expense have 
been advised of new Veterans 
Administration safety and quality 
standards, effective Jan, 1. 

An estimated 63.000 disabled 
veterans of World War IE and thereafter 
ure eligible or have received one-time 
grants, not to exceed $3,300. from the 
VA toward purchase of an automobile 
These then may be equipped with aids 
that modify operating controls. 

Depending on the nature of the 
disability, tle add-on devices typically 
provide for hand control of brakes and 
aecelerator, alter position of foot controls 


assist with the operation of 
transmission, steering and other 
equipment 


veterans who have 
benefited from the add-on adaptive 
equipment advised that after Jan. 1, the 
VA will not authorize payment for 
equipment that does not meet the new 
standards 

Eligibility for automobile grants and 
adpative equipment was extended this 
year to include 5,000 peacetime veterans 
with service between Dec. 31. 1946. and 
June 27, 1950. The grants are limited to 
Veterans with permanent loss or use, of

Buying, selling game birds 


is illegal in Alabama 


Conservation Commissioner Claude 
D. Kelley has issued a warning to persons 
who are buying or selling game birds or 
animals within Alabama that such a 
practice is illegal. 


Kelley noted that Alabama law is 
very specific in the matter of buying or 
selling game animals. He pointed out that 
Title 8, Section 88 of the 1940 Code of 
Alabama reads: “Any person, firm or 
corporation who or that which sells, 
offers or exposes for sale, buys, 
purchases, barters or exchanges anything 
of value of any game bird or game animal, 
or any part thereof, at any time, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than $25 nor more than $50 for 
each offense.” 


Kelley said, however, that there are 
two exceptions under the law. They are 
(1) that licensed fur catchers may dispose 
of their catch of furs, pelts, skins or the 
dressed carcass of edible fur-bearing 
animals named by law or regulation, and 
(2) nothing in the law prohibits the sale 
of commercial pen-raised quail, provided 
the seller has first obtained a proper 
commercial quail breeders license from 


the Department of Conservation and 
Natural Resources and abides by the 


regulations pertaining to such sales 


Game and Fish Director Charles 
Kelley said the buying and selling of game 
in Alabama has become a major problem, 
and conservation enforcement officers are 
investigating each 
possible prosecution under the law

6-1 record -- 


UM cagers continue winning ways 


The University of Montevallo’s 
winning ways of last season (23-9) are 
unexpectedly continuing this year, with 
the Falcons sporting a 6 - | record after 
the opening portion of the season, 

“T really didn’t expect to be 6 and 1 
at this point of the season,” said UM 
couch Bill Elder. “For a team who lost 
three starters from last year, | thought it 
would take longer to get things together 
and working as one team. Realistically, 
we could be 7 - 0 at this point, our only 
loss by 6 points against the University of 
West Florida (58-52). That was the low 
point for our offense because we only hit 
32 percent for the night.” 

Montevallo’s offense‘ has greatly 
improved since then, and the Falcons 
have averaged 85.5 points per game while 
giving up only 69.4 ppg. UM rebounding 
has proven better than Elder thought at 
the start of the season with two players, 
David Porterfield and Charles Dickinson, 
both pulling down 56 rebounds in 7 
games, and average of 8 per contest, 
Then, Kenneth Mack is next with 42 
rebounds in 6 games for a 7 per game 
average 

The offense may have improved, but 
the UM defense is still less than that of 
Some reason for this 
because last year’s team was 
rated number one in defense nationally at 
this time last season, and was third in the 
nation at the end of the year 

The part of the season 
comes after Christmas for the Falcons, 
starting with a game at Livingston and 
then two conference games in a row at 
home. “We have to have one of the most 
evenly-matched conferences I have ever 
been familiar Elder. “We 
should see some great basketball played 
in the next couple of months, some very

Injuries have plagues the Falcons so 
lar this season with some major and 
minor ankle sprains. Now, Mark Adams, 
one of the best defensive players on the 
team, 1s sullering from torn ligaments ina 
finger and may require surgery, putting 
him out for the rest of the season. Charles 
Dickinson received a blow to the head, 
injuring his left eye, in the Falcons’ last 
game and was rushed to the hospital for 
minor surgery. “‘He may be back 
in January, bul again he may not,” said 
Elder 

One of the reasons Montevallo has 
been successful this season has been its 
press. “We have pressed about 99 percent 
of the time, and we will continue to press 


100 percent of the time,” said Elder. 
“This is the reason we have averaged 
playing 9 or 10 people per game, even in 
games that aren’t decided until a minute 
to go,” 

That press, along with improved 
shooting, and better-than-expected 
rebounding, has given the Falcons a 16 
point average winning margin in 
pre-Christmas play. 

As a team, Montevallo is shooting 44 
percent from the field and 71 percent 
from the free throw line. The leading 
scorer, David Porterfield (17 ppg.), has 
improved his shooting lately by taking 
fewer shots and shooting mainly from 
around the free throw line and in. 

Despite the good start, Elder is 
nervous about the next part of the 
schedule when Southern States 
Conference play begins. “I don’t see a 
breather ahead at all, after conference 
play starts, and it’s going to get tougher 
next year when the University of West 
Florida gets in. They may come in and 
dominate the whole conference,” he said 

Montevallo’s next games are after the 
Christmas holidays, Jan. 6 at Livingston 
University and then at home Jan. 9 
against William Carey College to start 
conlerence play. The following night,

Cleanliness

Years ago, when families across the 
country retired for the evening, lights 
were put out, and so was the cat, Today, 

gWith increased urbanization and the 
mage of pets as “part of the family,” 
more and more cats spend their entire 
lives indoors - uided by modern 
linventions like kitty litter. 

If vou are about to receive a new 
kitten or cat, make some advance 
preparation - a quiet, out-of-the-way spot 
for your pet's bed and a convenient 
corner for the litter box 

To help your pet fit smoothly into 
the household, avoid elimination 
problems by taking your cat over to the 
litter pan after each feeding for the first 
few days. Fora young kitten, it is helpful 
to pute it in the box and make digging 
motions with its front paws, Most will 
quickly catch on, 

Cats are fastidious creatures, and 
often will not use a litter pan or box that 
is not regularly emptied and cleaned. For 
ta one-cat family, the litter box should be 
eleaned about once a day. Since a cat is a 
iesee, it is wise to choose a pan with at 
least five inch sides, so that the soil is not 
‘pushed over the edge and onto the floor 
A cup or two of litter, replaced on a daily 
basis, usually proves to be adequate 

Maintaining a sanitary litter pan is 
important to the health of both cat and 
owner. If you have several pets, a clean 
‘pan will reduce the possibility of passing 
jworms or other parasites from one to the 

other. Feces also occasionally carry eggs 
yor larve from parasites that can be 
Ptransferred from cats to human beings

Most toxoplasmal infections are 
mild, undiagnosed and cause no outward 
problems. Surveys have established that 
up to a third of the world’s population 
carry toxoplasma antibodies in their 
bloodstream, indicating they had the 
infection. Once a man or woman has had 
the disease and developed antibodies 
against the organisms, there is little 
chance of a second occurrence 
But toxoplasmosis does present a 
danger to pregnant women who contract 
the infection for the first time during the 
last six months of pregnancy, The 
organisms cross the placenta and the 
infant has a 50-50 chance of being born 
with visible or latent defects, such as 
blindness or brain or heart damage. 
if you want to know whether your 
cat has toxoplasmosis, the animal can be 
tested by a veterinarian with the same 
test developed for humans 
But more important is this advice for 
all who own cats 
Wash your hands after handling 
your pet, especially before eating. 
Have the litter box emptied 
daily 
Do not permit indoor cats to go 
outside 
Do not allow outdoor cats of

Postal Service launches 
belt tightening program 


The Postal Service has implemented a 
national belt-tightening program 
necessitated by the service’s serious 
financial’ problems, according to 
Columbiana Postmaster Elbert Gibson 

“The Postmaster General wants us to 
cut postal exrenditures as close to the 
bone as possible,” Gibson told the 
Reporter, this week. 

“Inflation and a slow rate-making 
process have teamed up to drive the 
four-year old U. S. Postal Service into a 
serious financial situation,” Gibson 
stated, “*The result is a deficit last fiscal 
year of nearly $1 billion.” 

Gibson went on to say that even with 
the rate increase scheduled for later this 
month, ihe Postal Service's finances for 
the present fiscal year are in a perilous 

{ State. 

A series of cost reduction moves have 
been launched, according to Gibson. 
These moves include: 

Implementing nationally a program 
to equalize the workload of letter 
carriers 

A strict limitation on outside hiring 
to fill postal job vacancies. 

A lid on all but the most essential 
overtime work, unless it is directly 
connected with the distribution and 
deliver of mail. 

Involuntary transfer of excess 
employees to post offices where they can 
be used more efficiently. 

A close look at small post offices that 
are uneconomical to operate. Closing 
such offices may be increased if 
alternative methods can provide an 
equivalent or improved level of service, 

Commenting on the closing of small 
‘post offices, Gibson pointed out that the 
General Accounting Office, the 
investigative arm of Congress, issued a 
report last June that said the Postal 
Service could close 12,000 small post 
offices and save $100 million a year 
“without a decline in service. 

} The postmaster defended the postal 
rates and the service performance of the 
$12 billion-a-year system that employs 
700,000. “In fiscal year 1971 it took 
1.63 days for the average first class letter 
to reach its destination, In the fiscal year 
ended last June, it took 1.56 days,” he 
said

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Almanacs helped shape lives of early settlers 


Two books shaped the lives of 
America's early settlers. One of them 
was the Bible. The other book, 
although not as highly revered, was 
certainly respected and considered 
quite indispensable. It was the 
farmers’ almanac. 

Prior to the Civil War, few farmers 
gleaned any information about 
agriculture from the printed page. 
Many were illiterate. Most of those 
who could read and write were content 
with the simple wisdon found in 
almanacs. Books, memoirs of 
agricultural societies and farm 
periodicals were read only by 
gentlemen farmers. Most tillers of the 
soil considered *‘book farming’’ purely 
.theoretical and hence impractical. 

The almanac was by far the most 
importar' means of disseminating 
information on agriculture. It was the 
literate farm family's newspaper, 
radio, TV and magazine rolled into 
one. Many families stitched the annual 
editions together, and hung them on a 
nail by the fireplace. These were 
sometimes preserved in unbroken 
sequence for 50 years or more. 
Needless to say, no well brought up 
farm child would destroy or mutilate 
an almanac. To do so would be an 
unpardonable act of vandalism. 

Not only did the almanac serve as 
the farmer's weather reporter, moral 
guide and practical advisor, it served 
also the function of notebook, diary 
and account book. Blank pages and 
margins were covered with notes and 
comments, some of which no doubt 
could only be deciphered by the writer 
himself. 

The earliest almanac published in 
America was originally issued by 
William Price at Cambridge, Mass., in 
1639. Comparatively few almanacs 
were distributed, however, until after 
1732 when Benjamin Franklin began 
publication of his ‘‘Poor Richard's 
Almanac'’. This was the most famous 
almanac, and became next to the 
Bible, the most widely quoted 
publication in America. 

**Poor Richard's Almanac’’ was 
succeeded by ‘‘Poor Richard Im- 
proved’, which was published from 
1757 until 1773. It devoted space to 
such items as ‘‘For a foundered

horse’’, and ‘‘Easy miethods of 
increasing the milk of cows’’. Many of 
these were bits of experience 
contributed by subscribers. 


The weather forecats in all almanacs 
were a mixture of whimsy and hocus 
pocus, and usually more entertaining 


may gather up for a storm today,"’ or 
“It looks like rain but there probably 


will be none,"’ were common. One 
almanac, with pungent humor, states, 
"This year the sun will repeatedly rise 


before many people leave their beds 
and set before they have done a day's
